Hostel Opened at Leman 
Street 


MR. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD ON 
THE BRITISH JEWS’ DUTY 


Following the recent opening of two hostels for bombed- 
oul women and girls in Stepney, a hostel for men similarly 
laced or made “ homeless” by separation from evacuated 
Families was opened by Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E.., 
on Tuesday at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 63, Mansell 
Street, E. Mr. Otto M. Schiff, C.B.E., was in the chair. 

\fter the Chief Rabbi had read a specially composed 
Prayer of Dedication for the hostel, in which he invoked 
Divine protection upon all who sheltered within its walls, 
Mr. de Rothschild, declaring the hostel open, said: 

When [| was asked to come here to open this hostel I 
was a little diffident, because I felt that as Miss Horsbrugh, 
who has done so much for shelters all over the country, ts 
here this afternoon she was really the right person. Indeed, 
we are very proud to have her with us and delighted to 
welcome her mn our midst. She informed me that she has 
opened sg many of these hostels that it would be a pleasure 
for once to see somebody else take over the office. 

This hostel, as you know, is for the use of those suffer- 
ine from air raids, either because their houses have been 
bombed or because their wives and children have been 
evacuated, and it will indeed serve to provide accommoda- 
tion for 100 individuals, not run on charitable lines, but by 
the Hostels Association, Ltd., on a contributory. basis, all 
the people residing here having to help to pay expenses. It 
will also provide a Kasher refuge for all those Jews who 
feel strongly about their religion. It does not necessarily 
moan that every person residing here will be of the Jewish 
faith, because, as the founder of this institution settled—and 
the policy of this institution has always been to continue in 
the spirit of Mr. Herman Landau-—nobody refused 
aimission, whatever his faith, the sole criterron being his 
need 

“Before I conclude IT should like to read to you a 
message which is printed under my name in the News- 
Letier of the United Synagogue. It was submitted to me 
from the office of the United Synagogue as being something 
of what they would like me to say. It was So excellent, 
indeed so much better than anything that I could have

REVISIONIST-MAPAI AGREEMENT ? 
Eri Jabotinsky’s Declaration 


Mr. Eri Jabotinsky, son of the late Zionist Revisionist leader, 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, who has atrived in New York from 
Palestine, declared at a Press conference that before he left the 
Holy Land in December, leaders of the Union of Zionist 
Revisionists and of the Mapai (Zionist Labour Party), had 
reached an agreement, in their personal capacities, looking 
towards the creation of a united front, reports the Jewish 
Telegraph Agency. 

“ The unanimous reaction of all Zionists to the Patria affair 
made it apparent that the cleft which has existed between the 
two chief currents of Zionist thought—the Revisionist and the 
Labour—had been bridged,” Mr. Jabotinsky said. “ Matters 
got so far that negotiations were started for a united Jewish 
front for the duration of the war.” 


N.Z.O. and Jewish Army Plan 


According to a statement by an N.Z.O. official, that body 
regards the negotiations which have been carried on by the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine concerning a Jewish Army as 
having completely broken down and as having been abandoned 
in consequence by Dr. Weizmann. The N.Z.O., the official 
added, had therefore decided to continue their own negotiations 
and plans for the same object with the utmost vigour and on 
the widest possible basis, on behalf of the Jewish people.

THE DEPUTIES’ APPEAL 
Honour of Anglo-Jewry 


Involved 


A TASK WHICH IS OUR 
STARK DUTY 


Professor Brodetsky’s Views 


The Appeal which has been issued by the Board of 
Deputies is unique in that ut ts the first which the repre- 
sentative body of Anglo-Jewry has directly sponsared, and 
in that it is one concerned with the welfare and future of 
the Anglo-Jewish Community self. 

It is, therefore, particularly interesting to obtain the views 
on the subject of Professor Brodetsky, the President. of the 
Board. The Appeal is sull not meeting with that support 
and success that it both merits and needs. 

Professor Brodetsky, im the course of an interview, 
pointed out that the honour of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity i bound up with the success of this Appeal: and 
that, should it fail, the future of the Community,. particu- 
larly in regard to its spiritual welfare and its good reputa- 
tion, would be seriously jeopardised. 


Object of the Appeal 


“ The object of the Appeal,” he continued, “is to provide 
the money required to deal with the problems created by the 
evacuation from London and other large centres of Jewish 
population of many thousands of Jewish men, women, and 
children. More than half of the sum aimed at ts to be devoted 
to the Jewish religious education of the evacuated children, 
whose parents cannot meet all the costs themselves. [he 
remainder of the money is to be devoted to the provision of 
facilities for the religious and social life of the evacuees, and 
to the fostering of tmendly relations between them and theit 
new neighbours. 

“To secure both the religious education and the friendly 
relations is not only a duty we British Jews owe to ourselves, 
but is also our duty in relation to the National cflort; for we 
must assist in those fields of activity that are distinctively Jewish, 
so that the presence of Jewish evacuces in reception areas may 
be a help and not a hindrance to the authorities as well as 
redound to the good name and reputation of Jews 

*“ The Appeal does not ask the Community for a large sum, 
On the contrary, we have reduced the sum asked for to a bare 
minimum: but this must be found without delay, so that the 
future of Anglo-Jewry, in which the future of every one of us 
is involved, shall not be jcopardiscd by procrastination of1 
neglect. 


A Test of British Jews’ Sincerity 


“| consider that this Appeal its a test of the sincernty of 
Anglo-Jewry as an organised Community, and of ils sense of 
communal responsibility.” 

“ Which part of the Appeal,” asked the interviewer, “ is in 
your opinion the most important? ~ 

* All parts are of vital importance: but [ do not hesitate to 
ascribe the greatest importance to the provision of religious 
education. lt will surely be admitted by everybody that there 
can be no future for Anglo-Jewry if the religious education of 
the majority of our children ts neglected.” 

It was pointed out that this view as to the importance of 
religious teaching is one held by the leaders of the Christian 
Churches, as evidenced by the Memorandum recently tssued. 

Professor Brodetsky agreed. “ All who value liberty and 
civilisation,’ he said, “ must realise that humanny is sick to-day 
because it has lost its moral and spiritual bearings, and blunders 
in a morass of materialism. We cannot aspire to a real peace 
after the war unless the world in which we hope to enjoy this 
peace is a better world than it is at present, The Jewish 
education of our children ts thus our duty as Jews and as 
Englishmen, as well as partakers in the wider citizenship of 
all men and women of goodwill in the world. 

“If. continued Professor Brodetsky, “ there is to be any 
hope of a better world, that hope can only have a chance of 
becoming a reality if it ts based on something clse than a 
pursuit of material objects, on a return to those ethical 
principles which are the basis of Jewish life. Hence we must 
give qur children the knowledge and practice of the good Jewish 
life in all its aspects. 


Re-establishing a Blitzed Community 


“The Consultation at Oxford was largely directed towards 
the same end, and it was a success as far as representation, 
enthusiasm, and faith were concerned. It dealt with the various 
aspects of Jewish education, religion, Hebrew, history, etc. But 
the most immediate problem—tmance—hovered like a cloud 
over the proceedings. Jewish education must in the future be 
emancipated from the psychology of charity, and become a 
central responsibility of the whole Community. 

“The Synagogues of London have suffered badly, particu- 
larly in the East End. Synagogues have also suffered in air 
raids on provincial towns. But it is not bombs which are the 
chief cause of our anxieties. Most Congregations will no doubt 
be reconstituted when peace comes back. But many Jews 
have been compelled, through enemy action, to leave the towns 


and districts in which they have lived hitherto, and this un- / 


doubtedly creates a new problem.

Dealing with the internaments, the paper says “ the influence 
of public opinion and official recognition of the tajustices 
associated with the general internment policy have led te an 
improvement Mistakes are being rapidly rectihed with marked 
advantage to our war cflort and also to our export madustries ... 

“ Nearly 100 refugee-controlicd undertakings. capitalised at 
not less than £500,000. are now established on the trading 
estates, and some 75 others are onlv awarting an opportunity 
to make a start. Some of the undertakings are now con- 
tributine to the output of war materials. Many of these trans. 
planted industries are only in the intial stages, bat in the 
agerc@ate they employ at least 20,000 British workers.”

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DISPUTE ON BETH DIN 
DECISION 


No Hindquarter Meat During the War ? 


SHECHITA BOARD OBJECTIONS 


A special meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita, 
which was adjourned from the last meeting, was held on 
Tuesday at the Vestry Offices in Heneage Lane, London, 
E.C.3, to consider further the difficulties that have arisen 
from the decision of members of the Beth Din not to 
recommend the renewal of licences of hindquarter butchers 
for the duration of the war. 

The President of the Board, Mr. Isaac Landau, who presided, 
said that that meeting had been adjourned owing to the gravity 
of the position of the Board relative to a recommendation of the 
Beth Din conveyed to it that the hindquarter licences of the hind- 
quarter butchers be not renewed for the duration of the war. At 
the last meeting he nad expressed his views rather strongly, to the 
effect that the decision of the Beth Din, coming the present 
tuume, was a most unfortunate one. tic had further pointed out 
that that decision was a sudden one in that, in his opinion, no 
adequate opportunity nad been given to the Board to consider 
the position with regard to the porging of hindquarter meat. 

He had ruled, continued Mr Landau that the authority for 
the granting of hindquarter licences rested exclusively with that 
Board.. The Beth Din did not grant the licence; they merely 
examined the religious evidence of the applicant and gave a 
recommendation to the Board as to whether the particular butcher 
should or should not be granted a licence. But the ultimate 
decision as to whether a licence was granted remained, and he 
hoped would always remain, with that Board. 

A deliberate policy was adopted many years ago of licensing 
buichers for the sale of hindquarter meat, and in pursuance of 
that policy that Board had no option but to appoint a great num- 
ber of Shomerim for the purpose of carrying out the decision of 
porging. “ If the present recommendation of the Beth Din were 
to become operative,” said the President, “ the Board would be 
faced with the dismissal of the whole of the Shomerim.” and he 
wanted clearly to impress upon the Board that to take that 
drastic step without the whole of this difficult question being 


robed would be doing a grave injustice to a loyal and devoted 
y of servants. 


Unanimous Decision of Beth Din 


On a previous occasion he had menuoned that the Chicf Rabbi 
had not taken part in the — decision, nor had the Rabbi of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congrceation. But he had now had 
letters produced to him showing that they had both approved of 
the decision of their colleagues, so that they might take it that 
the recommendation was a unanimous decision of the whole of 
the ecclesiastical authoritics. 

In the present state of affairs, went on Mr. Landau, they 
should carefully weigh the whole of the factors, as to carry out 
the recommendations of the Beth Din would, in his opinion, 
gravely involve not only the Shechita Board, but the whole of 
the Community. en yeh: meat being consumed at the 
presemt time was actually only one-tenth of that which was 
normally consumed by the Jewish public. In addition, according 
to the Chairman of the wholesale group who allocated the sup- 
plics on behalf of the Ministry of Food, if the hindquarter 
meat were not to be at the disposal of the Jewish public, in would 
mean that that public would suffer a diminution in the ration 


supplies 

Mr ‘Landau said he felt that they ought to make a supreme 
effort to meet the Beth Din and the Shomerim once more. 
He therefore proposed the following resolution. 

“ This Boara takes note of the decision of the Beth Din 
recommending that the ucences of the hindquarter butchers 

not renewed. This Board hereby resolves that no further 
action be taken in the matter until thesBeth Din meet the 
Hon. Off cers of the Board, together with the shop Shomerim, 
in order to ascertain whether any and what steps can be 
devised to meet the requirements of the Beth Din regarding 
the porging of hindquarte: meat.” 

Replying to some observations, the President said it was quite 
true that im all religious matters they were guided by the Beth 
Din. There was no question that the consumption of unporged 
hindquarter meat was forbidden by Jewish law. But at the ex- 
press request of the Beth Din they had endeavoured to meet that 

sition by employing Shomerim to carry out their directions. 
They agreed that in order to carry out the Jewish Din, 
hindquarter meat must be poreed. But if the whele machinery 
was there for porging, it would be an arbitrary act for the Beth 
Din to say “ we shall not allow ut." The Board had done nothing 
for it to sprung upon them that hindquarter meat shall in no 
circumstances be sold during the war. 

Mr. Lionel Cohen said that if it were assumed that certain 
hindquarter licensees were not carrying out or would not carry 
out the requirements of the Beth Din, that was no reason for all 
the shops to suffer. 


“Vital Question of Jewish Law ” 


Dayan Abramski denied that the Beth Din’s decision had been 
sprung suddenly upon the Board and referred to certain nego- 
tiations which, he said, had taken place in regard to the whole 
question of the sale of hindquarter meat. When the war came, 
said the Dayan, they knew that the new circumstances would 
render the conditions under which the meat was sold even worse 
than it had been before the war. He referred to a memorandum 
which they had presented to the Board in which they had stated 
that there could be no proper contro! of hindquarter meat during 
the war because the meat arrived at the butchers’ shops at un- 
certain hours when the Shomerim were not there. After the 
issuance of that memorandum the butchers had been invited to a 
meeting which, however, they did not attend. 

Before January, he went on, they told the Board of Shechita 
that they could no longe: take responsibility for hindquarter 
meat. e referred to the Din governing the whole matter, and 


quoted AS S5n VON the greatest punishment being inflicted 
for such a transgression of the law. 

As Rabbanim they declared that they could not possibly assume 
any more responsibility for such a state of affairs as existed. The 
Shomerim haa made promises and oaths time out of number, 
but those promises had not been kept. This was a vital ques- 
tion of Jewish law about which they of the Beth Din would in 
no circumstances falter, Their decision was not based on hear- 
any Seeeenee, but on confirmation which they had obtained in 

shops. 

Dayan H. Lazarus declared that the Beth Din, which was 
governat by the Din, had all the evidence needed to prove that 

was impossible for them to carry on with the system of 
ovis hindquarter meat They were not able to rely on 

»merim in, the present conditions. 

There was some further discussion, but finally it was agreed 
that the Hon, Officers meet the Beth Din and to adjourn the 
Board meeting until Thursoay next (March 27).

The special service for Sunday will be in most cases either at 
11 a.m. or 3 p.m., although in some Synagogues the national 
supplications will be embodied in the Sabbath morning service 
or the day before. 

Opening with brief quotations from the Psalms, the Order of

“ Almighty God, unsearchable are Thy thoughts: and no 
mortal can fathom Thy ways of mystery and holiness.

Behold, peoples rage and kingdoms totter: a day of wrath and 
desolation, a day of alarm and sorrow is upon us—and who 
can say unto Thee, What doest Thou?

THE DEPUTIES’ APPEAL—Continued from page 1 


“It may indeed lead to the creation of new congregations; 
and we have to think both of the present and of the future, 
Let us take the immediate aspect first. We have had certain 
complaints—partly justified, but in a large measure quite un- 
founded—that the presence of Jews in areas in which a Jew 
was practically unknown in the past has created anti-Semitism, 
or produced misundérstanding which may be a prelude of anti- 
Semitism. The Appeal, therefore, includes provision for the 
appointment of welfare and social workers, to advise Jewish 
evacuees, help them to settle down in their new homes, and to 
straighten out any difficulties that may arise. This aspect is 
surely one which must appeal even to those Jews to whom the 
more spiritual side of our work may not make an immediate 
appeal. There is no member of the Community who can afford 
to be disinterested and unconcerned about the prevention of 
anti-Semitism, in so far as it is possible to prevent it. It is 
also a civic duty on our part, for to allow anti-Semitism to 
develop means to allow enemies of Britain and of Democracy 
to use it in order to injure Britain and impede her war effort. 
Anti-Semitism is the spearhead of treachery. . 

“The Appeal is thus one to which-all Jews, Orthodox, 
Reformed, or Liberal, London or Provincial, Zionist or non- 
Zionist, rich or poor, must contribute, for all are equally 


involved. 
Defence 


“The Defence Committee of the Board is deeply interested 
in this aspect of the Appeal. Under the leadership of its Chair- 
man, Mr. Liverman, it is in close contact with the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation, and gives every 
possible assistance in all questions of this kind. I regard this 
aspect of our work as second in importance only to religious 
education. 

“ But,”” continued Dr, Brodetsky, “ we must also think of 
the future. It is essential that we should lay a foundation of 
goodwill and understanding, particularly in those areas where 
permanent Communities might arise. The new Communities 
may not have behind them the traditions of the old, and will 
have to rely upon the younger generation, for whom a good 
Jewish upbringing is thus of vital importance.” 

“ The response so far, I believe,’ said the interviewer, “ has 
not been too encouraging. Do you think that this is due to the 
heavy burdens that Jews in this country have had to bear in the 
past, and to financial stringency caused by the war? ” 

In my opinion,” replied Ben wed rodetsky, “the chief 
difficulties have been two. In the first place, Jews in various 
parts of the country are not accustomed to contribute towards 
one another's needs. The Jews of cach town, and even of each 

art of a large town, are accustomed to dealing with their own 
ocal Jewish needs. In addition, Jewish Communities all over 
the country have local problems produced by the war, and even 
evacuation problems of their own. 


Not a Local Matter 


“It should be emphasised, therefore, that the Board's Appeal 
is not intended to deal with local needs. Thus, although the 
majority of evacuees are from London, the Board’s Appeal is 
not a London affair. Inside London, as inside Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Leeds, etc., the situation created by the air raids has 
been faced with energy and understanding, 4 the local organ- 
isations—in London by the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue, in association with other bodies such as the Board 
of Guardians, etc.” 

“Is it possible,’ he was asked, “ that the Appeal does not 
attract because it has purely an Anglo-Jewish interest, whereas 
many Jews are more concerned about the general position of 
Jews in the world? ™ 

“If this view is held by anybody,” the Professor replied, 
“then they are mistaken. Anglo-Jewry has a two-centurics 
old tradition of service to Jewries in other countries. [It 1s to- 
day, more than ever in the past, a key Community in Israel. 

en peace comes, it will be the Jewries of the British Empire 
and of America that will have to represent the interests of the 
downtrodden Jewries of Europe, and the Jewish claims in 
regard to Palestine. To maintain intact the fabric of An 
Jewry is therefore a duty that we owe to our co-religionists in 
other lands, as well as to ourselves.” : 


Urgent Work Already Started 


Asked how ne assessed the prospects of the Appeal now, 
Professor Brodetsky replied: “I am glad to say that interest 
in the Appeal is on the rapid increase in many parts of the 
country. I hope that in the next three or four months the full 
success of the Appeal will be achieved. Ihe matters we have 
to deal with Cannot wait, and we have already begun to make 
allocations. A considerable number of welfare and social 
workers have been appointed, and are working successfully. 
Allocations have been made for education and hostels. 

“ We need the whole sum asked for as soon as possible, and 
I would make a most earnest appeal to my fellow British Jews 
to do their duty generously and speedily. 

“Let not the Jewish historian of a future generation be forced 
to record that while Hitler and his Nazi bullies laid low the 
Jewries of Europe, the great Community of Anglo-Jewry decayed 
by its Own inertia and neglect 

* Anglo-Jewry has a vast réle to fulfil in Jewish history. I 
am confident it will not fail, I believe that it will live up to its 
traditions, and remain the great Community which other Jewries 
will continue to regard with affection and respect, and to which 
other Jewries will turn for guidance and help.”

Open the Gates of Palestine 
COL. WEDGWOOD’S PLEA

G. H. Hat replied: “ The Jewish Agency has been 
informed that Jews in Rumania, who received Palestine immi- 
gration certificates before the 15th February, will be admitted 
to Palestine provided that satisfactory arrangements can be 
made to prove their identity and bona fides. Practical arrange- 
ments for applying these safeguards are now being worked out. 
My noble friend (Lord Moyne) has not received any repre- 
sentation regarding the position of Jewish holders of Palestine 
immigration certificates in Bulgaria since the German occupation 
of that country. But in the event of this question arising, 
consideration will be given to the possibility of making similar 
arrangements. With regard to Yugoslavia, the High Com- 
missioner for Palestine proposes, at the request of the Jewish 
Agency, to issue a limited number of * replacement’ certificates 
for veteran Zionists in that country.” 

Col, Wedewood asked if Mr. Hall was aware that in Rumania 
the number of certificates was in no relation to the number of 
Jews who had been exterminated in that country, Jewish men, 
women, and children. Would he see that some steps were taken 
to help those people to find a refuge” 

Mr. Hall replied that a substantial number—something over 
200, including dependents —had been included in the arrange- 
ments and had been agreed to by the High Commissioner. 


LEGALISING ISLE OF MAN DETENTIONS 
New Bill Presented 


The Home Secretary formally presented in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday the Isle of Man (Detention) Bill 
Thess is described as a Bill to enable. persons detained under 
power conferred under the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act 
1939 and 1940, or the Aliens Restriction Act 1914. to be 
removed to and detained in the Isle of Man 

Our Lobby Correspondent writes: At the time of writing. 
only the title of this Bill is available, but the text will be issued 
shortly, and the Bill will be submitted for a second reading at 
an carly sitting. It obviously foreshadows the sending of 
detained persons abroad

WOMEN IN JEWISH HISTORY 


Vicissitudes Through the Ages. 


At the Anglo-Palestinian Club, Great Windmill Street, 
London, W., last week, Professor S. Auerbach gave a lecture 
on “Jewish Types of Women in the Bible and Throughout 
Jewish History.” Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., presided. 

The lecturer said that women types in the Bible gave a true 
picture of their times, and when studying them one could easily 
draw conclusions on the civilisation of those days. Women olf 
the Bible were free compared with women of other contem- 
porancous peoples. They were prophets, judges, they even 
mstigated revolt in King David's court. The motherly type 
particularly is very distinctive in the Bible. 

Woman's position deteriorated considerably at the time of 
the Talmud. Jews were no loager a free nation, they were a 
subject people and their culiural life was greatly mfluenced by 
other nations. Woman was. considered as something inferior, 
and the Talmud itself looks on her as Sin, and she ts excluded 
trom the Divine Service 

After the Talmudic period hardly any Jewish literature in 
the European sense was produced, the writings being usually 
commentary on the Talmud. With Mendelsohn’s “ Haskalah ~ 
literature in the European sense began, although women were 
only personified generally, as Virtue, Vice, Righteousness, ete, 
Because of the restrictive ghetto life there were no outstanding 
types of woman to be found in Jewish literature of that ume 

The pogroms of 1880 were preceded by the “national” period, 
when Jews were emigrating overseas and women achieved some 
kind of independence. Literature of that time shows realistic 
features and women are written of as independent personalities ; 
in some works the Jewish woman is the main character, although 
formerly she had been held rather in contempt. Many women 
of the past receive sympathetic treatment, particularly the 
Jewish mother. It should be remembered that the Jewish 
mother of this period had not only to bring up her children. but 
had also to earn a living for the family, men being entirely 
devoted to the study of the Talmud. In return for her earthly 
hell, the Jewish woman is promised paradise after death, when 
she would be the footstool! of her husband. 

On the motion of Mr. Maurice Bannister, seconded by Mr.

The lecture was followed by a piano recital by Mbss 
Marguerite Wolff. Her programme included works by Mozart, 
Schumann, Chopin, Brahms, and Debussy.

MR. HYMAN REUBEN 2 
Devoted Services to Bangor Congregation

THE LATE DR. ABRAHAM SALZ 
Pioneer Zionist 


Mr. Joser FRAENKEL writes as follows about the pioneer 
work in Zionism of Dr. Abraham Salz, whose death at the 
age of 77 was announced in our issue of March 7. 

Dr. Salz was one of the Vice-Presidents of the first Zionist 
Congress, but he was active in Zionist work even before Dr 
Herzl's appearance in the Zionist arena In April, 1893, he 
took part in the first Zionist Conference in Galicia, which was 
held in Lwow. This conference clected a special committec, 
consisting of Dr. Nathan Birnbaum, Messrs. Brainin, Dornbusch, 
Belkowsk:, Rabbi Ehrenpreis, Mr. Moses, and Dr. Salz In 
October, 1893, Dr. Salz, as the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Jewish National Party of Galicia, together with Dr 
Nathan Birnbaum, editor of the SeLasreMANCIPATION, issued 
mvitations tor a special conference in Krakow on November I, 
893, the arm of which was the establishment of the Zionist 
Organisation in Austria, which, due to the efforts of Dr. Salz, 
was achieved 

On the appearance of Herzl's “ Jewish State " in February, 
1896, Dr. Salz, then at the head of the Ahavat Zion, took an 
active part in the conference preceding the first Congress, Dr 
Herzl entrusted him with the collection of signatures in Galicia 
for the Zionist petition, which he brought to the Congress bear- 
ing 10,000 names. 

Later, a conflict arose between Dr. Salz and Dr. Herz! on the 
question of colonisation tactics of Palestine. Herzl preterred to 
wait for the Charter and not do any significant colonisation work 
in Palestine. Salz was negotiating with Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild in Paris and bought a plot of land tor the establish- 
menht of the colony Machanayim. Later, Salz saw, in practice, 
that Herzl was correct. 

For over SO years Dr. Salz was actively engaged in Zionist 
work. Towards the end of his life he was the President of 
the Jewish State Party in Galicia 


A tribute to Mr. Louris L. Rozetaar, who died recently and 
who was associated with the Bayswater Synagogue tor more 
than 40 years, has been received trom Mr. Leopold Frank 
Writing from Hove, Mr. Frank says: Mr. Lous Rozelaar, who 
was for many years an official of the Bayswater Synagoguc,’ was 
a genial, efficient, and loyal co-operator, a tactful and hard 
worker, and was respected by congregants and hon. officers.

An Old Russian Liberal 
PARTY COLLEAGUE OF KERENSKY 


In the course of a memoir on the late Dr. L. 
President of World Ort, whose obituary notice appear 
recently m these columns, Mow sHOWITCH writes: 

Before the Great War, when normal political life in Russia 
was passing through its stages of revolutionary upheaval, Leo 
Bramson was in the forefront of the moderately left wing of 
the Labourittes—a group of progressives demanding cxtensive 
social and economic reforms, but not going as far as the various 
shades of Russian Socialism. However, he won his great 
popularity in Russian progressive circles not as a political 
leader, but as a political lawyer, working ceaselessly in organis- 
ing and taking a leading part in the legal defence in all the 
political” “ causes célébres ” in “Russia, which eventually 
aroused the better classes of the Russian people against the 
ineptitude and political backwardness of the old autocratic regime, 

When a constitutional order was at last introduced in Russia 
in 1905 he was among the first Jewish members of the Duma, 
and in the Duma itself he was among the leaders of the con- 
siderable Labourite Group, which had only one Jewish member 
besides Dr. Bramson. His political honesty and straight- 
forwardness was so well known and so much trusted that even 
the First Revolutionary Council of Workers’ and Soldiers’ 
Deputies, formed immediately after the February Revolution 
im 1917. elected him Chairman of the Financial Committee. 

it was his natural mterest in the general life of the country 
that brought him the friendship of such men as L. Tolstoy, 
Viad. Soloviev, V. Korolenko, and hundreds of others among 
the intellectual leaders of Russian Society He was a true 
democrat not only in political theories, but in his own life and 
his relations with every one of those who worked wah him 
from Minister of State to the humblest typist Though a first- 
class practising lawyer, he never accumulated any wealth, and 
regarded his work in the law courts as a public service rather 
regarded his work in the law courts as a public service 

Whilst he was absorbed in general political and legal work he 
had not given up even for a short time his Jewish work and 
his Jewish interests, and when a few years before the Great 
War all the Jewish members of the Duma and the other 
prominent leaders of Russian Jewry formed a Central Political 
Committee which was to represent Russian Jewry and carry on 
the struggle tor its emancipation. he was in the forefront again 
It was this Central Political Committee which co-operated with 
the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the British Jewish 
Community during the years of the war in the negotiations 
with the Allied Governments on the Jewish question

Kerensky, who was the Miniter of Justice in. and subsequently 


the head of. the Provisional Government of Russia after. the 
February Revolution. It was in closest co-operation with Dr 
Bramson that the Law for the Complete Emancipation of the 
Russian Jews was promulgated in April, 1917, only two months 
after the autocratic regime had been overthrown 

Dr. Bramson, who from the carhest days of his soctal work 
was fully acquainted with the problems of Russian Jewry, saw 
only too clearly that political emancipation alone was not 
sufficient for solving these problems, and that a radical recon- 
struction of the foundations of Jewish economic tife was 
absolutely vital To this task he devoted the last 24 years of 
his life. His personal intimates, all younger than himself, 
deeply mourn a charming, simple triend 


In a tribute to Mere. Wuttam Rose. whose death occurred 
recently. on his 49th birthday. Mr. J. Castle writes: William 
Rose radiated optimism, even m tace otf dithculties his 
philanthropy was a byword, and his charm and geniality were 
known in many spheres of life.

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DISPUTE ON BETH DIN 
DECISION 


No Hindquarter Meat During the War ? 
SHECHITA BOARD OBJECTIONS 


A special meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita, 
which was adjourned from the last meeting, was held on 
Tuesday at the Vestry Offices in Heneage Lane, London, 
E.C.3, to consider further the difficulties that have arisen 
from the decision of members of the Beth Din not to 
recommend the renewal of licences of hindquarter butchers 
for the duration of the war. 

The President of the Board, Mr. Isaac Landau, who presided, 
said that that meeting had been adjourned owing to the gravity 
of the position of the Board relative to a recommendation of the 
Beth Din conveyed to it that the hindquarter licences of the hind- 
quarter butchers be not renewed for the duration of the war. At 
the last meeting he nad expressed his views rather strongly, to the 
effect thai the decision of the Beth Din, coming the present 
time, was a most unfortunate one. tie had further pointed out 
that that decision was a sudden one in that, in his opinion, no 
adequate opportunity had been given to the Board to consider 
the position with regard to the porging of hindquarter meat. 

He had ruled, continued Mr Landau that the authority for 
the granting of hindquarter licences rested exclusively with that 
Board. The Beth Din did not grant the licence; they merely 
examined the religious evidence of the applicant and gave a 
recommendation to the Board as to whether the particular butcher 
should or should not be granted a licence. But the ultimate 
decision as to whether a licence was granted remained, and he 
hoped would always remain, with that Board. 

A deliberate policy was adopied many years ago of licensing 
buichers for the sale of hindquarter meat, and in pursuance of 
that policy that Board had no option but to appoint a great num- 
ber of Shomerim for the purpose of carrying out the decision of 
porging. “ If the present recommendation of the Beth Din were 
to become operative,” said the President, “ the Board would be 
faced with the dismissal of the whole of the Shomerim,” and he 
wanted clearly to impress upon the Board that to take that 
drastic step without the whole of this difficult question being 


robed would be doing a grave injustice to a loyal and devoted 
y of servants. 


Unanimous Decision of Beth Din 


On a previous occasion he had menuoned that the Chief Rabbi 
had not taken part in the original decision, nor had the Rabbi of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. But he had now had 
letters produced to him showing that they had both approved of 
the decision of their colleagues, so that they might take it that 

recommendation was a unanimous decision of the whole of 
the ecclesiastical authorities. 

In the present state of affairs, went on Mr. Landau, they 
should carefully weigh the whole of the factors, as to carry out 
the recommendations of the Beth Din would, in his opinion, 
gravely involve not only the Shechita Board, but the whole of 
the Community. cece mph meat being consumed at the 
present time was actually only one-tenth of that which was 
normally consumed by the Jewish public. In addition, according 
to the Chairman of the wholesale group who allocated the sup- 
plics on behalf of the Ministry of Food, if the hindquarter 
meat were not to be at the disposal of the Jewish public, it would 
mean that that public would suffer a diminution in the ration 
supplies. 

r. Landau said he felt that they ought to make a supreme 
effort to meet the Beth Din and the Shomerim once more. 
He therefore proposed the following resolution. 

“ This Boara takes note of the decision of the Beth Din 
recommending that the ticences of the hindquarter butchers 
be not renewed. This Board hereby resolves that no further 
action be taken in the matter until the Beth Din meet the 
Hon, Off'cers of the Board, together with the shop Shomerim, 
in order to ascertain whether any and what steps can be 
devised to meet the requirements of the Beth Din regarding 
the porging of hindquarte: meat.” 

Replying to some observations, the President said it was quite 
true that m all religious matters they were guided by the Beth 
Din. There was no question that the consumption of unporged 
hindquarter meat was forbidden by Jewish law. But at the ex- 
press request of the Beth Din they had endeavoured to meet that 

sition by employing Shomerim to carry out their directions. 

hey agreed that in order to carry out the Jewish Din, 
hindquarter meat must be porged. But if the whele machinery 
was there for porging, it would be an arbitrary act for the Beth 
Din to say “ we shall not allow it." The Board had done nothing 
for it to be sprung upon them that hindquarter meat shall in no 
circumstances be Sold during the war. 

Mr. Lionel Cohen said that if « were assumed that certain 
hindquarter licensees were not carrying out or would not carry 
out the requirements of the Beth Din, that was no reason for all 
the shops to 


“ Vital Question of Jewish Law ” 


Dayan Abramski denied that the Beth Din’s decision had been 
sprung suddenly upon the Board and referred to certain nego- 
tiations which, he said, had taken place in regard to the whole 
question of the sale of hindquarter meat. When the war came, 
said the Dayan, they knew that the new circumstances would 
render the conditions under which the meat was sold even worse 
than it had been before the war. He referred to a memorandum 
which they had presented to the Board in which they had stated 
that there could be no proper control of hindquarter meat during 
the war because the meat arrived at the butchers’ shops at un- 
certain hours when the Shomecrim were not there. After the 
issuance of that memorandum the butchers had been invited to a 
meeting which, however, they did not attend. 

Before January, he went on, they told the Board of Shechita 
that they could no longe: take responsibility for hindquarter 
meat. He referred to the Din governing the whole matter, and 


quoted WS S5m “NON. the greatest punishment being inflicted 
for such a transgression of the law. 

As Rabbanim they declared that they could not possibly assume 
any more responsibility for such a state of affairs as existed. The 
Shomerim haa made promises and oaths time out of number, 
but those promises had not been kept. This was a vital ques- 
tion of Jewish law about which they of the Beth Din would in 
no circumstances falter, Their decision was not based on hear- 
ny comets, but on confirmation which they had obtained in

“It may indeed lead to the creation of new congregations; 
and we have to think both of the present and of the future, 
Let us take the immediate aspect first. We have had certain 
complaints—partly justified, but in a large measure quite un- 
founded—that the presence of Jews in areas in which a Jew 
was practically unknown in the past has created anti-Semitism, 
or produced misundérstanding which may be a prelude of anti- 
Semitism. The Appeal, therefore, includes provision for the 
appointment of welfare and social workers, to advise Jewish 
evacuees, help them to settle down in their new homes, and to 
straighten out any difficulties that may arise. This aspect is 
surely one which must appeal even to those Jews to whom the 
more spiritual side of our work may not make an immediate 
appeal. There is no member of the Community who can afford 
to be disinterested and unconcerned about the prevention of 
anti-Semitism, in so far as it is possible to prevent it. It is 
also a civic duty on our part, for to allow anti-Semitism to 
develop means to allow enemies of Britain and of Democracy 
to use it in order to injure Britain and impede her war effort. 
Anti-Semitism is the spearhead of treachery. 2 

“The Appeal is thus one to which-all Jews, Orthodox, 
Reformed, or Liberal, London or Provincial, Zionist or non- 
Zionist, rich or poor, must contribute, for all are equally 


involved. 
Defence 


“The Defence Committee of the Board is deeply interested 
in this aspect of the Appeal. Under the leadership of its Chair- 
man, Mr. Liverman, it is in close contact with the Central 
Jewish Committee for Problems of Evacuation, and gives every 
possible assistance in all questions of this kind. I regard this 
aspect of our work as second in importance only to religious 
education. 

“ But,”’ continued Dr, Brodetsky, “ we must also think of 
the future. It is essential that we should lay a foundation of 
goodwill and understanding, particularly in those areas where 
permanent Communities might arise. The new Communities 
may not have behind them the traditions of the old, and will 
have to rely upon the younger generation, for whom a good 
Jewish upbringing is thus of vital importance.” 

“ The response so far, I believe,’ said the interviewer, “ has 
not been too encouraging. Do you think that this is due to the 
heavy burdens that Jews in this country have had to bear in the 
past, and to financial stringency Cause x | the war? ” 

“In my opinion,” rephed Professor Brodetsky, “ the chief 
difficulties have been two. In the first place, Jews in various 
parts of the country are not accustomed to contribute towards 
one another's needs. The Jews of cach town, and even of each 

art of a large town, are accustomed to dealing with their own 
ocal Jewish needs. In addition, Jewish Communities all over 
the country have local problems produced by the war, and even 
evacuation problems of their own. 


Not a Local Matter 


“It should be emphasised, therefore, that the Board's Appeal 
is not intended to deal with local needs. Thus, although the 
majority of evacuees are from London, the Board’s Appeal is 
not a London affair. Inside London, as inside Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Leeds, etc., the situation created 4 the air raids has 
been faced with energy and understanding, by the local organ- 
isations—in London by the Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue, in association with other bodies such as the Board 
of Guardians, etc.” 

“Is it possible,’ he was asked, “ that the Appeal does not 
attract because it has purely an Anglo-Jewish interest, whereas 
many Jews are more concerned about the general position of 
Jews in the world? ” 

“If this view is held by anybody,” the Professor replied, 
“then: they are mistaken. Anglo-Jewry has a two-centurics 
old tradition of service to Jewries in other countries. It is to- 
day, more than ever in the past, a key Community in _ Israel. 
When peace’ comes, it will be the Jewries of the British Empire 
and of America that will have to represent the interests of the 
downtrodden Jewries of Europe, and the Jewish claims in 
regard to Palestine. To maintain intact the fabric of Anglo- 
Jewry is therefore a duty that we-owe to our co-religionists in 
other. lands, as well as to ourselves.” 


Urgent Work Already Started 


Asked how ne assessed the prospects of the never now, 
Professor Brodetsky replied: “1 am glad to say that interest 
in the Appeal is on the rapid increase in many parts of the 
country. I hope that in the next three or four months the full 
success of the Appeal will be achieved. The matters we have 
to deal with cannot wait, and we have already begun to make 
allocations. A considerable number of welfare and social 
workers have been appointed, and are working successfully. 
Allocations have been made for education and hostels. 

“ We need the whole sum asked for as soon as possible, and 
I would make a most earnest appeal to my fellow British Jews 
to do their duty generously and speedily. 

“Let not the Jewish historian of a future generation be forced 
to record that while Hitler and his Nazi bullies laid low the 
Jewries of Europe, the great Community of Anglo-Jewry decayed 
by its own inertia and neglect. 

“ Anglo-Jewry has a vast réle to fulfil in Jewish history. I 
am confident it will not fail, I believe that it will live up to its 
traditions, and remain the great Community which other Jewries 
will continue to regard with affection and respect, and to which 
other Jewrics will turn for guidance and help.”

G..H. Hait “ The Jewish Agency has been 
informed that Jews in Rumania, who received Palestine immi- 
gration certificates before the 1Sth February, will be admitted 
to Palestine provided that satisfactory arrangements can be 
made to prove their identity and bona. fides. Practical arrange- 
ments for applying these safeguards are now being worked out. 
My noble friend (Lord Moyne) has not received any repre- 
sentation regarding the position of Jewish holders of Palestine 
immigration certificates in Bulgaria since the German occupation 
of that country. But in the event of this question arising, 
consideration will be given to the possibility of making simila: 
arrangements. With regard to Yugoslavia, the High Com- 
missioner for Palestine proposes, at the request of the Jewish 
Agency, to issue a limited number of * replacement" certificates 
for veteran Zionists in that country.” 

Col. Wedgwood asked if Mr. Hall was aware that in Rumania 
the number of certificates was in no relation to the number of 
Jews who had been exterminated in that country, Jewish men, 
women, and children. Would he see that some steps were taken 
to help those people to find a refuge”? 

Mr. Hall replied that a substantial number—something over 
200, including dependents—-had been included in the arrange- 
ments and had been agreed to by the High Commissioner. 


LEGALISING ISLE OF MAN DETENTIONS 
New Bill Presented 


The Home Secretary formally presented in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday the Isle of Man (Detention) Bill 
This is described as a Bill to enable persons detained under 
power conferred under the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act 
1939 and 1940, or the Aliens Restriction Act 1914, to be 
removed to and detained in the Isle of Man 

Our Lobby Correspondent writes: At the time of writing, 
only the title of this Bill ts available, but the text will be issued 
shortly, and the Bill will be submitted for a second, reading at 
an early sitting. It obviously foreshadows the sending of 
detained persons abroad 

Some of the I8B detainees are at present in prison in this 
country, while the others are in camp. 

There are, of course, many aliens interned in-the Isle of 
Man, but those are enemy aliens. There is no legal power at 
present to send people who are detained under the Aliens Order

WOMEN IN JEWISH HISTORY 
Vicissitudes Through the Ages 


At the Anglo-Palestinian Club, Great Windmill Street, 
London, W., last week, Professor S. Auerbach gave a lecture 
on “ Jewish Types of Women in the Bible and Throughout 
Jewish History.” Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., presided, 

The lecturer said that women types in the Bible gave a true 
picture of their times, and when studying them one could easily 
draw conclusions on the civilisation of those days. Women ol 
the Bible were free compared with women of other contem- 
poranecous peoples. They were prophets, judges, they even 
instigated revolt in King David's court. The motherly type 
particularly is very distinctive in the Bible. 

Woman's position deteriorated considerably at the time of 
the Talmud. Jews were no loager a free nation, they were a 
subject people and their cultural life was greatly influenced by 
other nations. Woman was considered as something inferior, 
and the Talmud itself looks on her as Sin, and she ts excluded 
trom the Divine Service. 

After the Talmudic period hardly any Jewish literature in 
the European sense was produced, the writings being usually 
commentary on the Talmud. With Mendelsohn’s “ Haskalah ~ 
literature in the European sense began, although women were 
only personified generally, as Virtue, Vice, Righteousness, ete, 
Because of the restrictive ghetto life there were no outstanding 
types of woman to be found in Jewish literature of that time 

The pogroms of 1880 were preceded by the “national” period, 
when Jews were emigrating overseas and women achieved some 
kind of independence. Literature of that time shows realistic 
features and women are written of as independent personalities ; 
in some works the Jewish woman is the main character, although 
formerly she had been held rather in contempt. Many women 
of the past receive sympathetic treatment, particularly the 
Jewish mother. It should be remembered that the Jewish 
mother of this period had not only to bring up her children but 
had also to earn a living for the family, men being entirely 
devoted to the study of the Talmud. In return for her carthly 
hell, the Jewish woman is promised paradise after death, when 
she would be the footstool of her husband. 

On the motion of Mr. Maurice Bannister, seconded by Mr, 
Stalbow, thanks were accorded to the lecturer and the 
Chairman. 

The lecture was followed by a piano recital by Miss 
Marguerite Wolff. Her programme included works by Mozart, 
Schumann, Chopin, Brahms, and Debussy.

THE LATE DR. ABRAHAM SALZ 
Pioneer Zionist 


Mr. Josef FRAENKEL writes as follows about the pioneer 
work in Zionism of Dr. Abraham Salz, whose death at the 
age of 77 was announced in our issue of March 7. 

Dr. Salz was one of the Vice-Presidents of the first Zionist 
Congress, but he was active in Zionist work even before Dr 
Herzl's appearance in the Zionist arena. In April, 1893, he 
took part in the first Zionist Conference in Galicia, which was 
held in Lwow. This conference clected a special committec, 
consisting of Dr. Nathan Birnbaum, Messrs. Brainin, Dornbusch, 
Belkowski, Rabbi Ehrenpreis, Mr. Moses, and Dr. Salz. In 
October, 1893, Dr. Salz, as the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Nationa! Party of Galicia, together with Dr 
Nathan Birnbaum, editor of the SeLBsTEMANCIPATION, issued 
invitations for a special conference in Krakow on November 1, 
1893, the aim of which was the establishment of the Zionist 
Organisation in Austria, which, due to the efforts of Dr. Salz, 
was achieved 

On the appearance of Herzl's “ Jewish State ~ in February, 
1896, Dr. Salz, then at the head of the Ahavat Zion, took an 
active part in the conference preceding the first Congress. Dr 
Herzl entrusted him with the collection of signatures in Galicia 
for the Zionist petition, which he brought to the Congress ‘bear- 
ing 10,000 names. 

Later, a conflict arose between Dr. Salz and Dr. Herz! on the 
question of colonisation tactics of Palestine. Herzl preferred to 
wait for the Charter and not do any significant colonisation work 
in Palestine. Salz was negotiating with Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild in Paris and bought a plot of land for the establish- 
ment of the colony Machanayim. Later, Salz saw, in practice, 
that Herzl was correct. 

For over SO years Dr. Salz was actively engaged in Zionist 
work. Towards the end of his life he was the President of 
the Jewish State Party in Galicia. 


A tribute to Mr. Louis L. Rozetaar, who died recently and 
who was associated with the Bayswater Synagogue tor more 
than 40 years, has been received trom Mr. Leopold Frank. 
Writing from Hove, Mr. Frank says: Mr. Louis Rozelaar, who 
was for many years an official of the Bayswater Synagoguc, was 
a genial. efficient, and loyal co-operator, a tactful and hard 
worker, and was respected by congregants and hon. officers. His 
only son, an Army captain, was killed in the last war, but I 
remember how he did not allow his. grief to interfere with the 
obligations of his many-sided duties. 

Tue Rev. Simon Berenpt, who died recently in London at 
the age of 76, served 48 years in the Ministry as Preacher, 
Reader, and Teacher. For 34 years he served the Sobenheim 
Community, near Frankfort, and was highly respected for his 
picty and erudition. Mr. Berendt, who came to London from 
Germany two years ago, is mourned by two sons, Mr. Sieetried 
Berendt, of Kingsbury, N.W., and Mr. Max Berendt, of Detroit 

The death has occurred in Jerusalem, at the age of 68, of 
the veteran historian, PincHas GRAleVSKY. 
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THE LATE DR. L. BRAMSON 


An Old Russian Liberal 
PARTY COLLEAGUE OF KERENSKY 


In the course of a memoir on the late Dr. L. Bram 
President of World Ort, whose obituary notice appear 
recently in these columns, Dr. MowsHOWITCH writes: 

Before the Great War, when normal political life in Russia 
was passing through its stages of revolutionary upheaval, Leo 
Bramson was in the forefront of the moderately left wing of 
the Labourites—a group of progressives demanding cxtensive 
social and economic reforms, but not going as far as the various 
shades of Russian Socialism. However, he won his great 

ypularity in Russian progressive circles not as a political 

ader, but as a political lawyer, working ceaselessly in organis- 
ing and taking a leading part in the legal defence in all the 
political “ causes célébres” in “Russia, which eventually 
aroused the better classes of the Russian people against the 
ineptitude and political backwardness of the old antocratic regime. 

When a constitutional order was at last introduced in Russia 
in 1905 he was among the first Jewish members of the Duma, 
and in the Duma itself he was among the leaders of the con- 
siderable Labourite Group, which had only one Jewish member 
besides Dr. Bramson. His political honesty and = straight- 
forwardness was so well known and so much trusted that even 
the First Revolutionary Council of Workers’ and Soldiers’ 
Deputies, formed immediately after the February Revolution 
in 1917, elected him Chairman of the Financial Committee 

It was his natural interest in the general life of the country 
that brought him the friendship of such men as Tolstoy, 
Viad. Soloviev, V. Korolenko, and hundreds of others among 
the intellectual leaders of Russian Society He was a truc 
democrat not only in political theories, but in his own life and 
his relations with every one of those who worked with him 
from Minister of State to the humblest typrst lhough a first- 
class practising lawyer, he never accumulated any wealth, and 
regarded his work im the law courts as a public service rather 
regarded his work in the law courts as a public service 

hilst he was absorbed in general political and legal work he 
had not given up even for a short time his Jewish work and 
his Jewish interests, and when a few years before the Great 
War all the Jewish members of the Duma and the other 
prominent leaders of Russian Jewry formed a Central Political 
Committee which was to represent Russian Jewry and carry on 
the strugale for its emancipation, he was in the forefront again 
It was this Central Polstical Committee which co-operated with 
the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the British Jewish 
Community during the years of the war in the negotiations 
with the Allied Governments on the Jewish question 

He was a personal friend and a party colleague of A 
Kerensky, who was the Minister of Justice in, and subsequently 
the head of. the Provisional Government of Russia after the 
February Revolution. It was in closest co-operation with Dr 
Bramson that the Law for the Complete Emancipation of the 
Russian Jews was promulgated in April, 1917, only two months 
after the autocratic regime had been overthrown 

Dr. Bramson, who from the. carliest days of his social work 
was fully acquainted with the problems of Russian Jewry, saw 
only too clearly that political emancipation alone was not 
suflicient for solving these problems, and that a radical recon- 
strucuon of the foundations of economic was 
absolutely vital. To this task he devoted the last 24 vears of 
his life. His personal intimates, all vounger than himself, 
deeply mourn a charming, simple frend 


In a tribute to Mr. Wrttam Roser, whose death occurred 
recently,.on his 49h birthday, Mr. J. Castle writes: William 
Rose radiated optimism, even im tace of dithculties His 
philanthropy was a byword, and his charm and gemality were 
known in many spheres of life. He was a great worker for the 
Jewish Orphanage, and was a member of the Board of Deputies 
Heartfelt sympathy goes out to his wile and his children.

The Ashes and the Living 
Water 


raran—ine we read, as a special portion, Parashat 


Varah—the Torah chapter detaning tne siatute OF ine 

Red Heifer. It reminds us that we must purify our- 
seives against the coming of Passover, the great festival 
ot Freecom. Freedom can only be celebrated in purity. 
Truly an impressive thougnt! 

But what is the nature of the défilement of which we 
must cleanse ourselves? Death defiles, the Torah tells us. 
“ This is the law: if a man aieth in the tent everyone that 
cometh into the tent, and everyone that is in the tent shall 
be unclean...” Death contaminates man’s entire abode 
and all his human contacts! 

Is there a remedy? Take for the unclean, ashes of a Red 
Heifer, enjoins the Torah. Bring a red sacrifice, a complete 
holocaust; throw scarlet on the pyre; add lordly cedar and 
lowly hyssop—this is the remedy, the purification from the 
sin of wmpurity. 

But do such things really decontaminate? No, answers 
the Torah. By themselves the ashes’ 
Only if “ Living Water,” be added to 
the ashes do they become potent to cleanse. 


THis strange ritual has mystified countless generations of 

inquirers, Tracition tells us that even King Solomon, 
wisest of men, could not fathom the ultimate esoteric mean- 
ing of this law. It was simply a decree of the King of 
Kings, declared the Rabbis, a statute promulgated by the 
Omniscient. Acceptance was piety; to probe farther was 
both disloyal and futile. And yet, having said not only 
“ignoramus (“we know not”) but also “ ignorabimus 
(“we shall never know”), our Sages, with paradoxical 
wisdom, wove a broidery of symbolic interpretation around 
the enigmatic details of the mystic rite. They glimpsed the 
truth that spiritual treasure lay here embedded beneath the 
surface, and, like precious ore, had to be mined. Possibly 
they realised that here lay enshrined not one truth but 
many, and that each generation would discover the ore it 
needed most. In the light of the dread story that is daily 
unfolding itself before the stupefied gaze of our war- 
shattered world, the symbolism of the ancient statute of 
the Red Heifer assumes fresh meaning and becomes bright 
with a new revelation. 


UR world became defiled—manhood, it seemed, died in 
the Abode of Civilisation. We stifled the pionecring 
spirit; we fled the hazards and hardships of adventure, we 
feared change like the plague, we made easy-going security 
—physical,economic, and intellectual—the ultimate objective 
of our efforts, “the be all and end all” of our life. We 
developed a “ Maginot Line™ mentality; and whenever 
necessary we sought to ensure ourselves against all risks 


' by paying periodic premiums to aggression. For glory, we 


looked back and rested on the laurels of our forebears. 
Our great hope for the future was to be allowed to con- 


tinue undisturbed in the engrossing pursuit of accumulating _ 


wealth and inventing novel amusements. We became 
sophisticated, cynical, pleasure-loving, flaccid. Our feelings 
became atrophied, our humanity undermined. We were 
no longer sensitive to the want of the poor, the agony of 
the suffering, the cry of the outraged. Yet we boasted 
of our Civilisation, Culture, and Democracy-——till Nemesis 
came! As the pure spirit of manhood declined, the cefil- 
ing spirit of barbarism invaded the Abode of Civilised 
Democracy. 


Coul D aught save the world? Only a blood-red sacrifice, 


a flaming holocaust, a lurid pyre such as the world had 
never witnessed before. The lordly cedar among men and 
the humble hyssop would be destroyed together. Ashes, 
tragic ashes, of war's destruction would be scattered over 
the fair earth. And then?—-Would that cleanse °us?— 
Would that restore to us spiritual purity and freedom?— 
No! No crueller delusion is imaginable. The “ Ashes” 
by themselves defile. War by itself contaminates the human 
spirit; it brutalises us; it reduces us to the level of the 
savage. 

No! The ashes of the holocaust must be mingled with 
“living water.” Disaster is not in itself a cleansing 
influence, and least of all the disaster of war. That was 
our fatal error in the last war. We kindled the conflagra- 
tion; we made our sacrifice; ashes of ruination were strewn 
everywhere. But they did not purify. 

Let us learn the lesson this time. We need the “ living 
waters” of God's Word, of Bible Religion, of Hebrew 
Prophetical Teaching, in order to interpret our calamity 
and to extract the “sweet from the fierce"; in order to re- 
construct on the ruins of our past mistakes the edifice of a 
better world and nobler life. It is the Old (and so often 
rejected) Order of Hebraism, with its social justice, inter- 
national equity, sensitive humanity, and spiritual idealism, 
which makes the God-Idea the focal point of human life, 
that will give us the only New Order worthy of the name.

We most urgently require perambu- 
lators (twin, if possible), high-chairs, play-pens, cotton cot 
sheets, babies’ bath towels, and toys. There must be a good 
many of these articles that, by reason of evacuation, are now 
no longer in use in some houses, and if the owners would send 


.them to me at the Ort-Ose Residential Nursery, South Lodge, 


Heath Lane, Hemel Hempstead, they would be well rewarded 
by the thought that their gifts are the means of providing some 
of the comforts for the youngest of evacuees from the poorest 
and most needy homes. In fact, some of the children have no 
homes. If there is any difficulty with regard to the transport 
please write to me.—-Mr. M. E. Watoman, OBE., (Chairman, 
House Committee), “ Old Corner Hall,” Hemel Hempstead, 
Herts. 


MR. SCHIFF’S VISIT TO ISLE OF MAN 


A report appeared in your issue of February 21 of Mr. 
Schiffs visit to the Isle of Man. I am an ex-internee and lived 
in the Women’s Internment Camp at Port St. Mary for four- 
and-a-half months. I do not agree that those internees “* who 
had no means of their own, nor prospects of employment, 
would be better off in internment camps, particularly now that 
the Government had made a clear statement that internment 
did not cast any stigma on the character of persons of enemy 
nationality.” As long as a person is interned he (or she) cannot 
have the feeling of being considered as trustworthy by the 
Government, however satisfactory may be the conditions in the 
camp and the relations between camp commanders and internees. 
In view of the great shortage of man-power | belicve in the 
possibility of finding useful work for the majority of anti-Nazi 
internees Outside the barbed-wire fence. Those who are unem- 
ployable and have no means of their own ought not to remain 
interned! In the interests of this country and in accordance 
with her traditions release should depend on no other circum- 
stances but the internee’s loyalty to Britain and trustworthiness.

“BETH DIN OR BRER RABBIT?” 


An Answer to the Plea for Guidance 
SACRIFICE ”’ 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Mehader™ is indeed “a _ verry parfit gentil 
knight.” He is not only chivalrous but generous, for 
assumes knighthood not for himself alone but confers it also 
upon me and accoutres me in shining white armour. Alas, “ I 
cannot go with this, for I have not ‘proved it.” Let me 
remind “ Mehader™ of another knight in ancient story : 

“ And there went out a champion out of the camp of 
the Philistines .. . and he had an helmet of brass upon his 
head and he was armeo with a coat of mail... and he 
had greaves of brass upon his legs and a gorget of brass 

between his shoulders.” 

But all his panoply and all his swagger availed him not for 
his tight was not in a just cause. I will not emulate the victor, 
who overpowered the burly knight with one stone, by hurling 
my thirteen (or thereabouts) upon “ Mchader.” He is, let me 
admit, too fair a fighter, and though I draw pens with him I 
would not cross “ his nibs.” 

The gravamen of “ Mehader’s” plaint 1s crystallised in his 
five quesuons. But whilst they are concise, the reply, just like 
that to the “ four questions ™ we are all shortly to hear, cannot 
be as concentrated and bricf; and if | digress it is to clarify 
my approach to them, and gain a fuller understanding. 

Rabpi Obadiah: of Bertinoro, in his commentary to the 
opening dictum in the Pirké Aboth, emphasises that both ethics 
aod Torah, that ts, the spiritual and the legalistic, alike come 
from Sinai. in other words, belief and personal conduct and 
religious observance and practice are all equally component 
parts of the Jewish faith. Relax one and the others weaken, 
and in consequence Judaism eventually will. They are inter- 
twined and inseparable. Let me adapt Byron's declaration 
that “Man's love is of man’s life a thing apart, ‘tis woman's 
whole existence, religion and religious practices may, among 
Other peoples, be things apart, they are the Jew's whole exist- 
ence. I cannot here expound my views to the full, but I have 
indicated, aloeit too briefly, I fear, that so-called ceremonial 
religion is vital, and I use this word advisedly, to the Jew. HI 
that is so, i means that the Jew must always be making 
— and with sacrifices Mchader’s”™ difficultiés can 

> met 

it is sacrifice that ts called for, that sacrifice which I adum- 
braicd above as being an essential and integral part of our 
religion. But it must be sacrifice not by the few and made 
gruugingly, in a spirit of almsgiving, but by all in the Community 
who, ike “ Mchader.* are orthodox and who agree with my 
conception of the piace of religious observance in Judaism. And 
the sacrifice must not be of subjective or personal import alone. 
It must be extended as a matter of religious duty to our com- 
munal imstituuons You, Sir, in two leaderettes some thice 
weeks ago, gave a brilliant exposition of a new analysis and 
orentavion which the Community must develop in support of 
their institutions. Too long have they adopted an eleemosynary 
attituue towards them 

With my viewpoint in mind it will perhaps become apparent 


why it is the communal institutions lsted’in my previous 


letter, and aot the Beth Din, that are the proper bodies to help 
“Mehader” in his problems. The Community must rally around 
these institutions and enable them individually or jomiy to 
create means to supply kasher food or toods to Jews in the 
Forces, to war workers and evacuees (Questions 2 and 4). It 
ought not to be insurmountable lor one or more of these 
institutions to secure that Jews be allocated to the same areas 
so as to be able the easier to keep to the law (Questions 2 and 
4), and that Jews dd war-work on Sundays, Good Friday, 
Easier and Christmas and thereby release Christ.ans who tin 
return would make interchanges fo: Jewish Sabbaths and Holy- 
days (Questions 3 and 5). | realise that some of these days are no 
longer allowed as holidays ~ All these are matters which, so it

Question | 1s in a class apart In the same category, though 
in a lesser degree is Question 3, to which | have already 
relerred I do think that the orthodox Jew, in whose ranks, be 
it remembered, “ Mchader ™ enrols himself, does not require the 
guidance of the Beth Din. Does he not know the law? He 
must use his judgment in the circumstances and exigencies of 
each situation confronting him and act as best be can within 
the ambit of the law. 

Incidentally (1 hear ** Mehader murmur, Yet another red 
herring | *’), whilst | have been a supporter of a distinct Jewish 
regiment on Jewish national grounds, for in- Jewish nauonalism 
and not im emancipation lies salvation for the Jew, Questions | 
and 3 of * Mehader ™ supply a fresh reason tor such a regiment. 
In a tewish regiment the requirements of the Jew could be better 
catered for. This, too, is a matter for one or more of the 
institutions | have enumerated and anor for the Beth Din. 

* Mehader ” quotes the trefa action and attitude of a Jewish 
chaplain. I have littl experience of the Beth Din, but really 
he will not hold them to vlame for misconceived and ill-begotten 
ideas of the Jewish religion even when these emanate trom “a 
United Synagogue Minister “; and he surely does not expect me 
to rend my garment and tear my hair out over them, [| am 
bald cnough as it i. and I have sufficient sins of my own, so 
that | really cannot afford to be distressed about this Minister's, 
and they are hemous Nor is it necessary for “ Mehader ” to 
do so. He is a self-confessed defender of the faith. 

1 fear that whilst prancing blithely in the arena throughout 
the joust “ Mehader ” was served badly by his knightly armour 
at the end. The dashing gallant tripped. Otherwise why raise 
those hindquarters of his, to boot? 

But then, is he not a man of moods? When we first met 
“Mchader ” he was, you will remember, “ feverish” and 
“ hysterically hilarious,” and “ foolishly oppressed.” He even 
broke into song, often the concomitant of a high temperature. 
Now he imagines himself a knight! Thus do hallucinations take 
queer shape. Believe me, | should not be _ surprised if 
“ Mehader " soon believed himself to be a head (two words, 
Please) of the Beth Din! 

Rabbi Obadiah of Bertinoro, whom I have already quoted, 
interprets service, one of the three pillars upon which, according 
to the Rabbis, the world is upheld, as meaning sacrifice. (The 
world was saved from further deluge by the sacrifice made by 
Noah). Mehader cries for “ guidance . . . only guidance

Living for Jewish Ideals 


Every chapter of Jewish history tells us of the men 
—and women—of our Faith who have died for its preserva- 
tion, for the right to freedom of thought and freedom of 
religious worship.

“GROUP OF TROUBLE-MAKERS ” 


Canadian Retort to Orthodox Refugees 
in Camp B 


EXACERBATION DEPLORED 


That “a small group of Orthodox Jews ” interned in the 
Canadian Internment Camp “B"™ were “not only unco- 
operative but extremely sullen” is alleged by Colonel H. 
Stethem, Director of Internment Operations at Ottawa, in 
a letter to the Executive of the Agudat Isracl World 
Organisation. The Colonel, who refers to the Orthodox 
Jews as “this group of trouble-makers,” adds that he did 
not propose “to let them have their own way and have 
two holidays per week.” Later in the letter he says: “ we 
authorised their full observance of the Jewish Sabbath.” 

It will be recalled that the Agudist Organisation had 
lodged a protest with the Home Office with regard to the 
alleged treatment of Orthodox Jewish internees in this 
camp. An investigation, according to Mr. Saul Hayes, 
Executive Director of the United Jewish Refugee and War 
Relief Agencies, showed that the complaints were “ un- 
founded and ought never to have been registered.” 

With reference to the allegation that the original order posted 
in the camp threatened Orthodox interneces with prejudicial ~ 
treatment in regard to possible settlement in Canada or emigra- 
tion facilities, Colonel Stethem writes: “ The camp spokesman 
was instructed to pomt out to them (the Orthodox internees) 
that their attitude must necessarily affect them in so far as their 
being considered desirable citizens of Canada was concerned 

disinclination to labour and unwillingness to co-operate 


with one’s fellow-men can hardly be considered as recommenda- 
tion for prospective citizens.” 


It is stated in conclusion that it is hoped shortly to close 
Camp “B” and to divide these internees among other camps. 


Canadian Government Official’s Views 


“It ws one of the tragedies of the “war that in Canada, a 
country that has always been completely free from any tamt 
of anti-Semitism or racial discrimination, anti-Semitic feeling 
should have been encouraged to some extent by the cxacerbation 
caused by the thorny question of the treatment of the Orthodox 
Jewish refugees,’ sand a Canadian Government official to a 
representative of the Jewrsh Telegraphic Agency 

“ The whole question of refugee internment in Canada has 
been one of great difficulty,” he added, and he described some 
of the difficulties “In addition,” he continued, “a minor 
problem has arisen in connection with the treatment of Orthodox 
Jewish internees, and this seems, most unfortunately, to have 
given rise to a degree of acerbity on both sides. The demand 
of the Orthodox Jewish internees that they should be [freed 
from all duties on Saturdays has, perhaps not unnaturally, led 
to a corresponding demand by the non-Jewish internees that 
they should equally be exempt from all work on Sundays. This 
has led to an impossible situation 

‘The position,’ he added, “ts difficult for the Jews and 
dificult for us. And it must be admitted that the Orthodox 
Jewish internees have not shown the willingness for compromise 
and negotiation that might have been hoped for. 

‘If ut ws possible for these difficulties to be solved,” he con- 
tinued, “ I think they can best be approached by the responsible 
authorities in Canada. The Home Office ts taking the matter 
up with tts representative in Canada, Mr. Alexander Paterson, 
and the Central Department for Interned Refugees also has a 
representative im Canada who is dealing with the problem 
Official recognition has been accorded to this Central Committee 
and | believe that the difficulties that have undoubtedly arisen 
may well be left to be settled on the spot.

100 NEW INDUSTRIES IN CANADA 
Refugees’ Enterprise 


Refugees from German aggression in Europe have 
brought some £5,000,000 to Canada to found over a 100 
new industries, it is estimated by Mr. F. C. Blair, the 
Canadian immigration director, reports the Jewish ITcle- 
graphic Agency. 

Refugees are allowed to bring into the Dominion only key 
men to establish new industries, he added. Canadian labour 
must then be employed exclusively, thus providing work for 
many thousands of Canadians. 


ANTI-NAZI ALIENS FOR W.A.A.F. 


Recently, in the House of Commons, Mr. Wedgwood asked 
Captain Balfour, Secretary of State for Air, whether, as anti- 
Nazi women aliens of German Jewish origin were now being 
admitted on like terms with the British to the ranks of the 
A.T:S. and the A.R.P. services, he would permit approved cases 
to enter the W.A.ALF. 

Captain Balfour replied that it was already open to friendly 
aliens of entmy origin to present themselves for enrolment im 
the W.A.A.F., and that they could be enrolled provided their 
bona fides were established, they were in all other respects 
suitable 

I now learn (writes a Jewisn CHRONICLE representative) that 
such women are being enrolled in the W.A.A.F. and also in the 

FS. This is another instance of the present Government's 
progressive policy in the employment of able-bodied aliens. 


The Home Office, says a Jewish Telegraphic Agency, has been 
making inquiries in internment camps to find persons who might 
usefully be employed in the aircraft industry. A good deal of 
progress has been made in selecting the most suitable, and so 
far more than 200 aliens have been released for special employ- 
ment under a scheme arranged with the help of the Ministry 
of Aircraft Production. 


EVACUATION OF REFUGEE CHILDREN 
Parity With British Evacuees 


At a mecting of the Executive of the Inter-Allied Refugee 
Children's Committee, Mr. H. A. Goodman, the Chairman, 
stated that their Joint Presidents, M. Jan Masaryk and Colonel 
}. C. Wedgwood, M.-P... had discussed with both the Minister 
of Shipping and Forcign Office officials the problem of the 
evacuation abroad of refugee children, 

The problem was now purely a question of shipping facilities, 
he said, and it was hoped that the position would become casier 
in the spring. An assurance had, however, been given that 
mmediately children were again bemg sent overseas, relugee 
children would receive parity of treatment with British children, 
The Home Office and the American Department of State had 
promised every co-operation, and the American Children’s 
Committee, whose Chairman is Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, had 
kept in cable contact with the London Committec. 

Mr. Goodman said that the Belgian, Czech, French, and 
Dutch Governments in London were in close touch with the 
Inter-Allied Committee, but the question of Polish represemation 
was still in abeyance. He felt this was somewhat regrettable, 
in view of the number of refugee children of Polish nationality 
concerned.

ANTI-NAZIS WHO ARE STILL 
DETAINED 


Appeals That Should Be Heard 
[By our Special Correspondent) 


Although the Government has gone a long way in releasi 
réfugees who ought never to have been interned, many cases ~ 
mjustice are still being brought to notice. 

Here are a few cases. first is m connection with the 
ill-fated Arandora Star. 

In the House of Commons recently Mr. Wedgwood asked 
some questions regarding the internces who had been in that 
torpedoed ship. “ The right bon. gentleman,” he said, “ is, of 
course, aware that many of these people on the Arandora Star 
were recent importations into this country, and had not had 
an opportunity of going betore any tribunal.” 

r. Morrison replied: “ They would not have had the same 
opportunity, of course, as other people, but I should not feel 
justified in putting them into a privileged position. 

The injustice consists in the fact that these people had the 
right to appeal, and their appeal should have been dealt with 
by the Norman Birkett Committee. But since April of last 
year that Committee has stopped dealing with “A” cases and 
mstead has been devoting itself to examming the claims of 
Fascists interned under the Defence Regulations. 

Ihe refugees of the Arandora Star should have their right of 
appeal restored at the earliest possible moment. I have seen a 
report which has been drawn up by a former internee in Seaton 
Camp, in which he claims that most of the Arandora Star 
victims were wrongly put mm category ° 

They are sull unreleased and include quite a large number of 
eminent Germans and Austrians who have fought against 
Nazism passionately. One is Friedrich Weiss (now at an Isle 
of Man camp), who is a well-known film producer and has 
lectured in the U.S.A.: another is Valentin Wittke, who when 
in Germany was a well-known trade umon leader (he ts now 
interned in Australia). Then there is Kurt Winkler, a gifted 
commercial artist, portrait painter, and sculptor, who left 
Germany in 1933 in protest against the Nazis. Among his 
portraits are those of the Royal Princesses. 


Cases in Category 23 


Sull another case calls for immediate attention. 

Category 23 is intended for those who are physically unfit to 
join the Pioneer Corps or who are too old to enrol. Under 
this category provision is made for thew release. if the authorities 
are satished that they are friendly to the Allied cause, and 
would remain steadfastly so in all circumstances. 

I believe, however, that there are refugees coming within this 
category who fulfil all the requirements, but are un- 
accountably kept detained in spite of long correspondence with 
the Home Office. One whose letters | have seen recently is in 
Gee. 

Another batch of genuine refugees whose internment should 
never have taken place are the “illegal” immigrants whose 
ship reached Palestine a short time ago, but who were not 
allowed to land and were bundled off to Mauritius and interned. 
Recently some of their relations have received letters from them 
in which they complain bitterly of imsufficient food, no moncy, 
amd no comforts, 

About 40 refugees have been kept in internment im the island 
of. Cyprus without any reason being given to them. Many 
occupied positions of importance in Germany and Austria, 

Repeatedly they have asked to know why they are being 
treated as enemies, but no explanation has been vouchsafed by 
the authorities, and there ts much bitterness among them, 
especially when they remember, as one letter expresses it, that 
Britain is the country of the Habeas Corpus Act. 

Originally there were many more interned, but Jews of Polish 
ongm (even with German passports) and the very young and 
the very old were released. 


BRITISH WIVES OF ALIENS 
Restrictions Removed 


The Home Secretary's Order exempting British wives of aliens 
from war-time restrictions came into force on Thursday in last 
week. Ten thousand women are affected

Valuable Defence Work 


NAILING FALSEHOODS AND CHECKING 
DELINQUENTS 


A correspondent writes: 

It is not sufficiently realised by members of the Jewish Com- 
munity that the Trades Advisory Council, which seeks to 
eliminate friction between Jews and non-Jews in trade and 
industry, is strictly objective and impartial in its approach to 
its problems. 

It does not exist to cover up any acts of Jewish delinquency 
for the sake of maintaining the good name of the Jewish Com- 
munity. On the contrary, the Council believes that i gerves 
the Community best by being fearless in investigating problems 
and arraigning the Jew should he be the offender. 

Official non-Jewish trade organisations, recognising this im- 
partiality, are enthusiastic about the Council's activities, and 
leading Jewish business men are increasingly apprecmtive of 
this attitude and are actively participating in all the Council's 
work. 

An illustration of this occurred recently when the manager 
of a food manufacturing company made specious allegations that 
Jewish: traders were always making complaints about his com- 
pany's products. The statement was repeated to the head of a 
chair of retail stores who happened to be a member of the 
Administrative Council of the T.AC. 

The member concerned was disturbed at the allegation, ex- 
plained that he was Jewish, and reported the matter to the 
Sceretary of the Council for a thorough mvestigation. At a time 
when food plays so important a part in the national economy 
he felt that such a charge should be probed and, if true, 
remedied of clse exposed as a talschood 

The man who had made the allegation’ was invited to submit 
the fullest particulars and to name those whom he had 
regarded as being responsible tor mresponsible complaints. 


Withdrawal and Apology 


Despite considerable correspondence the manager was unable 
fo substantiate bis charges, although the Council intimated they 
were prepared to make imquiries of every instance he could 
name Eventually he had to admit that his charges were 
entirely specious and that “he had used the term * Jews” in 
a purely general way.” He withdrew complecicly the suggestions 
and apologised to the Council member. 

This, by the way, is another instance of the permeation of 
anti-Semitic propaganda. It subtly and stealthily implants a 
deep distrust and hate of the theoretical abstract Jew 

On the other hand, u is” recognised by the Council that 
inasmuch as Jews are not, and do not, pose as a community of 
angels, or simdecd as anything better than their non- 
Jewish neighbours, there is bound to be a minority of Jewish 
Offenders. The danger is that anti-Semitism falsely identities 
the mass of Jews with the offenders who are in fact a tiny 
minority, 

As was recenily hinted at in a Jewisn Curonicre editorial, 
some day the Community, appreciating this fact, will have to 
take steps to deal sharply with these few delinquents and 
mstiiute some means to mark them down as persons who 
provide the fucl tor defamers of all Jewry. 

t understand that the Council has this problem under con- 
sideration. A scheme is in preparation and it is hoped that 
the whole Community will conscientiously support the vigorous 
measu.es which the Council hopes to institute.

HUN REACTION TO AMERICA’S 
DECISION 


‘*The Jews to Blame ”’ 


FURY AT BILL THAT * CANNOT HELP 
ENGLAND ” 


[From a Correspondent) 


The enactment of the U.S.A. Lease and Lend Bill has created 
the fecling among many people in the Third Reich that Hitler's 
diplomatic machinery has received a blow, the magnitude of 
which was comparable with the disasters suffered in the. military 
ficld by Italy in Africa and Albania. To countcract this the 
gigantic Government propaganda mathine has been set in 
motion to launch a new anti-Jewish campaign on the allicgeed 
ground that “ the measure had been forced on the American 
people by the American Jews.” 

Ihe Nazis are telling their people that the German Govern- 
ment holds not only the Jews in America, but also the Jews in 
Europe responsible for the enactment of the Lease and Lend 
Bill and that a swift revenge against all Jews will follow. 

Curiously enough in the same breath the Nazi propaganda 
machine is telling the people that the Bill cannot possibly help 
Britain. Of this is so, it does not explain the necessity of 
* revengeful action against the Jews ” and for the great uproar 
m the Hitlerist camp 

It is stated in well-informed circles that the first measures of 
Nazi revenge are already being prepared. They will include the 
expulsion of about 40,000 more Jews from Germany to a place 
somewhere in occupied France, where they will be lodged in 
concentration camps. he exiles will include those Jews sul 
left mn Hamburg, Cologne, Frankfort, Desden, and Munich. 


JUDENREIN VIENNA 
Hitler’s Birthday Present 


Details of the efforts of the Nazi Governor of Vienna, 
Baldur von Schirach, to render the city judenrem as “a 
birthday present for the Fuhrer” are given by the Budapest 
correspondent of THe Times. 

“ The Jews are essembled in Viennese schools, sometimes 60 
of them to a room-——with no beds er mattresses, and only one 
wash-basin—so that they can be ready at ~,* time for their 
departure to Lublin. A favourite trick of the Nazis,” says the 
correspondent, “1s to destroy all the documents and sentitica- 
tion papers of the evacuees. 

‘One trainload of Jewish cvacuces from East Station, im 
Vienna, was given an official send-off by the Nazis recently in 
the presence of representatives of the Press. An SS. official 
made a speech, which was intended to impress the torergn Press 
with the humaneness of the treatment accorded to the cvacuces, 
among whom food pareels were also distributed. The official,” 
adds Tue Times report, “ wished those leaving * good luck, and 
stated that they were pronecrs going out to new homes. He 
emphasised that they were gomg of their own [ree will. Only 
the first and second class compartments of the tram were used 
to accommodate the Jewish travellers, and their first disillusion- 
ment occurred at the neat station, where they were transferred 
to cattle-trucks and where their food parcels were taken away 
from them.” 

Another report states that the Jews are allowed to take only 
0 marks with them and small parcels of personal belongings. 
A number of the exiles have died im the trains trom the cold 

Pleas by the leaders of the Jewish mee pcg for sufficient 
iume to arrange the departures were rejected by the Nazis. The 
homes of the deportees are being placed at the disposal of 
German women and children who have been evacuated from the 
areas in the Third Reich frequently visited by the R.A.F. 

lt is estemated that the present number of Jews residing in 
Vienna. is now litthe more than 40,000. The pre-Nazi figure was 
nearly 200.000, 


Dr. Joseph Loewenherz, who was appointed by the Germans 
“manager” of the Vienna Jewish Community, was recently 
reported to have been admitted to hospital suffering trom a 
nervous breakdown. 


SOUR GRAPES 


The Nazi Press and radio have suddenly discovered that Mr. 
Wendell Willkic, whom they formerly boosted when he stood 
as Republican candidate in the last Presidential clections against 
Mr. Roosevelt, 1s of Jewish origin. Now that he has shown 
himself a strong champion of democracy, the Nazis proclaim 
that his great-grandiather, who emigrated trom Germany to the 
USA., was a Jew, 

About the only thing the Nazis are uncertain of ts whether 
Mr. Willkie’s unfortunate ancestor adopted Christianity before 
or after his departure trom Germany 

The Nazis’ latest move in the anti-Willkie campaign is to 
arrange a trip by forcign correspondents to Schersieben, where 
Mr. Willkie’s grandtather was born, in order to “ prove ™ the 
falsity of the U.S. leader's claim that he was of purely German 
descent and that his grandparents had left Germany 90 years 
ago because they objected to autocracy. 


CZECHS SABOTAGE JEW-LAWS 


Czechs in the Protectorate who show friendship for Jews 
and help them to evade the provisions of the Jew-laws are 
bitterly attacked in the Nazi-controlled PRAGER ABEND. 

These * traitors,” according to the paper, aid Jews in disre- 
garding the regulations which forbid them to go to cinemas in 
the evenings, or to be out of their houses after cight o'clock 
at might. Jews also, it alleges, do their shopping at other than 
the permitted hours; and they are treated by “ Aryan " dentists. 

To prevent this, and to deprive Czechs of the excuse that 
they do not know such people are Jews, the Prager ABEND 
demands that Jews shall be compelled to wear yellow armilets, 
and that their food-cards shall be of a special Salone. 

Five Czech policemen have been tried by a Nazi Court in 
Brno for listening in to B.B.C. broadcasts and for transmitting 
the news to Jews, who are not allowed to possess wireless sets. 
The policemen were sentenced to 18 months’ imprisonment, 
dismissed from their posts, and deprived of their right to 
receive pensions. The Jews to whom they transmitted the B.B.C. 
news have been sent for trial. 


Jews in the Protectorate are in future not to receive rations 
ol fish, apples, cigareties, and tobacco. They have been for- 
bidden to possess stamp collections, and further restrictions 
have been placed on the withdrawal of their money from banks. 


WORK OF THE “ JOINT” IN 
FRANCE 


Rescuing 2,000 Jewish Children 
COUNTERACTING VICHY’S INHUMANITY 


A determined effort to improve the condition of the more 
than 2,000 Jewish children in French internment camps has 
been made in recent months by the American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee and the Ose VJewish Health Organisa- 
tion), in close co-operation with private relief bodies. Children 
in the internment camps are now. receiving weekly 500 kilo- 
grammes of highly nutritive porridge, 2,000 kilogrammes of 
fruit, and 250 kilogrammes of vitamins, In addition, children 
who were insufficiently clad have received suits of clothing and 
shoes. 

As a result of these measures, child mortality, which had 
been increasing dangcrously, has fallen to almost zero, and 
symptoms of scorbutic diseases “have disappeared. 

Assistance is now being mainly directed towards combating 
the anaemic condition of the children which, before the inter- 
vention of the Joint Distribution Committee, had resulted in 
some of them being unable to walk. 


PARISIAN JEW RECRUITS FOR ALLIES? 
Sentenced to Death by Nazis 


A Jew charged with acting as a recruiting agent for “a 
forcign powel has been shot at Nancy under sentence ol 
a German military tobunal, it is reported from Paris. The 
man, whose name has not been revealed, was said by the Nazis 
to be “an Israclite and former collaborator of Leon Blum,” 
Socialist of France 

Four youths alleged to have been enrolled by the “ agent” 
were also sentenced to death, but the sentence was subsequently 
commuted to imprisonment, and they have since been pardoned. 


Two Government engineers have been exempted from the 
provisions of the French anti-Jewish Statute, making a total 
of seven exemptions thus far Ihe newly exempted are Chiet 
Mining Engineer Armand Meyer’ and Engineer Pierre 


Lion, an authority on copper research. Both men have been 
decorated for war services 


Pension rights for dismissed Jewish officials have been 
extended. Officials discharged under the Statute who have been 
employed for less than lifteen years and consequently have no 
right to pensions will receive compensation amounting to two 
months salary for each completed year of service. 


Rumours are current in Vichy that the Germans have decided 
shortly to establish a ghetto in Paris. 

From Marseilles it is learned that the Hebrew Sheltering and 
Immigrant Aid Society has up to the present received 25,000 
applications for assistance to emigrate from France, The 


majority of the applicants are secking to go either to the United 
States or to South America. 


Wreaths have been laid on the grave of the late Leo Bramson, 
President of the Ort, by the Jewish imternees at Camp de Gurs. 


NAZI CONFISCATIONS IN BELGIUM 
INVALID 


Belgian Government’s Decrees 


Confiscations and other illegal acts by the German 
authorities in Belgrum are declared null and void in decrees 
issued by the Belgian Government in London. Persons 
who have helped to carry out these irregular measures will, 
the decrees add, be punished after the war. It will be 
noted that the decrees thus render invalid the dispossession 
of Jewish property in Belgium and other discriminatory 
action taken against Jews by the Nazi invaders. 

In the course of a report to the Couneil of the Belgian 
Government, M. Pierlot, the Premier, declared: “ The German 
authorities occupying Belgium have taken, or seem likely to 
take, steps affecting on the one hand public law, administra- 
tion, or the social order of the country, and on the other hand 
the private rights and interests of its citizens. 

‘Many of these measures are evident violations of inter- 
national conventions ruling the exercise of de facio powers, 
and the duties of those in occupation. Others are contrary to 
the constitutional principles of equality which all Belgians 
enjoy before the law, without distinction of creed, race or 
language. Finally, others constitute a violation of the law of 
property, and are plain acts of spoliation. . . . The measures 
taken by the invader are essentially illegal, being solely the 
outcome of violence and not of authority in the legal sense of 
the word. They can in no way affect the Belgian law. 

‘ There is reason to proclaim at the present time that they 
are completely null and void,” the statement concludes. 
“ Their nullity might be contested, or its confirmation ques- 
tioned by those interested before a cognisant court of law. 
Thus, it is necessary to respect the principles of legal and 
social order, which are the foundations of our national life.”’ 

The Belgian Government is to ask all countries not at war 
with Belgium to warn their nationals of the possible legal con- 
sequences in which they might become involved if they conclude 
any transaction in defiance of the new decrees, 


Rabbi Dr. Solomon Ullman, it is reported, has been appointed 
Chief Rabbi by the Consistoire of Belgium in succession to 
Rabbi Dr. J. Wiener, who proceeded to the South of France after 
the invasion, Rabbi Dr. Ullman, who is extremely Orthodox, 
served as Chaplain to the Belgian forces at the outbreak of 
the war. He os the author of a History of the Jews of Belgium. 

Many foreign Jews residing in Antwerp, including Polish and 
Rumanian citizens and refugees from the Third Reich, have 
suddenly been rounded up and sent to a concentration camp 
in the north of Belgium. The pleas made on their behalf by 
the Belgian Catholic Church and by various Belgian notables 
have been ignored by the Nazis. 


Since the German occupation of Belgium the Nazi super- 
visors Of university life in the country have dismissed from 
their University posts about ninety Belgian Professors on 
account of their democratic and pro-Jewish activities.

“To am asking myself,” he threatened, “ whether the Dutch 
people will be willing to abandon co-operation with the German 
people simply for the benefit of the Jews.

In many places the Jews have been 
ordered to report daily to the police. 


* MURDER-LUST” IN HUNGARY 
A Nazi Film Triumph 


Nazi-controlied newspapers in Hungary are renewing. 


their efforts to prevent the showing of “ Jewish-American ” 
films and to monopolise Hungarian cinemas for the show- 
ing of German propaganda films such as “Jew Suss” and 
“ The House of Rothschild.” both of which are anti-Semitic 
parodies of the originals and little less than incitement to 
murder. 

These papers ascribe an original box-office failure of the 
“ Rothsciuld picture to a “ Jewsh boycott” m tavour ol 
American pictures, and succeeded m torcing a reclurn engage- 
ment. The film is now showing in 62 theatres throughout 
Hungary. Meanwhile, the Nazi version of “ Jew Suss” has 

making its first appearance at a German-owned cincma m 
Budapest and at three others in the provinces. To make sure 
that the film draws adequate audicnees, the German Volksbund 
is giving away hundreds of free tickets daily and packing the 
theatres with Nazi “ cheering squads,” sometrmes m umiorm 
As a result, “ Jew Suss ” has been converted, by force of propa- 
ganda, into a box-ollice “ hu.” 

The film critic of the Deutrscue ZetruNG makes the following 
comment on “Jew “ After seeing this wonderful film 
we left the theatre with fists clenched in our pockets and our 
hearts pounding with murder-lust at the sight of the sons of 
Isracl we passed on the streets.” 


POSITIVELY NO CONNECTION 


The death of a humble Jewess in Budapest has had the 
curious effect of setting in motion the elaborate machinery ot 
the Nazi Party and creating an intense storm in the Hitlerist 
ranks. It was not, of course, the death of the Jewess that upset 
the Nazis. but the revelation that her name was Helena 
Goebbels. The Nazis were horrified to find that the name ot 
Hitler's collaborator and the high-priest of “Aryanism ” was 
borne by a Jewish family, and they wmmediately issued orders 
to the surviving members of the family to change their name. 
The order was coupled with the most blood-curdling threats. 

The Jewish Goebbels family’s new name is Ghibes. 


SYNTHETIC SCHNORRER 


An unemployed carpenter, named Alexander Balogh, has 
been sentenced to six months’ imprisonment m.

M. Maniu, the Rumanian ex-Premier and leader of the 
Peasants’ Party, has submitted a memorandum to General 
Antonescu, the head of the Rumanian Government, strongly 
protesting at the anarchy and ruin created by the new 
regime and the German occupation. He also protested 
against the recent anti-Jewish pogroms, and declared that 
his Party could not co-operate with the Antonescu Govern- 
ment, and would decline all responsibility for the conse- 
quences of its policy. 

Disgust with the Antonescu regime is now expressed in many 
Rumanian circles, are horrified at the Nazi policy of 
systematic plunder. All that Rumania is able af present to ect 
from the Nazis in return for the oil, food, and goods tra ted 


to Germany is a supply of toys, cameras, and anti-Jewish 
literature. 


ANTI-JEWISH RESTRICTIONS IN NORWAY 


Quisling’s Campaign 


The unspeakable Quisling has been ordered by his German 
masters to open a campaign on the Oslo radio agaimst Britain 
and the Jews, alleging that Anglo-Jewish capitalism dominated 
eetingy Norway. At the same time the Nazi rulers of Norway 

ve enacted a series of anti-Jewish restrictions. Jews have 
been torbidden to occupy State and public posts and to apply 
for vacant posts even in private concerns. Only Jews born 
in Norway will be recognised as Norwegian subjects, and all 
Jews who setiled in Norway during the last five years must leave 
the country within three months. Jews are also forbidden to 
change their surnames. 


SWEDISH PRESS AND NAZI PROPAGANDA 
Anti-Semitic Incitement Resented 


Vigorous demands have appeared in a number of Swedish 
anti-Nazi newspapers that the Swedish Government should 
adopt strong measures to suppress the growing anti-Jewish 


propaganda beimg conducted by the pro-Nazis and the Nazi 


‘agents in the country. 


_ These newspapers point out that this anti-Semitic propaganda 
iS not only a menace to the Jews but also to Sweden itself. as 
experience has shown that Quislings who begin their campaigns 
by stirring up hatred of. the Jews aim ultimately at undermining 
the independence of the countries in which they work. 


BULGARIAN JEWS TRAPPED 

Under the direction of the Gestapo, the Bulgarian 
authorities have quickly acquired the art of Jew-baiting in 
its refined forms. 

The anti-Jewish crusade began with the arrests of a number 
of Jews accused—according to the usual technique—of pro- 
British activities. When these intensified anti-Jewish measures 
naturally produced a rush of Jews to the Bulgarian ts and 
to the Greek and Turkish frontiers, the Germans and Bulgarians 
not only refused to allow them to leave the country, but looted 
the belongings of refugees assembled in large numbers in Varna, 
Melnik, and elsewhere. . watches, moncy, and even 
clothes and underwear were taken. One report says that a 
number of Jews who tried to escape to Turkey were 
at the frontier and sent back to their homes. 

Pro-Nazi news encies actually spread allegations that 
thousands of young were evading the fronticr guards and 
escaping to Turkey and Greece in order to join the Turkish 
and Greek Armies to fight Germany and Bulgaria. 

jestapo has commenced a widespread search for Jewish 
refugees from the Third Reich reskient m Bulgaria. A number 
have already been arrested, including several doctors in Sofia. 
Fortunately, the number of German Jewish refugees remaining 
in Bulgaria is very small, as most of them succeeded in escaping 
to Greece and Turkey before the entry of the German troops. 

German radio stations in their broadcasts in Bulgarian have 
started a campaign to enlighten the Bulgarian people on the 
“ hardships ~ they had suffered under the “ Jewish domination 
of the country under the old regime.” The Jews, the Nazis 
related, had been the masters of the country, enjoying all the 
comforts ,of life at the expense of the poverty-stricken non- 
Jewish masses. They dominated finance, commerce, and 
industry, and dictated Governmental policy: but their hold on 
the people would now be swept away and a new life woukd 
oegin. Yet the unfortunate Bulgarians are already finding the 
actual Nazi domination far more oppressive than the mythical 
Jewish one from which they have been “ freed.” 


MORE GHETTOES IN POLAND 


A ghetto is to be created in Cracow this month by order of 
the chief of the district, Dr. Waechter, according to reports in 
the Gazera ZypowsKa. The ghetto will be in the Kazimierz 
quarter, which was the site of a ghetto of the Middle Ages. 

“ Aryans ™ living in this district and Jews living outside it 
will be obliged to exchange their residences. Commercial and 
imdustrial establishments outside the ghetto which are owned 
by Jews will not, however, be obliged to move. 

One thousand Jewish refugees from various towns have arrived 
at Kielce, where the Jewssh Community has arranged accom- 
modation for them.

Valuable Defence Work 


NAILING FALSEHOODS AND CHECKING 
DELINQUENTS 


A correspondent writes: 

It is not sufficiently realised by members of the Jewish Com- 
munity that the Trades Advisory Council, which seeks to 
climinate friction between Jews and non-Jews in trade and 
industry, is strictly objective and impartial in its approach to 
its problems. 

It does not exist to cover up any acts of Jewish delinquency 
for the sake of maintaining the good name of the Jewish Com- 
munity. On the contrary, the Council believes that it serves 
the Community best by being fearless in investigating problems 
and arraigning the Jew should he be the offender. 

Official non-Jewish trade organisations, recognising this im- 
partiality, are enthusiastic about the Council's activities, and 
leading Jewish business men are increasingly apprecfative of 
this attitude and are actively participating in all the Council's 
work. 

An illustration of this occurred recently when the manager 
of a food manufacturing company made specious allegations that 
Jewish traders were always making complaints about his com- 
pany's products. The statement was repeated to the head of a 
chair of retail stores who happened to be a member of the 
Administrative Council of the T.A.C. 

The member concerned was disturbed at the allegation, ex- 
plained that he was Jewish, and reported the matter to. the 
Secretary of the Council for a thorough investigation. At a time 
when food plays so important a part in the national economy 
he felt that such a charge should be probed and, if true, 
remedied or else exposed as a falschood. 

The man who had made the allegation was invited to submit 
the fullest particulars and to name those whom he had 
regarded as being responsible for irresponsible complaints. 


Withdrawal and Apology 


Despite considerable correspondence the manager was unable 
to substantiate his charges, although the Council intimated they 
were prepared to make mquiries of every instance he could 
name, Eventually he had to admit that his charges were 
entirely specious and that “he had used the term * Jews” in 
a purely general way." He withdrew completely the suggestions 
and apologised to the Council member. 

This, by the way, is another instance of the permeation of 
anti-Semitic propaganda. It subtly and stealthily implants a 
deep distrust and hate of the theorctical abstract Jew. 

On the other hand, u is recognised by the Council that 
inasmuch as Jews are not, and do not, pose as a community of 
angels, or imideed as. anything better than their non- 
Jewish neighbours, there is bound to be a minority of Jewish 
offenders. The danger is that anti-Semitism falsely identifies 
the mass of Jews with the offenders who are in fact a tiny 
minority. 

s was recently hinted at in a Jewisn Curonicre editorial, 
some day the Community, appreciating this fact, will have to 
take steps to deal sharply with these few delinquents and 
mstitute some means to mark them down as persons who 
provide the fuel tor defamers of all Jewry. 

! understand that the Counc has this problem under con- 
sideration. A scheme is in preparation and it is hoped that 
the whole Community will conscientiously support the vigorous 
measu.es which the Council hopes to institute.

HUN REACTION TO AMERICA’S 
DECISION 


‘*The Jews to Blame ”’ 


FURY AT BILL THAT * CANNOT HELP 
ENGLAND ” 


{From a Correspondent] 


The enactment of the U.S.A. Lease and Lend Bill has created 
the feeling among many people in the Third Reich that Hitler's 
diplomatic machinery has received a blow, the magnitude of 
which was comparable with the disasters suffered in the military 
field by Italy in Africa and Albania. To counteract this the 
gigantic Government propaganda machine has been set in 
motion to launch a new anti-Jewish campaign on the alleged 
ground that “ the measure had been forced on the American 
people by the American Jews.” 

The Nazis are telling their people that the German Govern- 
ment holds not only the Jews in America, but also the Jews in 
Europe responsible for the enactment of the Lease and Lend 
Bill and that a swift revenge against all Jews will follow. 

Curiously enough in the same breath the Nazi propaganda 
machine is telling the people that the Bill cannot possibly help 
Britain. If this is so, it does not explain the necessity of 
‘ revengeful action against the Jews ” and for the great uproar 
in the Hitlerist camp 

It is stated in well-informed circles that the first measures of 
Nazi revenge are already being prepared. They will include the 
expulsion of about 40,000 more Jews from Germany to a place 
somewhere in occupied France, where they will be lodged in 
concentration camps. The exiles will include those Jews still 
left in Hamburg, Cologne, Frankfort, Desden, and Munich. 


JUDENREIN VIENNA 
Hitler’s Birthday Present 


Details of the efforts of the Nazi Governor of Vienna, 
Baldur von Schirach, to render the city judenrem as “a 
birthday present for the Fuhrer” are given by the Budapest 
correspondent of THe Times. 

“ The Jews are essemblied in Viennese schools, sometimes 60 
of them to a room—with no beds or mattresses, and only one 
wash-basin—so that they can be ready at any time for their 
departure to Lublin. A favourite trick of the Nazis,” says the 
correspondent, “is to destroy all the documents and identifica- 
tion papers of the evacuces. 

“One trainload of Jewish cvacuces from East Station, in 
Vienna, was given an official send-off by the Nazis recently im 
the presence of representatives of the Press. An S.S. official 
made a speech, which was intended to impress the tcreign Press 
with the humaneness of the treatment accorded to the cvacuces, 
among whom food parcels were also distributed. The official,” 
adds Tur Times report, “ wished those leaving * good luck, and 
stated that they were pioneers going out to new homes. He 
emphasised that they were gomg of their own [ree will, Only 
the first and second class compartments of the train were used 
to accommodate the Jewish travellers, and their first disillusion- 
ment occurred at the next station, where they were transferred 
to cattle-trucks and where their food parcels were taken away 
from them.” 

Another report states that the Jews are allowed to take only 
20 marks with them and small ‘parcels of personal belongings. 
A number of the exiles have died im the trains trom the cold. 

Picas by the leaders of the Jewish Community for sufficient 
time to arrange the departures were rejected by the Nazis. The 
homes of the deportees are being placed at the disposal of 
German women and children who have been evacuated trom the 
areas in the Third Reich frequently visited by the R.A.F. 

It is estimated that the present number of Jews residing in 
Vienna is now lithe more than 40,000. The pre-Nazi figure was 
nearly 200,000. 


Dr. Joseph Loewenherz, who was appointed by the Germans 
* manager” of the Vienna Jewish Community, was recently 
reported to have been admitted to hospital suffering trom a 
nervous breakdown. 


SOUR GRAPES 


The Nazi Press and radio have suddenly discovered that Mr. 
Wendell Willkic, whom they formerly boosted when he stood 
as Republican candidate in the last Presidential elections against 
Mr. Roosevelt, is of Jewish origin. Now that he has shown 
himself a strong champion of democracy, the Nazis proclaim 
that his great-grandiather, who emigrated trom Germany to the 
USA. was a Jew 

About the only thing the Nazis are uncertain of is whether 
Mr. Willkie’s unfortunate ancestor adopted Christianity before 
or alter his departure trom Germany. 

The Nazis’ latest move in the anti-Willkie campaign is to 
arrange a trip by forcign correspondents to Schersleben, where 
Mr. Willkie’s grandfather was born, in order to “ prove ™ the 
falsity of the U.S. leader's claim that he was of purely German 
descent and that his grandparents had left Germany 90 years 
ago because they objected to autocracy. 


CZECHS SABOTAGE JEW-LAWS 


Czechs in the Protectorate who show friendship for Jews 
and help them to evade the provisions of the Jew-laws are 
bitterly attacked in the Nazi-controlled PRAGER ABEND. 

These *“ traitors,” according to the paper, aid Jews in disre- 
garding the regulations which forbid them to go to cinemas in 
the evenings, or to be out of their houses after eight o'clock 
at night. Jews also, ut alleges, do their shopping at other than 
the permitted hours; and they are treated by “ Aryan" dentists. 

To prevent this, and to deprive Czechs of the excuse that 
they do not know such people are Jews, the Pracer AREND 
demands that Jews shall be compelled to wear yellow armlets, 
and that their food-cards shall be of a special colour. 

Five Czech policemen have been tried by a Nazi Court in 
Brno for listening in to B.B.C. broadcasts and for transmitting 
the news to Jews, who are not allowed to possess wireless sets. 
The policemen were sentenced to 18 months’ imprisonment, 
dismissed from their posts, and deprived of their right to 
receive pensions. The Jews to whom they transmitted the B.B.C. 
news have been sent for trial. 


Jews in the Protectorate are in future not to receive rations 
of fish, apples, cigarettes, and tobacco. They have been for- 
bidden to possess stamp collections, and further restrictions 
have been placed on the withdrawal of their money from banks. 


WORK OF THE “ JOINT” IN 
FRANCE 


Rescuing 2,000 Jewish Children 
COUNTERACTING VICHY’S INHUMANITY 


A determined effort to improve the condition of the more 
than 2,000 Jewish children im French internment camps has 
been made in recent months by the American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee and the Ose (Jewish Health Organisa- 
tion), in close co-operation with private relief bodies. Children 
in the internment camps are now. 500 kilo- 
grammes of highly nutritive porridge, 2, kilogrammes of 
fruit, and 250 kilogrammes of vitamins, In addition, children 
who were insufficiently clad have received suits of clothing and 
shoes. 

As a result of these measures, child mortality, which had 
been increasing dangerously, has fallen to almost zero, and 
symptoms of scorbutic diseases “have disappeared. 

Assistance is now being mainly directed towards combating 
the anaemic condition of the children which, before the inter- 
vention of the Joint Distribution Committee, had resulted in 
some of them being unable to walk. 


PARISIAN JEW RECRUITS FOR ALLIES ? 
Sentenced to Death by Nazis 


A Jew charged with acting as a. recruiting agent for “a 
forcign power’ has been shot at Nancy under sentence of 
a German military tribunal, it is reported from Paris. The 
man, whose name has not been revealed, was said by the Nazis 
to be “an Israclite and former collaborator of Leon Blum,’ 
Socialist ex-Premier of France. 

Four youths alleged to have been enrolled by the “ agent ”’ 
were also sentenced to death, but the sentence was subsequently 
commuted to imprisonment, and they have since been pardoned. 


Two Government engineers have been exempted from the 
provisions of the French anti-Jewish Statute, making a total 
of seven exemptions thus far. The newly exempted are Chict 
Mining Engineer Armand Meyer’ and Mining Engineer Pierre 
Lion, an authority on copper research. Both men have been 
decorated for war services. 


Pension rights for dismissed Jewish officials have been 
extended. Officials discharged under the Statute who have been 
employed for less than tifteen years and consequently have no 
right to pensions will receive compensation amounting to two 
months salary for each completed year of service. 

Rumours are current in Vichy that the Germans have decided 
shortly to establish a ghetto in Paris. 

From Marseilles it is learned that the Hebrew Sheltering and 
Immigrant Aid Society has up to the present received 25,000 
applications for assistance to emigrate fron’ France, The 


majority of the applicants are secking to go cither to the United 
States or to South America.

NAZI CONFISCATIONS IN BELGIUM 
INVALID 


Belgian Government’s Decrees 


Confiscations and other illegal acts by the German 
authorities in Belgium are declared null and void in decrees 
issued by the Belgian Government in London. Persons 
who have helped to carry out these irregular measures will, 
the decrees add, be punished after the war. It will be 
noted that the decrees thus render. invalid the dispossession 
of Jewish property in Belgium and other discriminatory 
action taken against Jews by the Nazi invaders. 

In the course of a _ report to the Council of the Belgian 
Government, M. Pierlot, the Premier, declared: ** The German 
authorities occupying Belgium have taken, or seem likely to 
take, steps affecting on the one hand public law, administra- 
tion, or the social order of the country, and on the other hand 
the private rights and interests of its citizens. 

‘Many of these measures are evident violations of inter- 
national conventions ruling the exercise of de facto powers, 
and the duties of those in occupation. Others are contrary to 
the constitutional principles of equality which all Belgians 
enjoy before the law, without distinction of creed, race or 
language. Finally, others constitute a violation of the law of 
property, and are plain acts of spoliation. . . . The measures 
taken by the invader are essentially illegal, being solely the 
outcome of violence and not of authority in the legal sense of 
the word. They can in no way affect the Belgian law. 

* There is reason to proclaim at the present time that they 
are completely null and void,” the statement concludes. 
“ Their nullity might be contested, or its confirmation ques- 
tioned by those interested before a cognisant court of law. 
Thus, it is necessary to respect the principles of legal and 
social order, which are the foundations of our national life.” 

The Belgian Government is to ask all countries not at war 
with Belgium to warn their nationals of the possible legal con- 
sequences in which they might become involved if they conclude 
any transaction in defiance of the new decrees. 


Rabbi Dr. Solomon Ullman, it is reported, has been appointed 
Chief Rabbi by the Consistoire of Belgium in succession to 
Rabbi Dr. J. Wiener, who proceeded to the South of France after 
the invasion. Rabbi Dr. Ullman, who is extremely Orthodox, 
served as Chaplain to the Belgian forces at the outbreak of 
the war. He is the author of a History of the Jews of Belgium. 

Many foreign Jews residing in Antwerp, including Polish and 
Rumanian citizens and refugees from the Third Reich, have 
suddenly been rounded up and sent to a concentration camp 
in the north of Belgium. The pleas made on their behalf by 
the Belgian Catholic Church and by various Belgian notables 
have been ignored by the Nazis. 

Since the German occupation of Belgium the Nazi super- 
visors of university life in the country have dismissed from 
their University posts about ninety Belgian Professors on 
account of their democratic and pro-Jewish activities.

In Germany at 
one time students opposed the National Socialists; they have 
all been dealt with.” 

This treacherous gangster mixed a lot of typically Hitlerian 
nonsensical “ frightfulness in his speech, thus: 

“ Holland must be brought to such a state of obedience that 
even if the German army were to leave Holland the Dutch would 
still ask them @ return. They would ask them to return because 
there would be no one left in the country to oppose German 
rule.” 

A. perfect example of Hun lack of humour was revealed when 
this Austrian traitor exclaimed: “ The people of Holland should 
show more cagerness im contributing to German Winter Help. 
The fact that their moncy goes to Germany should not disturb 


them. 

Some of his other remarks clearly indicated that the Nazis 
have been more than a little frightened by the superb courage 
of the Dutch people and leaders in opposing the Nazi Jew- 
baiting lessons. 

“It has been said that our attitude to the Jews is contrary 
to the basic priaciples of Dutch life,’ he declared. “ We do 
not want to suppress the Dutch proses, but we do not consider 
the Jews to be an integral part of the people of the Netherlands. 

“ The Jews are our implacable cnemics,” he went on. “There 
can be neither armistice nor peace between them and us. Who- 
ever chooses to go with the Jews will be hurt. 

“TI am asking myself,” he threatened, “ whether the Dutch 
people will be willing to abandon co-operation with the German 
people simply for the benefit of the Jews. If the Jews would 
only stick to the position in society which they had at the time 
of William the Silent, everything would be all right.” 


New restrictions in Holland have been announced in connec- 
tion with the recent anti-Nazi riots. All Jewrh bodies and 
institutions have been ordered to merge with the Central Jewish 
Communal Organisation. The activities of the Central Jewish 
Communal Organisation have been placed under the strict 
control of the Gestapo. In many places the Jews have been 
ordered to report daily to the police. 


** MURDER-LUST” IN HUNGARY 
A Nazi Tilm Triumph 


Nazi-controlied newspapers in Hungary are renewing 
their efforts to prevent the showing of ~ Jewish-American ” 
films and to monopolise Hungarian cinemas for the show- 
ing of German propaganda films such as “ Jew Suss” and 
“The House of Rothschild,” both of which are anti-Semitic 
parodies of the originals and little less than incitement to 
murder. 

These papers ascribe an original box-office failure of the 
“ Rothschild “ picture to a “ Jewssh boycott” m tavour of 
American pictures, and succeeded in forcing a.return engage- 
ment. The film is now showing in 62 theatres throughout 
Hungary. Meanwhile, the Nazi version of “ Jew Suss” has 
been making its first appearance at a German-owned cincma im 
Budapest and at three others m the provinces. To make sure 
that the film draws adequate audiences, the German Volksbund 
is giving away hundreds of free tickets datly and packing the 
theatres with Nazi “ cheering squads.” sometimes in umiform 
As a. result, “* Jew Suss ” has been converted, by force of propa- 
ganda, into a box-ollice “ hit.” 

The film critic of the Deutscue ZetruNG makes the following 
comment on “ Jew Suss™: “ After seeing this wonderful film 
we left the theatre with fists clenched in our pockets and our 
hearts pounding with murder-lust at the sight of the sons of 
Israel we passed on the streets.” 


POSITIVELY NO CONNECTION 


The death of a humble Jewess in Budapest has had the 
curious effect of setting in motion the elaborate machinery of 
the Nazi Party and creating an intense storm in the Hitlerist 
ranks. It was not, of course, the death of the Jewess that upsct 
the Nazis. but the revelation that her name was He 
Goebbels. The Nazis were horrified to find that the name of 
Hitler's collaborator and the high-priest of “Aryanism ” was 
borne by a Jewish family, and they immediately issued orders 
to the surviving members of the family to change their name. 
The order was coupled with the most blood-curdling threats. 

The Jewish Goebbels family’s new name is Glibes. 


SYNTHETIC SCHNORRER 


An unemployed carpenter, named Alexander Balogh, has 
been sentenced to six months’ imprisonment m_ Szolnok, 
Hungary, for fraud, by collecting charitable donations from 
Jews by himself posing as a Jew. His defence was: “1 didnt 
see any harm in swindling Jews.” 

Balogh grew a beard and sidelocks, donned a Kaftan, and 
went around begging from Jewish merchants, posing as “Martin 
Schwartz,” a poor Jew | released from a labour gang and 
unable to find work. ¢ managed to make 1,000 pengoes 
before he was found out. 


UNWANTED 


One thousand four hundred Jewish exiles from Rumania, 
men, women, and children, are stil] in no-man's-land on the 
new Rumanian-Hungarian frontier created recent cession 
of Rumanian territory to Hungary. They are natives: of the 
Transylvanian zone which formerly belonged to Rumania. The 
Rumanian Government refused to allow them to stay, and the 
Hungarian Government refused to admit them into Hungary. 
And so they were left at the frontier to suffer appalling hard- 


The men live in tents and the women, children, and the 
ald people are herded together in a few huts. The impoverished 
Jewish Communities of Temesvar and Arad have done their 
best to supply the owtcasts with food, but they are unable to 
do much.

A CHALLENGE TO ANTONESCU 


Nazi Rule Ruins Rumania 


M. Maniu, the Rumanian ex-Premier and leader of the 
Peasants’ Party, has submitted a memorandum to General 
Antonescu, the head of the Rumanian Government, strongly 
protesting at the anarchy and ruin created by the new 
regime and the German occupation. He also protested 
against the recent anti-Jewish pogroms, and declared that 
his Party could not co-operate with the Antonescu Govern- 
ment, and would decline all responsibility for the conse- 
quences of its policy. 

Disgust with the Antonescu regime is now expressed in many 
Rumanian circles, who are horrified at the Nazi policy of 
systematic plunder. All that Rumania is able af present to ect 
irom the Nazis in return for the oil, food, and goods tra ted 


to Germany is a supply of toys, cameras, and anti-Jewish 
literature. 


ANTI-JEWISH RESTRICTIONS IN NORWAY 
Quisling’s Campaign 


The unspeakable Quisling has been’ ordered by his German 
masters to open a campaign on the Oslo radio against Britain 
and the Jews, alleging that Anglo-Jewish capitalism dominated 

-war Norway. At the samme time the Nazi rulers of Norway 

ve enacted a series of anti-Jewish restrictions. Jews have 
been forbidden to occupy State and public posts and to apply 
for vacant posts even in private concerns. Only Jews born 
in Norway will be recognised as Norwegian subjects, and all 
Jews who setiled in Norway during the last five years must leave 
the country within three months. Jews are also forbidden to 
change their surnames. 


SWEDISH PRESS AND NAZI PROPAGANDA 


Anti-Semitic Incitement Resented 


Vigorous demands have appeared in a number of Swedish 

anti-Nazi newspapers that the Swedish Government should 
adopt strong measures to suppress the growing anti-Jewish 
propaganda bemg conducted by the pro-Nazis and the Nazi 
agents in the country. 
_ These newspapers point out that this anti-Semitic propaganda 
iS Not only a menace to the Jews but also to Sweden itself. as 
experience has shown that Quislings who begin their campaigns 
by stirring up hatred of the Jews aim ultimatcly at undermining 
the independence of the countries in which they work. 


BULGARIAN JEWS TRAPPED 


Under the direction of the Gestapo, the Bulgarian 
authorities have quickly acquired the art of Jew-baiting in 
its refined forms. 

The anti-Jewish crusade began with the arrests of a number 
of Jews accused—according to the usual technique—of pro- 
British activities. When these intensified anti-Jewish measures 
naturally produced a rush of Jews to the Bulgarian ports and 
to the Greek and Turkish frontiers, the Germans and Bulgarians 
not only refused to allow them to leave the country, but looted 
the belongings of refugees assembled in large numbers in Varna, 
Melnik, and elsewhere. Jewellery, watches, moncy, and even 
= oe were taken. rag * report says that a 
number of Jews W t to escape to Turkey were stopped 
at the frontier and sent back to their homes. 

Pro-Nazi news encies actually spread allegations that 
thousands ef young were evading the fronaticr guards and 
escaping to Turkey and Greece in order to join the Turkish 
and Greek Armies to fight Germany and Bulgaria. 

The Gestapo has commenced a wi search for Jewish 
refugees from the Third Reich resklent m Bulgaria. A number 
have already been arrested, including several doctors in Sofia. 
Fortunately, the number of German Jewish refugees remaining 
im Bulgaria is very small, as most of them succeeded in escaping 
to Greece and Turkey before the entry of the German troops. 

German radio stations in their broadcasts in Bulgarian have 
started a campaign to enlighten the Bulgarian people on the 
“ hardships” they had suffered under the “ Jewish domination 
of the country under the old regime.” The Jews, the Nazis 
related, had been the masters of the country, enjoying all the 
comforts ,of life at the expense of the poverty-stricken non- 
Jewish masses. They dominated finance, commerce, and 
industry, and dictated Governmental policy: but their hold on 
the people would now be swept away and a new life woukl 
oegin. Yet the unfortunate Bulgarians are already finding the 
actual Nazi domination far more oppressive than the mythical 
Jewish one from which they have been “ freed.” 


MORE GHETTOES IN POLAND 


A ghetto is to be created in Cracow this month by order of 
the chief of the district, Dr. Waechter, according to reports in 
the Gazeta ZyDowskKa. The ghetto will be in the Kazimierz 
quarter, which was the site of a ghetto of the Middle Ages. 

“ Aryans ™ living in this district and Jews living outside it 
will be obliged to exchange their residences. Commercial and 
industrial establishments outside the ghetto which are owned 
by Jews will not, however, be obliged to move. 

One thousand Jewish refugees from various towns have arrived 
at Kielce, where the Jewish Community has arranged accom- 
modation for them. 

All Jews living in Leczyca have been expclied. Six hundred 
of them have arrived at Cracow, and a further six hundred at 
Poddenbica. The remainder are distributed among the neigh- 
bourmg towns

THAT the appeal issued by the Deputies in connection 
with the formidable communal problems created by the 
war has so far failed to win adequate support is now 
common knowledge. What is not clear, though it ts 
certainly every bit as serious, is the reason for this 
failure. The Appeal was sponsored by the recognised 
representative body of the Community. It was the first 
which that body had directly undertaken, and it should 
have acquired on that account an additional importance 
if not glamour. It was recommended to the communal 
consciousness by the written and the spoken word. But 
the Community up to now has not responded. Clear 
and undeniable warnings were given of what must 
follow if the scattered evacuee communities were left 
without guidance in their relations with their new 
environment, without religious instruction for their 
children, mere flotsam and jetsam on sometimes 
inhospitable shores. But the Community's apathy 
continues unshaken. 

Why? 

What is amiss with our people? What was it that 
made the Community pour out its resources on its 
German corcligionists, but made it almost completely 
unresponsive when it was a matter of a beggarly sum 
of £54,000 to safeguard tts own future? 

One explanation offered by the President of the 
Deputies, Professor Broprersky, is that “Jews tn 
various parts of the country are not accustomed to con- 
tribute towards one another's needs. The Jews of each 
town, and even of each part of a large town, are accus- 
tomed to dealing with their own local Jewish needs.” 
This argues cither crass ignorance by the Community 
of the fact that the need which prompted the Appeal 
was not local but nation-wide in Us significance, or a 
total parochialism which imagines that what happens to 
Jews in one part of the country is no concern of any 
other. The urgent requests of small provincial Com- 
munities, embarrassed by evacuee influxes, for assist- 
ance from London completely destroy this latter 
assumption. 

Ihe Deputies’ Appeal, Professor BRODEISKY warns 
us, “is a test of the sincerity of 
organised Community, and of its sense of communal 
responsibility.” Must we conclude from the results to 
date that this Community, where its own affairs are 
concerned, is not a collective organisation but an un- 
organised rabble, utterly indifferent to what may happen 
to it as a Community? tt looks desperately like it! 
And the fact that it gave, on the other hand, a swift and 
record response to the Keren Hayesod campaign in 
part confirms that suspicion. That success was not due 
entirely to old-established organisation and superior 
energy on the part of its sponsors. It meant that 
Palestine awakened a feeling of responsibility that 
nothing could conjure up where only English Jewry 
itself was concerned. The masses of shirkers who 
dodge every fund-raising effort were probably quite 
sure that, as on previous occasions, the rich few would 
provide, and if they did not, why should they themselves 
bother? Does this mean that the Community in this 
respect is the victim of past “coddling” and of the 
honourable but mischievous patriarchal leadership of 
the placid Victorian days? Is it, in cor cequence, too 
flabby and feeble to carry the responsibilities of 
democracy ? 

The same irresponsibility is shown in the utterly silly 
wishful thinking, indulged in recent weeks by growing 
numbers, which takes the form of denying that there is 
any danger of anti-Semitism in this country and there- 
fore no need to take precautions against it. It is evinced, 
in sinister fashion, by the obstinate coldness displayed 
towards the plea that some fifty per cent. of the 
Deputies’ Fund is to be devoted to the cause of 
religious education. Some do not care, seemingly, 
about religion, or do not look upon it as a matter of 
immediate moment. Others must, in a spirit of rank 
defeatism, have assumed that Judaism in this country 
was doomed, comforting themselves with the idea >that 
anyway it would last their day—much in the same way 
as the older folk, in the “ appeasement” days, heaved 
a sigh of satisfaction and exclaimed, “at any rate there 
will be peace in our time ! ” 

The truth is that here again the heritage of the 
Victorian system is in fell evidence. The fathers have 
eaten sour grapes and the children’s teeth have been set 
on edge. They reared a generation on a smattering of 


Anglo-Jewry as an 


Jewish ritual and conventional elementary instruction, 
forgetting the broad aspects of Jewish history and the 
profound ethical principles that give Judaism its true 
life and more than half its content. They fostered a 
system under which the life of the masses was divorced 
from communal responsibility. And they sent their 
new and totally unprotected youth to face all the perils 
of assimilation in a world made difficult by modern 
conditions and across which doubt, unbelief, and 
criminal materialism were marching with seven-league 
boots. . To-day we see the results: the widespread 
ignorance of Judaism and Jewish conditions, incréasing 
intermarriage, the rapidly rising number of defections 
in which whole families disappear from the Jewish fold 
—witness the circumstances revealed the other day in 
connection with the burial of the scion of a family once 
distinguished in the Jewish and national life. 

Professor BropeTsky tells us that the honour of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community is bound up with the success 
of the present Appeal. Incidentally, he might have 
added, “and the whole prestige and future of the 
communal body that launched it.” Obviously, a Com- 
munity that does not care for its own good name, foully 
assailed and in danger of being more so, and which does 
not care whether its children are or are not to grow up 
as free men and equal, let alone as Jews, can have no 
honour, and deserves none from others. 

We are told that interest in the Appeal is on the rapid 
increase in many parts of the country. It is to be 
hoped that this is so, and that it ts not another case of 
wishful thinking. The Community ts on its trial. The 
result of the Appeal will be a test of whether or not it 
is, as a body, defeatist, dishonoured, a betrayer of its 
young, and destined sooner or later to ignominious 
and possibly very painful extinction. There is still 
time, though not much, to redeem a_ discreditable 
default, and at least to do justice to our children. 


NEITHER “NEW” NOR. “ORDER” 

*THese men and their hypnotised followers call this a 
new order. It is not new, and tt is not order.” Thus Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his epoch-making speech of Saturday last. 
Jews who know their history will of course endorse his 
judgment. They know Hitler's “new” order to be just 
a brainless plagiarism of old barbarism. They will remem- 
ber the Maccabean fight against the “totalitarian ” 
paganism of Antiochus, as described in the Books of the 
Maccabees. The King wrote to his whole kingdom that 
all should be one people, and that each should forsake his 
own laws: Hitler crushes minorities and separate nations 
under the heel of a “ master ~ race and its single party. The 
ancient enemy desecrated the “ altar of God”: Hitler makes 
war on religion. Antiochus endeavoured by flattery and 
trickery to turn Mattathias into a Jewish Quisling. of .2,000 
years ago. dhou are a ruler, his officers told him, and an 
honourable and great man in this city. Therefore “* come 
thou the first, and do the commandment of the King as 
all the nations have done, and thou and thy house shall 
be in the number of the King’s friends and thou and thy 
children shall be honoured with silver and gold, and with 
gifts.” The new despot tries the same bribery and cajolery, 
rewarding his traitor-slaves. with high office in his rickety 
State, But the Jew Mattathias did not fall to the bait. “If 
all the nations that are in the house of the King’s dominion 
hearken unto him, to fall away each one from the worship 
of his fathers.” he declared, “yet will IT and my sons and 
my brethren walk in.the covenant of our fathers.” He 
rarsed the standard of revolt, and the renewed Jewish 
heroism humbled that old order to the dust. The same fate 


awaits tts German imitation at the hands of a revolted 
world conscience! 


DEMOCRATIC LEADERS AND THE BIBLE 


Ir is not to be wondered at that Mr. Churchill should 
have gone to that splendid chapter of Jewish history for 
inspiration and have ended one of his great war orations 
with the stirring words of Judas the Maccabee: “ Arm vour- 
selves and be ye men of valour, and be in readiness for the 
conflict, for it is better for us to perish in battle than to 
look upon the outrage of our nation and our altars.” One 
seems to catch an echo of these words in Mr. Roosevelt's 
latest speech in which he said that the British people would 
rather die as free men than live as slaves. What is more 
remarkable is that for his peroration to that speech, the 
President, like the Premier, went straight to Jewish writings, 
adapting the description of the Eshet Chayil in the Book of 
Proverbs: “ May it be said of us in the days to come,” he 
exclaimed, “that our children and our children’s children 
rise up and call us blessed.” It is no mere accident, this 
recourse of the two leaders of the Democracies to the Bible. 
They reflect a potent truth—the saturation of the national 
characters of Britain and America with Biblical ethics. They 
point to another no less potent truth—the fact that the 
democratic ideals of justice and liberty for which the demo- 
cracies are struggling are the truths proclaimed by the 
Jewish teaching and by that of Judaism's daughter faiths. 
Knaves and their dupes will shout “Ha! a Jewish war!” 
It is a Jewish—and a Christian—war; indeed, a war of all 
the religious and righteous principles against the foetid 
horrors of an old and squalid barbarism which many had 
thought buried long ago by human enlightenment—a war 
for God and civilisation against anti-God and deathly 
corruption.« That is now seen and recognised by the 
Democracies in action and by high-minded men every- 
where. If only it had been understood earlier, how many 
lives would have been saved, how many tears spared, how 


much agony avoided. The world would, indeed, have been © 


happier to-day. 


MORAL FOR JEWS 


BuT just because the truths of Judaism and all the great 
religious creeds are the battle-ground of the war, Jews have 
an added incentive to be up and doing in their defence. It 
is their faith that is assailed, in common with other creeds; 
and with it their chief claims to respect and even, as a 
people, to existence. For to discredit the spiritual gift of 
Jewry to the nations is to discredit its réle in history and 
its right to a future. Anti-Semitic Nazis know that. Hence 
their war on religion. Any Jews, therefore, who might be 
told that this is not a war in which they should hazard 
themselves should know that such talk is sheer ignorant 
balderdash and in palpable defiance of realities. And any 
who might feel disposed even momentarily to give ear to 
such serpentlike whisperings should dismiss the impulse as 
the first step to shameful treason not only against their 
faith and their people, but against the nation which is 
fighting the good fight of freedom, and their own hearths 
and happiness. 


THE COMING DAY OF PRAYER 


By desire of the King. next Sunday will be observed as a 
Day of National Prayer. In these supplications men and 
women of all creeds will join, thus reflecting a national 
unity never before so complete and, we all ardently hope, 
not to be weakened in the testing days of peace that will 
follow. This is not the first occasion in the present war 
upon which the righteous people of this land has sought, 
as a nation, approach to God. That ts perhaps because the 
struggle has been a pilgrimage from crisis to crisis and from 
jeopardy to jeopardy. In these shining days of return- 
ing spring the crisis is more imminent and more deadly 
than any that has preceded it. We may indeed stand on 
the very brink of decision: and, that being so, we need to 
approach as a nation once again, in humble entreaty, the 
God in whose name, and for whose sake, we have accepted 
the challenge of the embattled forces of evil; to seek guidance 
through communion with Him, to fortify our spirit in the 
knowledge that a mightier power than man is “in His 
Heaven” and that under His Providence all will be well. 
Thus strengthened we shall rededicate ourselves to the 
greatest. struggle in humam annals—-greatest because its 
issues, Stripped off all verbal contention, are simple ones: 
shall right or wrong henceforth rule our lives: shall God or 
Satan be our master: shall we be bond or free: are human 
kindness and mercy to perish from this earth? 


PALESTINE SCIENCE IN THE WAR 


THe revelations this week of the scientific pioneering 
now being conducted at the Jerusalem Hebrew University 
deserve. the widest publicity. It is work that may greatly 
help the Allied war effort, and make of Palestine if not an 
“arsenal of democracy ” at least one of its most promising 
laboratories—-and it ts science, rather than human masses, 
which ts more and more determining the issue of the present 
war. But, no less important, it blows sky-high the carefully 
built fallacy that Palestine’s progress in recent years has 
only been a reflection of progress in the whole of the Near 
East. The truth is that if the Yishuv has seethed with new 
ideas—-original, fresh, creative contributions to world pro- 
gress—it is not because of some general revival impulse blit 
because Jews have set the process going there and maintained 
and increased its tempo. And note: the Jewish creative and 
original work in Palestine is created by Jews as Jews, and 
not to be calmly appropriated as the fruits of some other 
national culture. Given free play and a fair deal. and 
provided Jewish political sense can rise to its opportunities, 
nobody can say what triumphs of brain and labour may yet 
take birth in Palestine, or what blessings they would confer 
on all the human race. It is sad to think that once this 
fruittul promise held the imagination of nations, only to 
wither away in face of relatively paltry problems. 


OVERDOING IT 


As will be seen from a letter addressed to us this week 
by the Honorary Secretary of the Victorian Jewish Advisory 
Board, Jews of Australia have taken steps to prevent any 
further foreign appeals without the official approval of the 
local communities. This move can scarcely cause surprise 
however much it may be regretted. For a considerable time, 
says the writer of the letter, the Jewish Communities in 
Australia have been concerned at the number of appeals 
from Jewish institutions overseas and at the frequent 
arrival of emissaries, many of them even unheralded. In 
fact, no sooner was the generosity of Australian and other 
Jewries discovered than they became a sort of Tom Tiddler’s 
ground for Jewries in need. Any cause could, if it wished, 
send a delegate or delegates, armed with a Rabbinical 
recommendation, to plead for it in the sure and hitherto 
certain hope that it would not be disappointed. Yet it ought 
to have been obvious that some limits would have to be set 
at one time or another. That nothing effective has been 
done to reach an understanding with our coreligionists so as 
to rationalise the system, and make it fair alike to our 
heavily burdened brethren in the Dominion and to the most 
deserving of the European appeals, is proof of the hap- 
hazard*manner in which our charity-mongering is conducted 
both abroad and at home. Clearly we cannot, in facing the 
great unknown of the future,-continue to amble along in 
the happy-go-lucky way of the past. Meanwhile, the 
occasion must not be neglected to express deep appreciation 
of the often shown and open-handed generosity of our 
Australian brethren, and the belief that properly appealed 
to they will continue to reflect in their relations with Anglo- 
Jewry the superb spirit of Commonwealth comradeship that 
inspires all peoples subjects of the Crown,

Since May | few of the Jewish men in the Forces in the 
locality are likely fo receive leave to go home for Pesach, it is 
essential that the Manchester and Salford Jewish Community 
should offer them as much hospitality as possible, so that they 
can observe and enjoy the Festival in Jewish home surroundings. 

The Rev. M. Casper, accordingly, invites immediate com- 
munications from all members of the Community who are 
either to put up a soldier for. the whole or part of 

esach, or to invite him for one Seder night or both, or for 
specific meals such as lunch or supper on any given day. 

e also invites all Jewish men stationed in the vicinity, who 
desire any form of hospitality during Pesach. for Sedarim or 
otherwise, to inform him without delay and especially to state 
how much leave they are likely to be granted. 

it is hoped that, in addition to the initiative of private Jewish 
houscholds, the various Jewish youth societies and clubs will 
assist the officiating chaplain by organising hospitality in the 
homes of their members for Jewish men in the Forces. One 
such Hospitality Committee has already been formed in the 
Crumpsall district by Mrs. Marie Harris among former members 
of the Habonim movement.

Ihe private luncheon .at the Midland Hotel in honour of Mr. 
Leib Jaffe and the Marchioness of Reading gave a splendid 
send-off to the fund raising. : 

At a Subsequent reception, the gifts announced included a 
week's pay from a Jewish private in the Pay Corps, ten shillings 
from a refugee just released from internment, and £50 from a 
Continental Jew who has now established himself in business 
in Manchester. Substantial contributions to the appeal have 
also been made by a group of local Jewish businessmen headed 
by Mr. H. Weinberg. 

Probably the high light of the campaign has been the effort 
of the anchester Keren Haye Youth Commiuttce which 
began when Mr. Leib Jaffe and Mr. H Shine (of London)

KASHER CANTEEN SCHEME 
AT NELSON 


Government Co-operation 


{From our Correspondent MANCHESTER] 


Acting for the Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee of 
the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, Mr. Eli Fox 
has now completed negotiations with Mr. Shepherd, Director 
of Education at Nelson (Lanecs.), tor opening a Kasher 
Communal Feeding Centre for Jewish child evacuees at 
Nelson, as part of the towns Communal Feeding Scheme 
for all its schoolchildren. The sanction of the Ministry 
of Health has been obtained, and the Jewish Committee 
in charge of the Kasher Canteen will be eligible to receive 
the standard grants payable under such Communal Feeding 
Schemes by the local Town Council and by the house- 
holders with whom the Jewish evacuees are billeted. 

The grants will amount to 6d. per meal per child, and the 
overhead charges (such as statl wages, fuel etc.) and any extra 
cost involved because the food to be supplied will be kasher, 
will have to be met from the Jewish side. 

The Manchester Jewish Evacuation Committee having 
approved of the scheme in principle, an approach has been 
made to the Manchester Shechita Board for financial assist- 
ance, and it is understood that the Executive of the Board 
are prepared to recommend that a grant be made. The parents 
of the Jewish evacuees will be canvassed for regular weekly 
contributions to make up the balance of the cost of running 
the canteen. 

The Methodist Church authorities in Nelson, through the 
kind offices of their Superintendent-Minister, the Rev. Mr. 
Phillips, have offered the use of their Temple Street Hall free 
of charge to the Jewish Community for the purpose of supplyin 
kasher meals six days a week to the Jewish children, most of 
whom attend schools only a few minutes’ walk from this hall. 

it is planned to open this Kasher Canteen immediately after 
Passover, but if it is found that many children will stay in 
Nelson during Passover, and not return temporarily to Man- 
chester, the Jewish authorities may open ti® canteen for 
Passover itself. In that case, an endeavour would be made to 
arrange a communal Seder service for the children. 

There is also the question of considerable numfers of Man- 
chester and Salford Jewish schoolchildren scattered in other 
reception areas, where no communal Passover arrangements 
are practicable. Inquiries are being made as to the number 
who are likely to remain in the reception areas during Passover 
and not return home temporarily to their parents in Siinstaeener: 
and, at the instance of the Communal Rabbi, Dr. Altmann, 


the Linas Hazedek Society (of which Mr. Eli Foa is President) 
has undertaken to arrange that Passover parcels shall be sent 
to these children.

SINGLE CEMETERY FOR 
LEEDS JEWRY? 


“ Duplication’’ Reproach May Be 
Removed 


{From our Correspondent) 


Mr. D. IL. Sandelson, President, told a meeting of the 
Council of the United Hebrew Congregation last Sunday 
that he had been gratined by the response which the 
recent conference of Synagogue representatives made 
to the suggestion to establish a Unmied Congregational 
Council for Leeds. There was, he said, a feeling of 
unanimity about the scheme whereby the proposed Council 
would establish an Ecclesiastical Board comprising an 
intiuentially manned Beth Din, whose functions would cover 
Jewish religious eaucation and of which the Board of 
Shechita would be a constituent. 

Pending the realisation of the scheme, Mr. Sandelson stressed 
the great importance of the Board of Shechita, which could be 
a much greater instrument yet for the good of the Community 
as a whole if the congregational representatives paid greater 
attention to its functions. 

Mr. Sandelson stated that the Cemeteries Administration 
Committee under the Chairmanship of their Honorary Life- 
President, Mr. Wolfson, had for some a been trying to 
acquire land for the extension of the Gildersome Cemetery. 
Following the affiliation of so many congregations, the avail- 
able space had rapidly diminished. Mr. Wolison had now con- 
cluded negotiations for the acquisition of over 50,000 square 
ards of the adjoining land. Mr. Sandelson r- a tribute to 
him for his unflagging devotion to the service of the Community. 

Mr. S. Wolfson said he was well aware of the wrench it 
would mean to their Community if they had to contemplate, in 
the lifetime of the majority of them, the closing of the Gilder- 
some Cemetery, with its sentimental association. However, he 
thought the thanks of the Community were due to Mr. Meyer 
Gilston, now of London, who had special influence, for his 
indefatigable work to complete the negotiations successfully, 
and for the extremely favourable terms on which they were 
able to acquire the land. 

Messrs. M. Stross, H. Freedman, B. Harrison, M. Sclare, 
D. Newton, and I. Coupland expressed the thanks of the Counc! 
to Mr. Wolfson foi what they termed a notable achievement 
and one which was calculated to enhance further the prestige 
of the United Hebrew Congregation as a unifying torce im 
the Community. 

Mr. S. Wolfson, in reply, expressed the hope that with the 
acquisition of this land it should be possible for all the congre- 
gations to unite in a scheme for a single cemetery and remove 
the long-standing reproach of the duplication of cemetecrics. 


DR. BRODETSKY AT ORT SCHOOL 


Professor Selig Brodetsky, addressing the staff and students 
of the Leeds Ort Technical School last week, spoke of the 
need for Jewish youth to understand the history of their people: 
without which they could hardly appreciate the causes of. present 
conditions. 

As to the future, Dr. Brodetsky said that Jewish youth should 
not think that when the war was over and victory had been 
won by Great Britain everything in the garden would be lovely, 
and that Jews would go back to pre-Hitler times and just 
forget the sufferings and trials of the past few years. Con- 
ditions, he said, would be entirely changed, and it would be 
foolish to think that the mistakes of the past could continue 
in the future. 

Lieut.-Colonel J. H. Levey, D.S.O., presided. The vote ot 
thanks to Prof. Brodetsky was proposed by one of the students 
from Poland, Mr. G. Lorie.

An Ideal Cardiff 
From the Rey. H. JEREVITCH 


To the Editor of Tie Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sik,—Despite your local correspondent’s questions and state- 
ments, [ sull maimtaim that Cardiff Community compares 
favourably with any other Community, and in some respects 
even excels other Communities. 

It is because Cardiff is not “ a Community sick and tired of 
bitterness and bickerings’”’ that I hopefully look forward to 
making Cardiff an ideal Community. The question of a United 
Shechita Board (on which the Beth Din insist as a matter of 
principle wherever there ts more than one congregation and not 
because they doubt the Kashrut in Cardiff) has not yet been 
settled. But even in this matter of Shechita we are not killing 
one another. It is simply a question of adjustment, and this 
will right itself before long. 

Your local correspondent does not know my idea of “ an 
ideal Community.” This I will make clear when I expound my 
plan before a mecting of members of both congregations, which 
I will do as soon as a favourable opportunity presents itself. 

At the present moment, owing to certain circumstances, many 
members of both congregations are away from town. 

_ My plan will include a sure safeguard against the possibility 
of any one sending biased and inspired reports to the Press. 

Your local correspondent is worried that Cardiff has not at 
the present time a Jewish magistrate. There are cogent reasons 
for it, but this will be remedied at the proper time.

It is alleged that members of the local Synagogue are taking 
precedence over the bombed-out evacuees in the purchase of 
meat, and that Tuesday (the day when the meat arrives) has 
been set apart as the day when only members of the Synagogue 
can make purchases of Kasher meat. '

THANK-OFFERING FOR SAFETY 


Lord Mayor’s “Penny a Night ’’ Scheme 
From the Rt. Hon. the LORD MAYOR 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin,—From several quarters | have received the suggestion 
that | should supply boxes in which households should place 
thankoffcrings of varying amounts for a peaceful night or for 
a night with raids but no damage to person or property, the 
proceeds to go to my National Air Raid Distress Fund. 

The suggestion of such a regular thankoffering is an excellent 
one, but with the restrictions, almost prohibitions, on the use 
of materials, 1 fear the supply of boxes in such quantities is 
quite impossible. Is it not possible to adopt the principle and 
practice of the scheme, and for cach household to provide some 
suitable receptacle in which the daily offering might be placed” 

if the scheme were simplified to a gift of one penny for a 
raid-free night and two pence for a night of raids without 
personal damage, I think it might. well be adopted generally 
throughout the whole of the United Kingdom, as the benefits 
of the Fund have just as wide a scope. 

If each day were happily raid-free, every 1,000 thanksgivers 
would bring in £1,500 a year to the Fund for the benefit of 
those who have been less fortunate and, in many cases, have 
lost homes and possessions. 

The plan involves no expense, and I appeal to tens of thou- 
sands to adopt this simple plan and to remit the amount 
collected in their houschold to me at the Mansion House every 
half-year, marking their letter “ Thankoffering.”

American Zionists’ Representations

AMERICAN JEWS URGED TO BUY 
“ TOZERETH HAARETZ” 


Extending Trade Relations 


The promotion of the sale of Palestine products in the 
United States as a means of supporting industry and trade in 
the Jewish homeland has been urged in a statement issued by 
Mr. Edmund 1. Kaufmann, President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America. Jewish householders are called upon to 
include Palestinian wines and other products in their purchases 
for Passover, says a Jewish Telegraphic Agency Washington 
message. 

The statement stressed the point that until the outbreak of 
war Palestinian industry and agriculture had depended in the 
main on foreign markets, of which Europe formed a large part. 
Efforts are now being made to extend American and Palestinian 
trade relations in po to make up for the serious losses that 
have resulted from the closing of the European markets. 

The Palestine Bonded Warchouse Company in Tel-Aviv has 
Opened a direct regular fortnightly steamship freight service 
between New York and Palestine, it has been announced, which 
has received the approval of the United States Government. 


JEWISH NATIONAL FUND IN AMERICA 
Rabbi I. Goldstein Re-elected President . 


Rabbi Israel Goldstein has been elected, for the eighth 
year in succession, President of the Jewish National Fund 
of America. 

Rabbi tsrael Goldstein, aged 44, was born in Philadelphia. 
He became a Rabbi at the carly age of 22, ministering to the 
B'nai Jeshurun Congregation in ew York. He has been 
President of the J.N.F. of America since 1933, and was Presi- 
dent of the Zionist Organisation of America in 936-7. In 1935 
he became a member of the Executive Committee of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, and in the following year acted as 
national co-Chairman of the United Palestine Appeal. Other 
offices he has held include the Presidency of the Young People's 
League of America, and of Young: Judea, and membership of 
the ‘Executive Committee of the National Conference of Jews 
and Christians. 


The American Friends of a Jewish Palestine have set up a 
research bureau to make available to the public findings con- 
cerning the problems of present and post-war Europe and the 
Jew, it is announced in New York. The organisation will issuc 
two weekly bulletins, one in English and the other in Yiddish. 


The official organ of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain 
and Ircland, the Zionist Review, has made a plea in view 
of possible dangers in a Nazi thrust to the Near East, fo 
the organising of a Home Guard in Palestine similar to the 
defence body formed in Britam 


WAR EFFORT HELPED BY REFUGEE 
SCIENTISTS 


Important Research Work at Hebrew 
University 


Scientists in Palestine, many of them victims of Nazi perse- 
cution, are working on discoveries which may greatly help the 
Allied cause, according to a B.U.P. message quoted by the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency They are at the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, and their work was described in Sydney by Dr. 
Walter Fischel, Lecturer in Orental History. 

* Thousands of eggs are being used to fight typhus,” said 
Dr. Fischel. “ They have been inoculated with the virus, and 
this is used to make vaccine This is the first time this tech- 
nique, cheaper and simpler than any other methods, has been 
used. It makes Palestine and the Near East independent of 
European supplies, which is a highly important achievement, 
since one of the previous principal sources, in Lwow Poland, 1s 
now in the hands of the Soviet.” 

Dr. Fischel added that another scientist was on the trail of 
a germ which has been killing hundreds of camels round ae 
while two others had made discoveries about Vitamin C, + 
which Palestine has a practically unlimited supply from its 
oranges, “In the test-tube,” he said, “ they have found that 
the vitamin neutralises the poisons produced by many disease 
germs, including small-pox, diphtheria, and lockjaw 

“On the economic front” he continued, “a mathematical 
physicist is trying to sterilise and preserve orange juice by 
means of high-frequency sound-wavés.. He has succeeded in 
killing bacteria without destroying the flavour and aroma of 
the juice, and is developing apparatus to do the work on a 
commercial basis. 

“ A system for making alconol from citrus pee: has been 
devised, and there is a possibility of manufacturing higher 
alcohols and acetone, used as a base for explosives. Palestine s 
surplus oranges may be turned into munitions for the Allies, 
Dr. Fischel concluded.

More Members Enrolled 


The Farm City Scheme of the. Jewish National Fund its 
attracting increasing attention, reports Mr. L. Schen, Director 
of the Jewish National Fund of Great Britain and Ireland, on

The number of participants in the year from January to 
December.

The month of January, 1941, 
has shown a further addition of 14, and at this rate it Is 
expected that it will take less than six months to attain the 
second unit of 100 members

£42,000 TO DATE 


Progress of the Keren Hayesod 
Campaign 
ONE MONTH’S RESULTS 


Presiding over a Press conference which was held on 
Monday at 77, Great Russell Street, London, W.C.1, Lady 
Reading announced that so far the special Keren Hayesod 
campaign in this country had realised the sum of £42,000. 

Lady Reading said they had started off the campaign with a 
certain amount of misgiving—whether they could make the 
Appeal a success in view of the enormous difficulties which 
they were up against, and which she described, Their meetings 
had, however, been very successful, and it was an interesting 
fact that a certain number of people had subscribed to the 
Fund who had never done so before. ; 

They were making great efforts to finish the Appeal before 
Passover, she continued. 

Stressing the importance of keeping Palestine firm and strong 
in order to support all the British Forces in the East, the 
speaker said that that aspect seemed to have gained in import- 
ance with each day that the Appeal had been running, for the 
whole war was now swinging more towards the East than it 
had been hitherto. Obviously, a strong Jewish body, which was 
not too worried by its financial difficulties, could bend its entire 
energies to the prosecution of the war in the many ficlds in 
which it could be of help, and must be an asset to the Allied 
cause. 

Mr. L. Bakstansky said that the campaign had been launched 
on February 23, so that the £42,000 had been attained in less 
than a month. They had received a telegram of congratulation 
on their work from Mr. Kurt Blumenfeld, one of the directors 
of the Keren Hayesod, who is engaged on Zionist work in the 


USA 
“ Blitzed” Areas’ Great Efforts 


Mr. Bakstansky stressed the point that in the first line of towns 
that had participated in this magnificent effort were precisely 
those areas that had been bombed and blitzed in recent months. 
Manchester's quota was assessed by them at £10,000, and at the 
moment his reports showed that already close on £7,000 had 
been raised in just over two weeks. 

Liverpool, which had been in the forefront of the enemy 
attacks, was assessed at £5,000, and already well over £3,000 
had been raised. Another very difficult area, particularly at 
this time, was the North-East of England, which had already 
sent them promises of over £2,000 

The second phase of their campaign was now opening, and 
after mentioning the places to be visited, Mr. Bakstansky said 
everything pointed to a final result which would approximate to 
the goal they had set themselves. Already the £42,000 was 
higher than any previous amount raised by the Keren Hayesod 
in this country in any single year, and it was undeniable that 
this campaign was a tribute to the growth of the Zionist and. 
generally, Palestinian ideal among Anglo-Jewry. 

The speaker paid tributes to the women Zionists and the 
youth movement, and to Continental Jews now in this country 
for their parts in the campaign. 

Mr. Leib Jaffe also spoke. 


WOMEN’S APPEAL COMMITTEE 
£1,600 Raised in a Fortnight 


_ With the Democracies Victorious, Palestine would go forward 
in an unprecedented way, said the Chairman of the Women’s 
International Zionist Organisation, Mrs. I, M. Sieff, when 
presiding last week at Grosvenor House over a luncheon which 
was arranged by the Women’s Keren Hayesod Committee in 
connection with the Keren Hayesod campaign. 

The Minorities Treaty, said Mrs. Sicff, had proved a dismal 
failure, but one nope had survived, the hope that the Jewish 
National Home held out to them, There was the one place 
in the world where the Jewish people went forward. In the 20 
years since the last war the Jews, going in one wave of 
immigration after another, had a record of magnificent achieve- 
ment which certainly had never been surpassed in the whole’ 
history of humanity. In Eretz Yisrael was the one light that 
really shone for the Jewish people. All the blood and sweat 
and toil that had been poured into Palestine, those firm founda- 
tions which had been laid, the structure which had already 
begun to be built up—those would survive and would provide 
the opportunity for the Jewish people to end the second phase 
of their long pilgrimage. If, as they believed, Right would win, 
not thousands or tens of thousands of Jews would be able to 
go to Palestine, to build up their new Home and their new life, 
but hundreds of thousands. 


Yishuvy Must Be Maintained 


If the Yishuv were to carry out their task they must be main- 
tamed and helped now, so that when this nightmare came to 
an end they would be ready for the hundreds of thousands 
who must find their way to Eretz Yisracl. It was in that spirit 
that she asked them to think of the Keren Hayesod, which was 
the backbone of the whole of the work in Palestine. 

Miss Phyllis Bottome, the famous novelist. who has done a 
great deal of work in anti-Nazi circles, especially in helping 
refugees from. Nazi persecution to escape from Vienna to 
Palestine, stressed the vital’ importance of Palestine for the 
Jewish people, and, visualising the world as it appeared to her 
after the war was won, predicted that there would be then no 
race or class antagonism—* no walls, no floor, no ceiling, only 
the sky; only obedience to a law; only universality. Because 
there is only one religion for Jew and Gentile that is worth 
twopence, and that is the Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of Man.” 

Mr. T. Kollek also spoke. 

Mrs. Robert B. Solomon, co-Treasurer with Lady Fitzgerald 
(who was unable to be present) of the Women’s Appeal Com- 
mittee, moved a vote of thanks to the speakers, and announced 
that the Women’s Keren Hayesod Committee had raised in less 
than two weeks about £1,600. 


THE YOUTH CAMPAIGN 
Rally of Young Zionists in London 


_ Many written pledges to give one week’s wages—either 
in a lump sum or in instalments—were received at the 
Zionist Youth sally, which was held at Woburn House on 
Sunday under the auspices of the Keren Hayesod Central 
Youth Committee (representing ten Jewish organisations), 
in connection with the Keren Hayesod campaign. 

Mr. B. Herman, who presided, said that this year was cele- 
brated the 21st anniversary of the formation of the Keren 
Hayesod. The Anglo-Jewish community had contributed barely 
five per cent. during the whole of those 21 years, whereas

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Continental European communities had provided 25 per cent. 
Since Continental Jewry had disappeared, the duty devolved 
upon the Jews of this country to make good the deficiency. 

Mr. Berl Locker, in an address, said that the Keren Hayesod 
was not only a fund—it was a great idea, and the realisation 
of Zionisn was the business not only of private people or of 
private capital. Private capital had certainly had to play its 
part in the building up of Eretz Yisrael as the national home of 
the Jewish people, and it had done a great deal up to now. 
But the Keren Hayesod—the nationa! capital—must be the 
pioneer in this process of huilding up a community, a common- 
wealth, a state, a new nation. 

“if.” said Mr. Locker, “ you want to change the whole 
situation of the Jews in the world—and that situation must be 
changed radically—you can only bring it about u you create 
all the necessary conditions—economic, financial, political, and, 
most important, psychological.” 

Mr. Locker emphasised the great things which the Keren 
Hayesod had achieved in conjunction and co-operation with the 
Keren Kayemeth. He eronaly urged the need to create a class 
of Jewish land-labourers and said they must make the Jewish 

ople one to whom agriculture was one of the bases of its 
ife. 

Referring to the Yishuv and the war, he declared that the 
Jewish people demanded from the Government and the Man- 
datory Powers to be allowed to exercise the right to stand in 
as a nation fighting together with other nations against the 
enemy of humanity. 

Mr. N. Jackson appealed to all to sign a pledge to contribute 
at least one week's salary to the Keren Hayesod.

HECHALUTZ CONFERENCE 
Mr. Berl Locker on Jewry’s Post-War. Problems 


The desire of the Jewish people to participate im the war not 
mercly as individuals but as a nation was re-emphasised by 
Mr. Berl Locker, speaking at a three-day rally (Moetza) of the 
Hechalutz b' Anglia, which was held in London last week-end 

The Czechoslovak Ministry of Social Welfare was represented 
at the rally by Dr. Dearmand : 

Mr. Locker said that generally speaking the Jewish position 
in the Galut was much worse in thi war than in the last. On 
the other hand, Palestine, which on the outbreak of the last 
war had about 70,000 Jews, who were dependent on oltside 
support, to-day contained half a million Jews, who were strongly 
rooted in all sections of the country’s life. At the end of the 
present conflict those responsible for the real “ new order ” 
would have to tackle the Jewish problem of homelessness, said 
the speaker, who warned his hearers against the belief that 
neo-territorialistic ideas would solve the problem, Experi- 
ence had shown that attempts to create a Jewish society with 
agriculture as its basis had failed everywhere except in Palestine 
The connection of the Jewish people with Palestine—its con- 
sciousness of 2,000 years of historv-—was one of the strongest 
forces concerned in the question 

Declaring that Palestine was the only solution, Mr. Locker 
emphasised in conclusion that the Jewish people did not abandon 
their claim to full equality of rights in the countries m- which 
they hived. 

At Saturday's session, Mr. A. Ben Isracl reported on problems 
connected with the Chalutz movement in England, and Mr. F. 
Lichtenstein gave a report on the Hachshara Hanoar. A paper 
on the Palestinian situation was read by Mr T. Kolick 

A resolition adopted on Sunday sent grectings to. the 
Histadrut Haovdim, and expressed the firm conviction that in 
spite of war difficulties Jewish achievements would be sate- 
guarded and further steps taken towards Jewish colonisation. 
Another resolution sent a message of solidarity and encourage- 
ment from the British Hechalutz movement to its comrades 
livine under the Nazi voke, while a third resolution expressed 
the hope that the Jewish Agency would play a decisive part in 
Post-war discussions on the Jewish problem 


PALESTINE’S PLACE IN EMPIRE DEFENCE

had not, except Transjordan, with 25,000 inhabitants, declared 
in favour of Britain In Egypt and traq there was not one 
age party ready to help Great Britain in the war. In 
Syria the position was difficult since the French armistice: the 

ebanese on the coast were suspicious of Britam, while the 
pro-British Moslems tn Syma were governed by Vichy officials 
At present, the population of Palestine was the only one in the 
Near East giving active and loyal support to the British war 
eflort 

Palestine, he concluded, was tremendously important because 
of is strategical position in relation to the Suez Canal and 
the route to India, as a bulfer State between Turkey and Syria 
and Egypt and North Africa, as an oil supply base, because of 
its loyal population working actively for the British effort, and 
because its modern industry and agriculture made it a base 
for the supply of the British Army in the Near Fast.

AID FOR THE CITRUS INDUSTRY 
Mr. Eden’s Assurance 


His: Majesty's Government and the Palestine Administra- 
tion. in consultation with the banks concerned, have under 
active consideration proposals for the alleviation of the 
Palestine citrus industry, Mr. Anthony Eden has stated in 
a reply to a cable from the Executive Committee of the 
joint Arab-Jewish citrus-growers in Palestine. 

Owners of citrus groves, he added, may rest assured that every 
effort is being made to reach a solution. 


PATRIA SINKING DUE TO SABOTAGE 
Inquiry Commission Makes Its Report 


The sinking of the s.s. Patria, which went down in Haifa 
harbour on November 25 last, was due to sabotage, accord- 
ing to the memorandum to the High Commissioner for 
Palestine from the Government Commission of Inquiry set 
up last December. 

The report of the Conimission (which was composed of Justice 
Alan Rose, Brigadier A. J. McNeill, and Commander J. L. 
Edwards) states that the sinking was due to sabotage, that 
arrangements for the safeguarding of the ship prior to the 
explosion seem to have been adequate, and that the subsequent 
rescue operations were carried out with all possible speed and 
efliciency. The sinking is described as having been caused by 
sympathisers with the deported immigrants who had the co- 
operation of at least one person aboard the ship, through the 
placing of a bomb while a supply of coal was taken on board 

The Commission briefly recounted the history of the Patria, 
a French vessel bearing “ illegal’ immigrants to Palestine, 
stating that at the time of the explosion there were 1,904 
Jewish mmmigrants aboard These had arrived in 
three different vessels during the month, and the Palestine 
Government had _ requisitioned the Patria to transport the 
immigrants to an unnamed British colony (subsequently under- 
stood to be Mauritius) 

At the time the report was. compiled, 156 bodies had been 
recovered, leaving !!2 persons unaccounted for. The report 
considers u probable that some of these had made their escape 
(A Jewish Telegraphic Agency message of last weck gave the 
number of dead in the catastrophe as 196) 


PLANTING THE KIRSCHNER FOREST 
Liberty Forest’ to Follow 


The first trees of the Kirschner Forest, in honour of Mr. Max 
Kirschner, President of the South African Zionist Federation, 
were planted last week on the heights of Hanita, overlooking 
Galilee. The forest, which will contain ten thousand trees, will 
later be expanded by the planting of the “ Liberty Forest,”’ in 
honour of the Jewish volunteers who are serving with the 
British Forces 

The first three trees were planted in - the 
Kirschner, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, 
National Fund, and the late M: 
Zionist and philanthropist 

Subsequently, a luncheon was held at the Dahlia Settlement, 
the land for which was redeemed through the late Mr. 
Hochberg’s bequest. Mr. Ussishkin, in a review of the present 
Situation in the Yishuv, said that Palestine had accomplished 
the greatest revolution, imasmuch as it had created new forms 
of Jewish life. The anxiety of the Yishuv, he added. was not 
for uself, but for.the millions of Jews in the Diaspora. 

Ihe work of South African Jewry for Palestine was’ praised 
by Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish Agency, Judge 
Frumkin, of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, and Mr. 
Baravai, ot the Vaad Leumi (Jewish National Council of 
Palestine) 

In acknowledging their speeches, Mr. Kirschner said that the 
Jewish National Fund was of all institutions the nearest to the 
hearts of South African Jewry.

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CERTIFICATE VALIDITY EXTENDED 


Immigrants’ Travel Difficulties 


At the request of the Jewish Agency, the Palestine 
Government has agreed to grant a further extension of three 
months to the validity of immigration certificates issued 
for the last immigration quota. 

The last schedule, it will be recalled, was issued in April, 
1940. At the expiration of the time-limit in December last, 
an extension of the validity of the certificates was granted, 
expiring on March 31, 1941, in view of the travel difficulties 
of the immigrants. As these difficulties still prevail, a further 
extension has now been granted up to June 30, 1941. 


IMPORTANT ARCHAEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY 
Caves of Herod's Time 


A number of important caves, some of them containing 
Hebrew inscriptions, and dating back to the time of Herod, have 
been discovered in the vicinity of Jerusalem by Professor 
Sukenik, archzologist to the Hebrew University. 

The caves, which have been carefully and skilfully cut in the 
solid rock, are of four storeys, with seven chambers and 50 
burial places, some of which bear Hebrew inscriptions. 

It is the first time, Professor Sukenik announced, that Hebrew 
inscriptions have been found im such Caves.

According to a report issued by the Vaad Leumi, 13 Jewish 
settlements built new Synagogues, or completed the furnishing 
of houses of worship, during the twelve months ending Septem- 
ber, 1940. The settlements are: Ramat Itzhak, Kfar Azar, 
Shunath Borochov, Zur Moshe tthe new Secfardi settlement in 
the Sharon), Kfar Sirkin, Kfar Haroeh, Beth Yehos, Shunath 
Fsra LU Bitzaron (Yemenite evacuees from Jaffa), Mekor Haim. 
Givath Haim, Fin Hahoresh, Kfar Hogla, and Kiriat Haim. 


SOLEL BONEH’S BIG CONTRACTS 


Solel Boneh, the Jewish contracting firm, reports Palcor 
from Jerusalem, completed various undertakings in the past 
year to the value of £1,250,000. These. contracts, it is stated, 
included many Government buildings: 

An average of 5,000 workers daily was employed by Solel 
Bonch during 1940. 


Corner-stones of the first houses of Kibbutz Mishmar Hayam, 
near Acre, have been laid. Mishmar Hayam is the first Jewish 
hshing Kibbutz. It was established in 1936, soon after the out- 
break of the disturbances, ' Its members, numbering 300, con- 
sist mainly of men who worked as stevedores at Haifa harbour 
While chiefly engaged in large-scale fishing operations, they also 
act as auxilary farmers and work in boat-building yards and ia 
net-making workshops.

Sir,—Allow me, through the courtesy of your columns, to 
congratulate Mr. Sandelson, the President of the Leeds United 
Hebrew Congregatron, and the Leeds communal leaders on 
their historic venture to bring about a Congregational Council 
under which the clergy of Leeds would become servants of the 
Community as a whole and independent of any one 
congregation. | 

Much of the lack of the respect which the Anglo-Jewish 
Ministry should enjoy is due to the fact that each Minister is 
dependent on the congregation he serves for hits sustenance, 
whereby his “ Balabatim ™ are “as the sands of the sea for 
muititude,” The Rabbis have rightly remarked: 


For too long has ignorance been 
allowed to run amok in the Community, with the result that 
to-day money not only “ talks " but “ bawls.”’ 

Should the Minister be a weakling and a ™“™ yes-man,” 
sacrificing principle for expediency, he is a hopeless sham; 
should he consider himself at least equal to his congregants 
and be forthright and fearless in his expressions, he runs the 
risk Of having his life made intolerably hellish by these 
democrats.” 

This has hitherto been the case in Ahglo-Jewry. Your timely 
leader recently reminded the Community of many _ weak- 
nesses that in the “ new world ” require remedying. A more 
satisfactory system of Synagogue management should not be 
the least among them.

Bombs fell near 
the shelter. Extinguished lights. Buildi im same street were 


on fire and 200 people were transferred from other shelters. . . 
Non-Sectarian ‘Youth Club formed.” 
“ The need for blankets is great.” " 
“ Shelter visits much appreciated. Was able to advise on 
various problems, ¢.g.. Army Dependents’ Allowances, billets, 
Old Age Pensions.” 
“ Was informed of disturbance against Jews. Gave suitable 
advice to Shelter Marshal, and individual responsible for unrest 
ceased visiting that shelter.”

“ Entertained shelterers with musical items. Distributed 
various comforts donated for the purpose.” 

‘“ Evening service held with approval of Shelter Marshal.” 

For the guidance of welfare officers and Ministers, the 
Welfare Department has prepared memoranda giving valuable 
information about the various forms of help—both public and 
voluntary—which can be given those in need of it. 


ANGLO-JEWISH WOMEN’S LEAGUE 
District Groups to be Formed 


_ A new system of groups to be formed in reception areas was 
imaugurated at a recent meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Women's 
League, which was held at 26, Grosvenor House, by permission 
of Mrs. Leonard Levy. Mrs. Barnett Janner, the Chairman, 
presided. 

Mrs. J. Bloch described how the Federation of Women 
Zionists was keeping its scattered membership alive by the 
formation of small groups all over the country, which met 
regularly to discuss their work and also to hear talks by experts 
on such subjects as first aid and war-time Kasher cookery. 
The Ministry of Food, said Mrs. Bloch, was especially interested 
in sending lecturers to these groups. They were the first body 
of women to suggest such lectures. 

The meeting welcomed Mrs. Bloch’s suggestion that the 
League should follow suit, and two groups—one for the Bucks.- 
Herts. district and one for London—were thereupon formed. 

It was decided that in future the knitting group would knit 
for the Buffs in the Middle East, this regiment including in its 
ranks a number of Jews and Arabs. 

Members were asked to help Jewish -children evacuated to 
the districts in which they themselves were living 

lt was reported that the mobile canteen presented to the 
M.T.C. by the F.W.Z. and affiliated societies, was operating 
every day among A.A. gun crews, Barrage Balloon Units, and 
the Home Guard. It was self-supporting. Miss P. Berkeley, 
of the M.T.C., their Hon. Secretary, drove it several days a 
week. 


JEWISH SOUP KITCHEN 


{COMMUNICATED} 


The annual meeting of subscribers and donors to the Jewish 
Soup Kitchen was held at the office of Mr. Cyril Ross, the 
President, Britannia House, 16, Old Bailey, E.C.4, last week. 
Mr. Ross presided. 

In submitting the annual report, Mr. Ross drew attention to 
the fact that- the Committee had felt it us duty in this period 
of crisis to continue the help which the Soup Kitchen had 
been allording during the last 86 years. There were nearly 400 
families, representing about 2,000 people, on their books As 
the Kitchen was now open throughout the year, all the cases 
were re-investigated periodically. Negotiations were going on 
for helping, particularly at Passover, needy victims of air-rands 
and evacuees. 

In submitting the accounts, Mr. E. A. Joseph said there were 
many in the Community who did not support the communal 
institutions sufficiently or at all, and he was glad to report 
he had met with some success im securing new friends for the 
Soup Kitchen - He regretted that some Synagogues had with- 
held their lists of membeis. 

As they were making preparations for Passover relief, he 
hoped that the Community would continue to give them the 
necessary means to carry on. He thanked the Secretary, Mr. 
J. H. Taylor, and the rest of the staff for their work ; 

At the annual election which followed, Mr. C. J, Ross, Presi- 
dent: the Chief Rabbi and Mr. G. A. Cohen, Vice-Presidents ; 
Mr. E. A. Joseph, Treasurer: Mr. M. D. Siefi, Hon. Secretary ; 
and the General Committee were re-elected. Messrs. Gray, 
Stainforth, and Co., Chartered Accountants, were reappointed 
Auditors.

@The excitements of 
war conditions mean 
that law and order 
are needed more than 
ever to-day when 
dealing with children 


ad WON'T, I shan't, you're a big fool,” 

and the little girl stamps her foot at 

her mother. The little rebel in war- 
time behaves very much as does the little 
rebel in peace-time. But there is rather 
more in the naughtiness of children in war- 
time than just the maladjustment of one par- 
ticular child to its environment and to those 
placed in authority above it. In the first 
place, such conduct is becoming increas- 
ingly prevalent, and, secondly, it is inter- 
woven with the whole question of youth 
guidance, which is just one of the post- 
war problems linking itself inevitably with 
our present conduct while we are straining 
every nerve to achieve victory. 

If we continue to shelve the youth problem 
until after the war is won, we may well find 
that the unparalleled sacrifices and sufferings 
of this generation will have been in vain, and 
the fruits of a glorious victory may be handed 
to a generation unworthy of its heritage. Just 
as after the last war, when the effects on the 
bodies of children in Central Europe of mal- 
nutrition and famine were in time overcome 
by medical science, their minds and characters 
remained warped and provided an easy imstru- 
ment for present evil leadership to play on, 
so may we, unless we make determined cflorts 
to guide and discipline our young people, 
expose them in the future to a similar frightful 
danger. 


Serious Consequences 


It has been pointed out, for instance, recently, , 
that if the kind of life some young people 
are leading in the shelters ts allowed next 
winter without some drastic eflort at reform, 
it will inevitably lead to serious consequences 
and will transform the young workers who use 
the shelters into something which is the very 
antithesis of “ their brothers in the Spitfires.” 

It may seem a far cry from the behaviour 
of young men and women in public shelters 
to the individual conduct of quite small child- 
ren in the home. Actually both these mani- 
festations are part of the same difficult 
situation. It is a situation in which the entire 
population is at war, bearing the risks and 
often the discomforts of combatant soldiers, 
with the civilian population, and especially 
the young section, at the same time not so 
organised that the virtues of selfless devotion 
to duty and comradeship can mitigate at least 
partially the evils. 

For many young children the world has be- 
come gloriously free from restrictions or regu- 
lations. They chat amicably to soldiers, and learn 
from them not only of the exciting intricacies 
of modern war gadgets but also some of the 
strange oaths to which soldiers are immemori- 
ally accustomed, and about which the children 
ofien feel as proud as of their knowledge of 
all the different types of acroplanes! Barriers 
have been broken down, and children are 
encouraged to make new friends at every turn. 
Quite small children are seen to jerk their 
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thumb at passing cars and accept the lift that 
is offered them as a matter of course. 

The licence enjoyed by many children, unless 
some serious effort is made to canalise their 
interests and their energies, will be their un- 


doing. Where, as in a war of the present 
dimensions, the immediate effects operate on 
every little child, it is imperative that every 
home should adopt a sort of self-denying rule 
of disciplinary restriction for all, from the baby 
in his cradle. The little rebel, if she still is 
allowed to rebel, is to-day something much 
more serious than just a child who won't do 
as she is told. She is part of the slack and 
non-co-operative forces that can easily under- 
mine any character. 

Jewish children have ready at hand .an 
excellent discipline in their own religious 
observance, but it is not always possible in 
these times for children to live fully Jewish 
lives, and it must also be accepted that a large 
proportion of Jewish parents to-day are totally 
or partially unorthodox in their Judaism, 


Emergency Code Needed 


For the emergency of the war some kind of 
emergency code is necessary, just as the 
sanitary precautions adopted in the shelters are 
designed for an emergency and not for normal 
life, For children to take an acttve part in the 
effort everyone should now be making to culti- 
vate their garden is excellent as a means of 
inculcating in them the essential principles of 
discipline, care, and obedience. Apart from 
their own little patch, children can also be led 
to co-operate in the general effort by helping 
in such tasks as weeding, watering, or collect- 
ing stones and rubbish from the ground. 

There may yet come a time when the regi- 
mentation which is becoming more and more 
necessary as the war eflort is intensified will 
have gone so far as to affect practically every 
family in the land, The registration of women 
for war work, for instance, makes the estab- 
lishment of properly organised day nurseries 
or even of residential nurseries imperative, and 
in these institutions littl rebels will learn 
co-operation. But until such time as_ this 
happens, it is incumbent upon parents to estab- 
lish their own disciplinary methods, and to 
ensure that their children have some guiding 
principle of ordered conduct with which to 
counteract the destructive effects of all that ts 
going on around them. 

Worried parents need not imagine that by 
introducing a slightly severe regime they are 
suppressing or hurting their beloved children. 
On the contrary, When things are dangerous, 
exciting, or unpleasant, little children find the 
greatest possible comfort and the most certain 
sense of security in the knowledge that they 
just have to obey a set of rules. The rules, 
of course, must be carefully planned, but 
within their framework the greatest possible 
scope should be allowed every child to develop 
his individual abilities. The effects of the war 
on the child are, generally speaking, to stimu- 
late and encourage his imagination and if any- 
thing over-tax all the progressive forces in him. 
That is one reason why a solid foundation of 
law and order is essential for his well-being, 
not only now but in the future. 


Incidentally .. . 


The announcement made recently of the 
promotion to a Command, with the acting 
rank of Major-General, of Brigadier E. F. 
Lawson, D.S.O., M.C., recalls to mind some 
modern Anglo-Jewish history. General 
Lawson, who is the son and heir of the 
present Lord Burnham, is a director of the 
DaILy TELEGRAPH, His grandfather was 
Joseph Moses Levy, who founded the DatLy 
TELEGRAPH in the last century. The name 
Lawson was added by Joseph Moses Levy's 
son, the first Lord Burnham, under the will 
of an uncle. Levy's father was the well- 
known “Turnpike” Levy, of Kingsgate 
Castle, Thanet. (He was called “ Turnpike ~ 
because he farmed a great number of the 
English turnpikes of those days). “ Turn- 
pike’s ” brother, Wolfe Levy, was the father 
of David Lewis, the founder of the famous 
Northern stores, Lewis's. He was also the 
grandfather of the lady whose son is the 
present Sir Samuel Cohen, of Sydney, 
Australia. The Lawsons, by the way, gave 
up Judaism for the dominant faith a genera- 
tion or two ago, just as did the Hambros, of 
Hambro’s Bank fame. Another family link 
is recalled by the death last week of Sir 
Lionel Lawson F. Faudel-Phillips, whose 
mother was Helen, daughter of J. M. Levy. 


EDUCATION IN FRANCE 


An article on the “ State of Education in 
France” in THe Times’ EDUCATIONAL 
SupPLEMENT describes the anti-Democratic 
changes that have been and are taking place 
in the educational system of France through 
the influence of the Nazis and the Fascist- 
minded among Frenchmen. Part of the 
article touches on the Jewish question, and 
SaVS: 

“One of the more disturbing features of the 
German influence over the Vichy Government 
is the recent passing of racial laws. These 
decree that no Jews shall hold posts as Govern- 
ment officials, a term which inclades all school 
teachers and’ university professors. If these 
decrees are put into effect they will have a 
Serious effect, not only on all those of Jewish 
extraction but also on education § generally, 
where, as in other countries, Jewish intellectual 
and artistic ability is used to its best advan- 
tage .. . There have been some amusing reper- 
cussions of the anti-Jew attitude among the 
students themselves. At the Ecole Normale 
Supérieure Jewish students were ordered to 
register as such. With one accord all the 
Students immediately declared themselves to 
be Jews' 

£280-WORTH OF “INSULT” 


I see from reports in the Press last week 
that Sacha Guitry, the French actor, is 
suing a Paris newspaper for calling him a 
Jew. He claims £280 damages. The news- 
paper, it appears, has been ordered to give 
its reasons for the statement. 
enough, | read a reference to the same 
gentleman recently in an American Jewish 
contemporary, penned by its gossipist. He 
wrote: “When we told you some seasons 
ago that Sacha Guitry .. . is ‘non-Aryan,’ 
we reaped a flock of snickers .. . Now the 
Nazi edict stopping his performances in 
Paris because of his ‘non-Aryan’ ancestry 
should be evidence that we were right.” 


NOTED SCULPTOR AND J.NJ. 


I hear that Mr. Benno Shotz, the noted 
Jewish sculptor, of Glasgow, has accepted 
the position of Convener of the Golden 
Book and Sefer Hayeled Committee of the 
Glasgow Jewish National Fund Commission. 
“Convenership”” Scotland, I believe, 
carries with it more than mere Chairman- 
ship and means that the man who takes it 
on is responsible for the initiation of new 
activities. The job seems to be in good 
hands, however, for Mr. Shotz, as an artist. 
will no doubt appreciate the scope he has 
with two of the most imaginative of the 
J.N.F.s undertakings. The Golden Book 
is known throughout the world, and hun- 
dreds of famous folk apart from all the 
humbler ones, have been inscribed in it. 
The Sefer Hayeled is a newer idea, but, 


briefly, it provides for the inscription of 
children in it on all happy occasions, at the 
cost of a two-guinea donation to the Fund: 
a photograph of the child is affixed to the 
book kept in Jerusalem,

Passover Cookery Demonstrations 


lt is gratifying to see that the hint given 
in an article on this page some weeks ago, 
that the eflorts of the admirably organised 
women's organisation which has done such 
yeoman service for Palestine should now 
he canalised for war work in this country, 
has fallen on fruitful seil, The new Sub- 
Committee of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, under the Chairmanship of Mrs. 
Tina Bloch, has been actively engaged in 
translating the suggestion into practical fact. 
Groups of Jewish women have been formed 
in many districts and these are making an 
excellent contribution to the war effort by 
organising lectures and demonstrations in 
war-time cookery. I learn now that, with 
the co-operation of the Gas Light and Coke 
Company, the Ministry of Food has engaged 
Mrs. Stanley, who is an official demon- 


strator, to give special demonstrations of 
Passover cookery to Jewish women under 
the auspices of those groups. The first 
demonstration is to be held on Thursday 
next at the Kilburn Branch of the Gas Light 
and Coke Company, and another demon- 
stration will take place at the Seven Sisters 
Road Branch shortly. 


The Demonstrators 


Mrs. Stanley, who is a daughter of the 
Rev. B. N. Michelson, will be assisted 
in her demonstrations of Passover cookery 
by Mrs. Elkish, an Austrian refugee who has 
qualified abroad as a Jewish dietitian. A 
special demonstration is to be given pri- 
vately to members of the F.W.Z. Sub-Com- 
mittee, who are holding their first function 
shortly at the Anglo-Palestinian Club. 


Jewish Cookery 
RHUBARB 


RHUBARB is once again reminding us that 
spring is here, it is a welcome change and a 
good tonic for it contains iron. There are ways 
of using tt which are not too hard on the 
Sugar ration. If combined with chopped dates 
and a pinch of ginger added, little or no suga: 
is required. 

Stew in the following manner: Cut 1 Ib. 
thubarb into one inch pieces, add 4 gill water 
and stew very gently tll tender. Remove from 
the fire and stir in very ‘slowly (to avoid 
frothing) 4 level teaspoonful bicarbonate of 
soda. This neutralises the acid in the rhubarb. 
Lastly add a little sugar. 

Another sugar saver ts to use a jam syrup 
in which to stew the rhubarb. Use any kind 
of sweet jam, allowing 2 tablespoonfuls jam 
and 4 gill water to every 6 sticks rhubarb. 
Bring sugar and jam to the boi! before adding 
the rhubarb, 


Rhubarb and Date Pudding 


Rhubarb, I lb.; stoned dates, 4 sugar, 
1 oz.; water, 2 tablespoonfuls: suet crust. 

Make suct crust, line a greased pudding 
basin with it, reserving sufficient for the tid. 
Cut up rhubarb, chop dates. Put in prepared 
basin with sugar and water. Put on lid of 
pastry. Cover with greased paper and cloth 
and steam for 2 hours, 

For Suet crust: Mix 607. flour, 2 oz. 
shredded suet, 1 teaspoonful baking powder, 
and a pinch of salt. Mix to a moderately slack 
dough with cold water. 


Baked Rhubarb Roll 


Rott out short crust into an oblong shape. 
spread with chopped rhubarb and chopped 
dates. Damp edges and roll up.-~ Bake in a 
fairly hot oven for about 30 minutes. 

N.B. If preferred this can be baked as a 
tart. Line a round tin with pastry, then add 
a layer of chopped dates and one of chopped 
rhubarb. If available sprinkle over a little 
sugar,. then cover with pastry, and bake for 
30 minutes. 

As an alternative filling, chop quite small 
breakfastcupful of rhubarb with a teacupful 7 
sultanas. Mix with a tablespoonful each of 
breadcrumbs and margarine, a pinch of ginger, 
and a-beaten egg. 


Rhubarb Bread Pudding 


Cur 4lb. stale bread into thick slices and 
spread each slice with jam. Cut 6 sticks rhubarb 
into | inch pieces and stew gently in } pt. 
water for 10 minutes. Strain the fruit (save the 
liquid) and put half in the bottom of a pie 
dish, cover with a layer of bread and jam, then 
add remaining fruit and cover with bread and 
jam. Pour over the rhubarb liquid while it 
ts Still hot and leave to soak for half-an-hour. 

IX a cessertspoonful of sweetened custard 
powder with a littl cold milk and make it up 
to 4 pt. with milk and water. Pour this un- 
cooked custard into the pie-dish and bake in a 
moderate oven for 20 minutes. Serve hot or 


cold. 
Curried Rhubarb 


Curt up rhubarb, put in layers in a pic-dish, 
sprinkling each layer with sugar and curry 
powder, add a spoonful of water, dot with 
margarine, and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 40 minutes. Serve with the meat course. 


Sweetened Custard 


Bonep custard blends well with the sharp 
flavour of rhubarb and as custard powder can 
now be bought ready sweetened this will help 
out the sugar ration. 
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KASHER BUTTER AND SUGAR 
FOR PASSOVER 


Special Arrangements Made 


The Ministry of Food has again made special arrange- 
ments to meet the ration requirements Jews during 
Passover (April 12-19). 

Kasher butter for Passover will be available for sale by 
retail in specially printed wrappers at a price not exceeding 
ls. 7d. per Ib. Retailers requiring supplies are advised to 
communicate with Wholesale Supply Association, 83, 
Cannon Street, London, E.C.4. 

The Jewish customers of any retailer who is not willing 
to supply Kasher butter and sugar will be allowed to pur- 
chase their requirements from another retailer. For this 
purpose applications should be made to the local Food 
Office and should be accompanied by the ration books, or 
by the relative deposited pages of coupons, which must 
be recovered from the retailers. Emergency ration cards 
will then be issued and the appropriate ration book coupons 
will be cancelled. 

Any retailer may obtain Kasher butter without the 
authority of a buying permit, even if he has not dealt 

reviously with one of the specially nominated wholesalers. 

is normal order for ordinary butter, must, however, be 
reduced proportionately, and the amount of Kasher butter 
obtained must be shown separately on Form Butter 3. The 
name of the supplier from whom the Kasher butter was 
obtained must also be given. 

Supplies of Kasher sugar will also be available through 
the usual wholesalers. 

No special arrangements, however, will be made in respect 
of Kasher meat, since it is assumed that those persons 
requiring such meat are already registered with Kasher 
butchers. 


GUARDIANS GIVE £500 TO 
PASSOVER APPEAL 


Grant for the Evacuee Children 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians in London 
ast week agreed to grant £500 for the Passover appeal 
for evacuee children. The President, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, 
K.C., was in the chair. 

Mr. Cohen brought up a recommendation from the Executive 
Committee that £500 should be granted to the Passover Com- 
mittee for Evacuees for providing special requirements for 
Jewish children evacuated from London. He said that although 
the purposes for which the grant was sought by the Committee 


tor evacuees did not come entirely within the purview of the 


Board's activities the Executive felt that in the special circum- 
stances such help should be given purely as a war-time measure. 
Mr. Gottfried and Mr. Richenberg, in supporting the recom- 
mendation of the Executive, agreed with the President that 
the work of the Evacuees Committee did not come within the 
Board’s province, but they were sure that the action of the 
Board would be supported and approved by its contributors. 
The recommendation of the Executive was approved. 

Ihe Chairman reported that the General Relief Commitice 
had elected Mr. David Sharp its Chairman to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Alfred J. Makower. The appoint- 
ment carries with it a seat on the Executive. 

The annual report for 1940, as prepared by the Hon. Secre- 
tary, Mr. Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E., was adopted. The annual 
meeting of the Board is to take place on Thursday, Main 27. 
at 2.30 p.m.

How English he is! Tall, well-built, rugged in bearing 
and speech. He has a passionately sincere conviction of 
his own rectitude, yet the ability to laugh at himself with- 
out self-consciousness; utterly intolerant of the opinions of 
others, yet with a broad and generous charity to all men 
of good will. He has lived a life never free hom conflict, 
yet he has not an enemy in the world. 

No one in British public life has a greater pride in his 
own family history; none is so entirely free from snobbery 
of every kind. No one has a deeper respect for British 
political institutions and traditions; nor any a mind more 
open to new ideas or a more revolutionary temper. His 
book reveals him ever battling “ grim and gay,” for causes 
in which he is in a minority of one—yet the number of 
such issues in which almost everybody ultimately admits 
him to have been right ts almost incredible. 

Take a few at random: peace by negotiation during the 
last war; the Mental Deficiency Bill (he called it the Pros- 
titutes Persecution Bill); the length of the last war; the 
slavish following of French foreign policy; Locarno; the 
Gold Standard; British unhelpfulness to the Weimar 
Republic; the Russian Revolution; and last, but not least 
honourable or gencrous, the wholesale internment of 
friendly aliens. If he is the most opinionated (not the most 
conceited) of men, who dares deny him the right to rely 
on his own judgment? : 


The Good Fight 


It is not only in political battles that he has borne his 
eager, aggressive part. He fought in the Boer War and 
dii his magisterial part thereafter to heal the wounds. He 
fought in Flanders. He was at Suvla Bay. To-day he 
addresses the House of Commons from the front bench 
in the battle dress of-a private of the Home Guards, And 
he reveals enough of his private life to make very plain 
beneath the bluff and burly exterior a modest sensitiveness 
of spirit, facing tragedy and triumph with equal dignity 

Let others talk of his passion for justice to the oppressed 
of all the earth. No reader of this journal will need to 
be reminded of it. In these days he will need it all. His 
spirit is buoyant and resilient as ever. He is still able 
to write after all he has seen and known: 

“1 like this Parliament better than any tn which I have 
sat: | like this time better than any in which I have lived. 
I am never ashamed now either of my Party or of myself, 
or of my country . .. All are happy . . . We can none of 
us look beyond the day.” 

It may be so. But those of us who try to look beyond 
see many a bitter fight to come, and we repeat what his 
men shouted to him on that stricken beach at Gallipoli: 
“ For God's sake, Commander, take cover! What on earth 
should we do without you? ” 


THE SALT OF THE BRITISH ARMY 


Proceed, Sergeant Lamb. By Roperir Graves. Methuen. 
&s. 6d.

The historical novel has altered in our ume. 

Gone are the factitious “moving accidents by field 
and flood, hair-breadth ‘scapes i' the imminent deadly 
breach“ of Weyman and Conan Doyle; now we have the 
sober, authentic, realistic day-by-day lire of the times 
depicted by Margaret Irwin or Robert Graves. [wo or 
three actual people in the foreground move against the 
background of great historical events, but they do not dwarf 
this background. 

In his continuation of the life of * Sergeant Lamb of the 
Ninth,” Robert Graves writes the genuine chronicle of the 
American War of Independence from the imprisonment of 
Burgoyne’s army in 1777 to the end of the war. Lamb 
himself—courageous, indefatigable, resourceful, uncomplain- 
ing in fortitude—is the N.C.O. who is the backbone of 
the British army. “ Men of all races, I believe, are equall 
brave in battle if led by dependable and beloved officers.” 
Such trenchant observations give the book the added value 
of topicality. 

Robert Graves has the poet's eye for the picturesque and 
significant detail that illuminates a whole incident, as in his 
lucid treatment of the obscure entanglement of André and 
Arnold. 

The virile, ever-moving prose, not devoid of necessary 
ornament, is reminiscent of Defoe in its wealth of concrete 
detail and its interest in men and the minutiae of their 
activities. Is Robert Graves destined to be the Defoe we 
need to perpetuate in prose these years?

EAST END UNDER FIRE 


A Tribute to Jewish Pluck 


The Lesson of London. By Rircme Caper. Secker and 
Warburg. 235.

This book by a well-known journalist contains much 
material that appeared in the Dairy Heratp in the early 
and most dreadful days of the “ Blitz.” It is not so much 
intended to give a vivid picture of the actual happenings, 
as to examine the means taken by the authorities to face 
a situation which in spite of warnings seems to have in a 
large measure found them unprepared. What they expected 
~~a death roll running into thousands a day—was happily 
not fulfilled, but it seemed to have been overlooked that 
while a bomb might not kill many it might easily demolish 
houses, so that, while fatal casualties though bad enough 
were by no means as many as expected, the material damage 
exceeded expectation. 

Mr. Calder’s criticism is justified and biting, though it 
would carry more conviction if Mr. Calder had admitted 
that Labour had ruled in most London boroughs—certainly 
in the East -End—long enough to have carried out the 
reforms he advocates, and it was in two Labour boroughs 
that post-Blitz conditions were the worst. 

To us naturally the most valuable are his remarks regard- 
ing the morale of the Jewish inhabitants of the East End. 
To them he very rightly pays a high tribute. He tells of 
a squad of Jewish A.F.S. who dashed into a fire as fierce 
as a blast furnace; how small tradespeople gave their all 
to help the homeless. He pays a well-merited tribute to 
the work of Jewish social workers, notably Mr. Basil 
Henriques, and to the heroic women of the Ambulance and 
other Services. 

On the question of anti-Semitism, Mr. Calder is sensible 
and forthright. There were, and are still, he points out, 
deliberate attempts to create it. If the Jew left London 
he was a coward, If he stayed he monopolised shelter 
space. Many Jews who volunteered for the A.F.S., A.R:P. 


and other Civil Defence Services were expelled when it was | 


found they were not of British descent. Thereupon they 
were accused of not doing their bit, but they were welcomed 
back quickly enough “when the band began to play.” 

This book should be read and pondered. lt should be 
a valuable weapon against anti-Semitism, and those among 
the Community who become panic-stricken when vague and 
general allegations are made against the Jew might well 
read this book and regain some of the confidence which ts 
so essential in this critical time. 


AUSTRIAN CAVALCADE 


Ths Habsburg Monarchy 1815-1918. By A. J. P. Taytor. 
Macmillan. 15s.

It will not be only students of history who will welcome 
warmly Mr. Taylor's well-written and informative book 
dealing with one of the most interesting and decisive, but 
also most confused and confusing, sections of the century 
which led up to the Great War (1914-1918). 

Mr. Laylor is fully justified in stressing the essential fact 
that it was the Habsburg Dynasty alone which succeeded 
in cementing together an empire embracing 11 different 
nationalities and 17 different languages, and securing its 
survival as a great power for more than half a millennium. 
But it is open to question whether another monarch than 
Francis Joseph—who actually during almost the whole 
period dealt with in this book represented the Habsburg 
Dynasty—-could have prevented the debacle of 1918. 

Historians—as a rule—can seldom resist the temptation 
to find “historical laws,” apparently confirmed by their 
meritorious and painstaking researches. Ihe presumpton, 
however, that Francis Joseph assisted in the common ruin 
because he failed to bring Austria into being as a reality, 
before Magyar oppression of the nationalities made the 
continuance of Austria-Hungary impossible, burdens Francis 
Joseph wth an undue share of historic responsibility. 

Mr. Taylor gives a full and enlightening survey of the 
collision between the Austro-Hungarian nationalities which 
he calls “ historic,” and those which he styles as the “ non- 
historic ” nationalities. Ihe former (Germans, Magyars, 
Poles) aimed at eliminating the latter (mainly Czechs, 
Rumanians, South-Slavs including Croats and Serbs, Little 
Russians, etc.) or at least at stabilising them as subject races. 
But the rise of the “ non-historic” nationalities—some of 
which by the way are well entitled to pride in a glorious 
history——-was irresistible. And it is for this reason that the 
thousand devices, plans, compromises, projects, etc., so 
vividly depicted by Mr. Taylor, by which Francis Jose 
tried untiringly to establish an Austrian conception, with t 
help of one or other of these nationalities and of bureau- 
crats, aristocrats, landowners, liberals, or clericals—were 
doomed to failure. 

The author is right in stating that the Magyars as well 
as the Germans may claim to 3 “the principal architects 
of the monarchy’s downfall,” whilst on the other hand the 
moderation of the Czechs deserves the very fullest praise. 
In those circumstances the policy of “ muddling through ” 
was not so ill chosen after all, and it is significant that the 
system of Count Taaffe did not only appeal to the emperor 
but gave Austria a comparatively leas period of stability, 
prosperity, and international political standing by “ keeping 


all the nationalities in a balanced state of mild dissatisfac- 


tion. 
This “ Austrian Cavalcade,” beginning with Metternich 
and closing with Aerenthal, presents a romantic and rather 


melancholy show. But the moral of Mr. Taylor's story. 


holds very well just now. It reminds us that people can live 
happily, either as individuals or in communities, only on the 
basis of mutual tolerance and respect.

The New Registration Order 


The high-light of the news in the industrial world last week 
was the announcement by Mr. Bevin, Minister of Labour and 
National Service, of the Registration for Employment Order, 
under which certain categories or age-groups of men and 
women will have to register for war work of different kinds. 
Mr. Bevin is, in any case, anxious that such men and women 
as are fitted for work of national importance should volunteer 
now instead of waiting to register. 

Men of 40 and 41 will be the first to be required to register, 
except those in reserved occupations or who have already 
registered under the Orders made for their own particular 
industries. The registration day is to be April 5. 

Women of 20 and 2! will be the first of their sex to register, 
unless they are already in full-time service with the armed 
Forces in the W.R.N.S., A.T.S.. W.A.A.F., or the nursing 
services. Women are not exempt from registration by reason 
of their present occupation. 

A “ selection interview’ in cach case will be given, so that 
each case can gone into, and as far as possible persons 
selected will be put into the type of work best fitted to their 
abilities 


Two scholarships, whose holders will be trained to become 
executive officers in the Navy, will be awarded for entry to 
the Thames Nautical Training College, H.M.S. Worcester. at 
the term beginning im September. he scholarships are each 
valued at £50 a year and tenable for two years, The closing 
date for applications is May 17, and details can be had from 
the Secretary of the College, Ingress Abbey, Greenhithe, Kent.

[hese were the visions which the most 
favoured of the prophets were permitted to 
see, but they must fade into nothing in 
comparison with the glory of the future, for 
has not one of God's messengers told us: 
“Eye hath not seen, O God, beside Thee, 
what He has prepared for him that waiteth 
on Him.”

How Synagogues Can Help 


The Nationa! Council of Social Service (Churches Group), 
on which the S Oogues are also represented, are a or 
hospitality to extended to the industrial worker. t is 
pomted out that whilst ncighbourly help and hospitality for men 


in uniform is often readily available—and rightly so—there is’ 


not the same recognition at present of the equally important 
needs of the industrial worker. All workers, whether at home 
or not, are undergoing a heavy strain in furthering the war 
effort ; are working long and strenuous hours; and are experienc- 
ing frequent air-raids and the difficulties of transport in the 
black-out. In addition, many of them, in common with the men 
in uniform, are living away from home, often in lodgings, and 
are suffering the same temporary break-up of ong oy 
The churches and synagogues are asked to do ir utmost 
to make available recreational facilities, wherever possible, for 
industrial workers, and Ministers are urged to encourage mem- 
bers to help by offering hospitality in their homes—an hour or 
so an evening shared at t family hearth, a kind word, a 
neighbourly act, can avoid depression, bring a ray of relief and 
happiness to a tired worker, and help the war effort. 


N.W. LONDON WOMEN’S WELFARE 
CENTRE 


The annual report for the year 1940 of the North-West London 
Women’s Welfare Centre has been issued. It deals with the 
work done for the Willesden Municipal Health Centre, at 9, 
Willesden Lane, N.W. 

While attendances of patients at the clinic were good, they 
naturally fell off when the evening air-raids began. last Septem- 
ber, aad the sessions were altered to meet the new circumstances. 
War conditions make the work difficult, it is stated, though its 
importance is as great as ever.

_Investments and Securities 


Stock markets are in decidedly good trim. The passing 
of the Lease and Lend Bill in the United States has caused 
a great deal of satisfaction in financial quarters of the 
City. President Roosevelt's speech last week-end was highly 
appreciated and had a most stimulating effect upon markets. 

Credit supplies are still most abundant. Money is being 
directed very largely towards financing the war. There 
are far better subscriptions for new Government loans with 
small savers playing their part nobly in the war effort. 

During last week £14,793,168 was subscribed towards 
Savings Certificates, 3 per cent. Defence Bonds and increased 
deposits with Savings Banks. This goes against £12,480,496 
in the previous week. 

The latest figure approaches the minimum of £15,000,000 
which Lord Kindersley states is necessary saving on the 

rt of small investors to assist in bridging the gap between 

ational income and heavy war-time expenditure. 

Enormous interest has been aroused by the news that 
the City of London, the City of Westminster, and indeed, 
Greater London, will combine and hold their War Wea 
Weeks simultaneously in May. No objective has yet o— 
fixed for this monster effort. 


COURTAULDS’ VISCOSE ASSETS 


Particular interest is centred in the £1 ordinary units of 
Courtaulds Limited. This 1s the. most famous rayon pro- 
ducing company in the country. It has a wonderful record 
of success with good dividends and many scrip bonuses 
for stockholders over a number of years. 

Courtaulds has had control of American Viscose Corpora- 
tion, which is the largest rayon producing concern in the 
United States. The company’s interest in the. American 
Viscose has now been sold. 

It has been sold by the British Treasury. This is under 
the Government plan to dispose of assets owned by British 
companies in the United States in order to procure dollars 
to pay for war munitions. 

The purchasers represent a group of banking interests in 
the United States. This group will offer the Viscose shares 
to American investors. 1It cannot be stated definitely at 
the moment what the value is of the Courtaulds holding in 
the American concern, but the figure is somewhat vaguely 
placed between £15,000,000 and £40,000,000. 


QUESTION OF PAYMENT 


A sum of £10,000,000 has already been paid to the British 
Treasury on account of the deal in the American Viscose 
assets. Further payments will undoubtedly be made. 

Negotiations will take place between the Treasury and 
Courtaulds regarding the sterling price payable for the 
assets. Failing agreement the question will be put to 
arbitration. 

Payment will doubtless be made in sterling on the same 
lines as for. requisitioned dollar stocks which have a market 
value on Wall Street. : 

‘As in the case of the requisitioned stocks it is highly 
probable that Courtaulds will be invited to invest at least 
a portion of the sterling proceeds in current Government 
loans. -Courtaulds already have substantial holdings of 
British Government securities. 

There has been a buying movement in Courtaulds units 
on the theory that a bonus will eventually accrue as a 


result of the Viscose deal. Other and similar operations’ 


are expected later on. CdOmpanies concerned include the 
Royal Dutch-Shell group, Unilever, and Imperial Chemical 
Industries among others. 


“GLAXO” PROFITS 


Satisfactory results are shown by Joseph Nathan and Co., 
the proprictors of “* Glaxo,” in the report to September 4 last. 
Net profit amounts to £87,600, which is only slightly below 
the previous £88,510 

Dividend is repeated at 10 per cent. It 1s, however, paid 
on a capital increased by £47,781 through a 150 per cent. scrip 
bonus the previous year. General reserve, which was drawn 
upon to meet the bonus. has been built up to its previous 
level of £130,000, by allocations from appropriation and con- 
tingencies accounts. 

specch of Mr. Alex Nathan, the Chairman, accompanies 
the report. It points out that there was a satisfactory increase 
in turnover in the Glaxo Laboratories and that a strong demand 
for the company’s products still exists. Mr. Nathan joims forces 
with others who declare that the 100 per cent. E.P.T. is “ bad 
in principle and practice.” It provides, he said, no induce- 
ment towards economy or efficiency. 

Mr. Hugo Wolff whe has been associated with the company 
for nearly 30 years, resigns from the Board of Directors, owing 
to indifferent health. During the early days of establishing 
Glaxo on the English market his advice and guidance were 
indispensable and invaluable 


METROPOLITAN ELECTRIC 


Those shareholders who were able to attend the annual meeting 
of the Metropolitan Electric Supply Company took the oppor- 
tunity of congratulating the chairman, Mr. George Balfour, und 
his co-directors on the results obtained Difficulties were un- 
doubtedly numerous. 

Actually trading, apart from the London area, was we'll 
maintained. Throughout the capital, however, the main obstacles 
which had presented themselves in 1939 continued to .xist. Ihe 
effects of evacuation, blackout, and the like have become 
* almost stationary “ in that area. 

Nevertheless, the chairman was confident in the company’s 
ability to continue to weather the storms. He pointed out that 
a heavy programme of expansion begun three years ago iad 
been satisfactorily concluded. 


HOUNDSDITCH WAREHOUSE 


Houndsditch Warehouse Company had a profit balance on 
trading account for last year of £195,304. his goes agast 
£244,879 the previous year. Taking into consideration the 
exceptional difficulties of last year, the result must be considered 
satisfactory. 

From the profit £60,300 has to be reserved for Income fax end 
N.D.C., against only £22,000 for 1939. Allocations are also made 
for depreciation, Staff Fund, and Directors’ fees The latter 
item amounts to only £600. _ rin 

As already announced, ordinary dividend is to be 8 per cent. 
against 174 per cent. in preceding years, with £82,050 carried 
forward against £66,037 brought in. The chairman is Mr. Philip 
Halperin, who is expected to address shareholders at the annual 
mecting on March 28.

Metropolitan Electric Supply Company 
SUPPLIES PROPERLY MAINTAINED 
DIVIDEND 8 PER CENT. 


The 54th ordinary general meeting of the Metropolitan Supply 
Co., Lid., was heid on March 19th at Winchester House, Old 
Broad Street, 

Mr. George Balfour, M.P. (the chairman of the company) who 
presided, said that, briefly expressed, business during the year 
had been well maintained except in the London areas where they, 
in common with others, had suffered considerable diminution 
in consumption due to evacuation and other causes. In view of 
the irritating conditions under which they worked it was a 
to the directors and staff that, notwithstanding all 
the stirring events of the ume, they were cble to report that 
supplies to all ther consumers had been properly maintained 
throughout the year. Needless to say such a record had only 
been achieved by constant energy, supervision, and stafl work, 
splendidly supported by all those working for the company. New 
business had been held in abeyance and they had confined them- 
selves to dealing only with essential services. In common with 
all pubic se vices they had to apply their minds to running 
their business in the manner best calculated to make the maxi- 
mum contribuuon tc winning «he war, and he for one had no 
shadow of doubt that if the people of this country maintained 
the high standard of sacrifice which they had constantly dis- 
played since the outbreak of war, victory would Be sure and it 
might oe more swift than at this moment anyone dared to 
visualise Regarding their London Areas to which he had 
already referred, he would remind them that the company had 
made reductions in their charges to consumers in the year 1934 
and further reductions iw the year 1937 which resulted in a 
saving to the consumers connec ed at the date of the reductions 
of £70,000 pes annum, which was equal to 14 per cent. of their 
total sale of current last year 

The receipts shown in the Londen area had amounted to 
£518,875 compared with £539.326 in 1939 and £562,880 in 1938; 
on the other side of the account expenditure had. increased 
£16,385. and he asked sharcholders specially to note that rent, 
rates, and taxes had increased from £48,907 to £70,201, making 
with the increase in the Western area, a total increase of £41,394 


Total receipis in the Western area had amounted to £1,552,144 ° 


compared with £1,226,103. Regarding subsidiary companies, the 
services of all had been satisfactorily maintained throughout the 
year, and all those subsidiary companies were not only operating 
efficiently up to date, but showing satisfactory results 

The progressive technical and commercial policy of the com- 
pany in pre-war years had had a great deal to do with the 
satisfactory naintainance of their supply They could, how- 
ever, only deal with events from day to day, and difficulties 
as they arose had to be promptly dealt with so that those com- 
panies served alike in the home and industry could carry on 
without any disturPance. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


The expendiiure on capital account of all their undertakings 


’ during the year had amounted to £428,848 compared with 


£1.006,000. a tew years ago, the :are of expenditure diminishing 
during the year and ali expenditure had been suspended except 
for essentia! services necessary under present conditions. They 
fortunately had sta ted a policy of curtailing expenditure some 
3 years ago in view of the outlook and confined themscives 
largely to completing the heavy programme then in hand, and, 
as a result, they hoped that they would be able to carry on 
through the war period wit out the necessity of making a capita) 
issue and be able to meet capital requirements by temporary 
borrowings, in so far as oot provided out of undistributed 
carnings. 

With regard to the rating position, he would mention that 
last year they had paid a total sum of £211,293 in Local Rates 
in all the companies owned and worked by this company and 
the magnitude of that figure would impress when he mentioned 
that the total nei sum paid to debenture and sharcholders of 
the company was only £188,201. When they had finished with 
the war they must tackle and get rid of the existing method of 
valuation for rating purposes and substitute a simple and logical 
method applicable to public services. 

From the balance available of £277,653 the directors recom- 
mend payment of a final dividend of 5 per cent. on the ordinary 
stock. making 8 per cent. for the year and leaving to carry 
forward £127.65}. 


WORK OF THE STAFF 


He could sot close without a word of appreciation of the 
efforts of all their executives, staff, and workers for their splendid 
service during the year. Short staffed in all departments, tech- 
nical, commercial, and clerical, they had all carried on with 
energy and real devotion to their work despite the added strain 
entailed by ope.ating under present conditions.

Men of 40 and 41 will be the first to be required to register, 
except those in reserved occupations or who have already 
registered under the Orders made for their wn particular 
industries. The registration day is to be April 5 

Women of 20 and 21 will be the first of their sex to register, 
unless they are already in full-time service with the armed 
Forces in the WR.NS. ATS. WAAF., or the nursing 
services. Women are not caempt ‘from registration by reason 
of their present occupation

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HOSPITALITY FOR INDUSTRIAL WORKERS 


How Synagogues Can Help 


The Nationa! Council of Social Service (Churches Group), 
on which the oe are also represented, are appeali sie 
hospitality to extended to the industrial worker. "he 1s 
pointed out that whilst neighbourly help and hospitality for men 
in uniform is often readily available—and rightly so—there is 
not the same recognition at present of the equally important 
needs of the industrial worker. All workers, whether at home 
or not, are undergoing a heavy strain in furthering the war 
effort ; are working long and strenuous hours; and are experienc- 
ing frequent air-raids and the difficulties of transport in the 
black-out. In addition, many of them, in common with the men 
in uniform, are living away from home, often in lodgings, and 
are suffering the same temporary break-up of family life. 
The churches and synagogues are asked to do their utmost 
to make available recreational facilities, wherever possible, for 
industrial workers, and Ministers are urged to encourage mem- 
bers to help by offering hospitality in their homes—an hour or 
so an evening shared at the family hearth, a kind word, a 
neighbourly act, can avoid depression, bring a ray of relief and 
happiness to a tired worker, and help the war effort. 


N.W. LONDON WOMEN’S WELFARE 
CENTRE 


The annual report for the year 1940 of the North-West London 
Women's Welfare Centre has been issued. It deals with the 
work done for the Willesden Municipal Health Centre, at 9, 
Willesden Lane, N.W. 

While attendances of patients at the clinic were good, they 
naturally fell off when the evening air-raids began. last Septem- 
ber, and the sessions were altered to meet the new circumstances. 
War conditions make the work difficult, it is stated, though its 
importance is as great as ever. 

Both Medical Officers, it is noted with regret, have resigned— 
Dr. Augusta Landman to carry on her practice from Oxford, 
and Dr. Dorothy Arning to take up a temporary public health 
appointment elsewhere. Dr Mary Adams is the new Medical 
Oflicer appointed in their place. Phanks are accorded in the 
report to Dr. Landman, who gave the use of her London home 
for some months as a clinic 


WILLESDEN HEBREW CLASSES

The classes meet on Sunday from 10.30 a.m. to 12.30 p.m., 
Tuesdays from 5.30 p.m. to 630 p.m., and Sabbaths from 
2.40 p.m, to 4 p.m.

Investments and Securities 
Stock markets are in decidedly good trim. The passing 
of the Lease and Lend Bill in the United States has caused 
a great deal of satisfaction in financial quarters of the 
City. President Roosevelt's speech last week-end was highly 
appreciated and had a most stimulating effect upon markets. 
Credit supplies are still most abundant. Money is being 
directed very largely towards financing the war. There 
are far better subscriptions for new Government loans with 
small savers playing their part nobly in the war effort. 
During last week £14,793,168 was subscribed towards 
Savings Certificates, 3 per cent. Defence Bonds and increased 
deposits with Savings Banks. This goes against £12,480,496 
in the previous week. 
The latest figure approaches the minimum of £15,000,000 
which Lord Kindersley states is necessary saving on the 
art of small investors to assist in bridging the gap between 
ational income and heavy war-time expenditure. 
Enormous interest has been aroused by the news that 
the City of London, the City of Westminster, and indeed, 
Greater London, will combine and hold their War Wea 
Weeks simultancously in May. No objective has yet n 
fixed for this monster effort. 


COURTAULDS’ VISCOSE ASSETS 


Particular interest is centred in the £1 ordinary units of 
Courtaulds Limited. This t the most famous rayon pro- 
ducing company in the country. It has a wonderful record 
of success with good dividends and many scrip bonuses 
for stockholders over a number of years. 

Courtaulds has had control of American Viscose Corpora- 
tion, which is the largest rayon producing concern in_ the 
United States. The company’s interést in the American 
Viscose has now been sold. 

It has been sold by the British Treasury. This is under 
the Government plan to dispose of assets owned by British 
companies in the United States in order to procure dollars 
to pay for war munitions. 

The purchasers represent a group of banking interests in 
the United States. This group will offer the Viscose shares 


to American investors. It cannot be stated definitely at. 


the moment what the value is of the Courtaulds holding in 
the American concern, but the figure is somewhat vaguely 
placed between £15,000,000 and £40,000,000. 


QUESTION OF PAYMENT 


A sum of £10,000,000 has already been paid to the British 
Treasury on account of the deal in the American Viscose 
assets. Further payments will undoubtedly be made. 

Negotiations will take place between the Treasury and 
Courtaulds regarding the sterling price payable for the 
assets. Failing agreement the question will be put to 
arbitration. 

Payment will doubtless be made in sterling on the same 
lines as for requisitioned dollar stocks which have a market 
value on Wall Street. 

As in the case of the requisitioned stocks it is highly 
probable that Courtaulds will be invited to invest at least 
a portion of the sterling proceeds in current Government 
loans. Courtaulds already have substantial holdings of 
British. Government securities. 

There has been a buying movement in Courtaulds units 
on the theory that a bonus will eventually accrue as a 
result of the Viscose deal. Other and similar operations 
are expected later on. Companies concerned include the 
Royal Dutch-Shell group, Unilever, and Imperial Chemical 
Industries among others. 


“GLAXO” PROFITS 


Satisfactory results are shown by Joseph Nathan anid Co., 
the proprietors of “ Glaxo,” in the report to September last 
Net profit amounts to £87,600, which is only shghtiv below 
the previous £88,510 

Dividend is repeated at 10 r cent. It 1s, however, paid 
on a capital increased by £47,781 through a 150 per cent. scrip 
bonus the previous year. General reserve, which was drawn 
upon to meet the bonus. has been built up to its previous 
level of £130,000, by allocations from appropriation and con- 
tingencies accounts. 

A speech of Mr. Alex Nathan, the Chairman, accompanies 
the report. It points out that there was a satisfactory increase 
in turnover in the Glaxo Laboratories and that a strong demand 
for the company's products still exists. Mr. Nathan joins forces 
with others who declare that the 100 per cent. E.P.T. is “ bad 
in principle and practice.” It provides, he said, no induce- 
ment towards economy or efficiency. 

Mr. Hugo Wolff whe has been associated with the company 
for nearly 30 years, resigns from the Board of Directors, owing 
to indifferent health. During the early days of establishing 
Glaxo on the English market his advice and guidance were 
indispensable and invaluable 


METROPOLITAN ELECTRIC 


Those shareholders who were able to attend the annual meeting 
of the Metropolitan Electric Supply Company took the oppor- 
tunity of congratulating the chairman, Mr. George Balfour, und 
his co-directors on the results obtained Difficulties were un- 
doubtedly numerous 

Actually trading, apart from the London area, was well 
maintained. Throughout the capital, however, the main obstacles 
which had presented themselves in 1939 continued to .xist. Ihe 
effects of evacuation, blackout, and the like have become 
* almost stationary “ in that area. 

Nevertheless, the chairman was confident in the company's 
ability to continue to weather the storms. He pointed out that 
a heavy programme of expansion begun three years ago ad 
been satisfactorily concluded. 


HOUNDSDITCH WAREHOUSE 


Houndsditch Warehouse Company had a profit balance on 
trading account for last year of £195,304. his goes aganst 
£244,879 the previous year. Taking into consideration the 
exceptional difficulties of last year, the result must be considesed 
satisfactory. 

From the profit £60,300 has to be reserved for Income fax end 
N.D.C., against only £22,000 for 1939. Allocations are also made 
for depreciation, Staff Fund, and Directors’ fees The latter 
item amounts to only £600. : | 

As already announced, ordinary dividend is to be 8 per cent.

Company Meeting 


Metropolitan Electric Supply Company 
SUPPLIES PROPERLY MAINTAINED 
DIVIDEND 8 PER CENT. 


The 54th ordinary general meeting of the Metropolitan Supply 
Co., Ltd., was heid on March 19th at Winchester House, Old 
Broad Street, E.C. 

Mr. George Balfour, M.P. (the chairman of the company) who 
presided, said that, briefly expressed, business during the year 
had been well maintained except in the London arcas where they, 
in common with others, had suffered considerable diminution 
in consumption due to evacuation and other causes. In view of 
the irritating conditions under which they worked it was a 
satttectiion to the directors and staff that, notwithstanding all 
the stirring events of the time, they were cble to report that 
supplies to all thew consumers had been properly maintained 
throughout the year. Needless to say such a record had only 
been achieved by constant energy, supervision, and stafl work, 
splendidly supported by all chose working for the company. New 
business had been held in abeyance and they had confined them- 
selves to dealing only with essential services. In common with 
all pubuc se vices they had to apply their minds to running 
their business in the manner best calculated to make the maxi- 
mum contribuuion tc winning the war, and he for one had no 
shadow of doubt that if the people of this country maintained 
the high standard of sacrifice which they had constantly dis- 
played since the outbreak of war, victory would be sure and it 
might oc more swift than at this moment anyone dared to 
vrsualise Regarding their London Areas to which he had 
already referred, he would remind them that the company had 
made reductions in their charges to consumers in the year 1934 
and further reductions im the year 1937 which resulted in a 
saving to the consumers connec.ed at the date of the reductions 
of £70,000 pea annum, which was equal to 14 per cent. of thei 
total sale of current last year 

The receipts shown in the London area had amounted to 
£518,875 compared with £539,326 in 1939 and £562,880 in 1938; 
on the other side of the account expenditure had increased 
£16,385. and he asked sharcholders specially to note that rent, 
rates, and taxes had increased from £48,907 to £70,201, making 
with the increase in the Western area, a total increase of £41,394 
Total receipts in the Western area had amounted to £1,542,144 
compared with £1,226,103. Regarding subsidiary companies, the 
services of all had been satisfactorily maintained throughout the 
year, and al! those subsidiary companies were not only operating 
efficiently up to date, but showing satisfactory results 

The progressive technical and commercial policy of the com- 
pany in pre-war years had had a great deal to do with the 
satisfactory naintainance of their supply. They could, how- 
ever, only deal with events from day to day, and difficulties 
as they arose had to be promptly dealt with so that those com- 
panies served alike in the home and industry could carry on 
without any disturfance. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


The expendiure on capital account of all their undertakings 
during the year had amounted to £428,848 compared with 
£1.006,000 a tew years ago, the :are of expenditure diminishing 
during the year and all expenditure had been suspended except 
for essentia! services necessary under present conditions. They 
fortunately had sta ted a policy of curtailing expenditure some 
3 years ago in view of the outlook and confined themscives 
largely to completing the heavy programme then in hand, and, 
as a result, they hoped that they would be able to carry on 
through the war period wit xout the necessity of making a capital 
issue and be able to meet capital requirements by temporary 
borrowings, in so far as not provided out of undistributed 
carnings. 

With regard to the rating position, he would mention that 
last year they had paid a total sum of £211,293 in Local Rates 
in all the companies owned and worked by this company and 
the magnitude of that figure would impress when he mentioned 
that the total nei sum paid to debenture and sharcholders of 
the company was only £188,201. When they had finished with 
the war they must tackle and get rid of the existing method of 
valuation for rating purposes and substitute a simple and logical 
method applicable to public services. 

From the balance available of £277,653 the directors recom- 
mend payment of a final dividend of § per cent. on the ordinary 
stock. making 8&8 per cent. for the year and leaving to carry 
forward £127.653. 


WORK OF THE STAFF

nical, commercial, and clerical, they had all carried on with 
energy and real devotion to their work despite the added strain 
entailed by ope.ating under present conditions.
